Cardinal Maldachin, firſt Deacon of the Sacred 
Colledge, performed the Ceremony ot the Pro- 
clamation. 

The 8th of November this Prelate went from 
St. Peter's Church to St. John Laterang, where 
he receiv'd at entrarife.the two Feys, the one of 
Gold, the other of Silver, from the .hands of 
Cardinal Chifi, who is Archprieſt, aiter having 
firſt kiſs'd the Croſs, which his Eminency pre- 
ſented him. There were carried in this Caval- 
cade , according to-cuſtom, the vacant Hats, 
which were at that time to the number of fix. 
There was vacant a twenty third place in the 
Sacred Colledge, by the death of Cardinal Ber- 
aardino Rocci, which happened at the end of the 
month November, 1680. A

Walf,: and had beery'a, religious man. of the Cz- 
leſtins. The four: Evangeliſts are myſtically 
repreſented under the Figures of four Animals; 
St. Matthew has, for Emblem 4 Man, St. Mark 
the Lion, St. Luke the Ox,and St.Fohn the. Eagle. 
Theſe -are. the four . Animals that the Prophet 
Ezekiah ſaw in a Viſion, which carried the 
Throng of God.. Feſus Chriſt is called the Liow 
of the Tribe of Juda; Yicit Leo de Tribs Fuda, 
The Papal Scutcheon , which is Gules , 
B 2 CON- 
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conſiſts of a long Cap, of Head-piece, Or, ſur- 
mounted with a Croſs pearled and garniſhed 
with three Royal Crowns, with the two Keys of 
St. Peter placed in Saltter. | 

Boniface the Eighth was the firſt that wore 
the 7iara with a double Crown, and ©rban the 
Fifth made it triple in the form of a Cap, ador» 
ned with a triple circle of Gold, for ſome My- 
ſtery that is contained in it : They call-it the 
Regnum, becauſe it denotes the dignity and pow- 
er of Prieſt and Emperour. The Popes never 
wear it on their heads in doing their Office; it 
may be upon the Altar, but they make uſe of 
Miters : the Tiara ſerves but at the Corona- 
tion of the Pope, and other Solemnities goin 
and returning from the Church. It was typift- 
ed by that of the great Prieſt of the Zebrews, of 
which Joſephus ſays, that it was called Aurea Co- 
rona Pontificis in triplicem fabricata ſeriem. 

No Pope in his Exaltation has dar to take 
the name of Peter, through reſpect to'the firſt 
Vicar of Feſus Chriſt. | 

The ordinary place of Reſidence of the Popes 
is Rome, pleafantly watered with the River 77- 
ber, which divides it into two unequal parts. 

The day of their Coronation, the” Maſter of 
Ceremonies kneeling on the ground, burns'Flax 
in their preſence, and fays to them thrice with 
a loud voice, Pater Sanfte, fic tranfit gloria Mun- 
di: Holy Father, behold the continuance of 
this fire, thus paſſes the glory of this world.” Tt 
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is reported, that ws fay to them alſo in this Ce» 
e | remony, Non videb dies Petri; that is to ſay, 
Peter lived twenty five years, you will not live 
ſolong : Andin reality it is obſerv'd, that fince 
S. Peter noPope has ever paſſed twenty five years 
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lected young or old. Adrian the Firſt, and St. 

Syfveſter the Firſt, Romans, and Zrbax the 

Eighth a Florentine, came neareſt to it. Adrian 

held the Government of the Church twenty 
. | three years, ten months, and ſeventeen days ; 
> | the other two about twenty two years each, and 
then they were fain to leave the World. @r- 
bas the Eighth was of the Noble Family of the 
Barbarins. 

As ſoon as Innocent was rais'd to the ſupreme 
dignity of the Apoſileſhip, he reſolv'd on twenty 
eight Articles of Reformation, which were ſign d 
by all the Cardinals; and he cauſed a Conf1/to- 
rial Bufl to be made of theſe Orders, that the 
Popes his Succeſſors might not ſo eaſily dero- 
gate from them. His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
having been well inform'd from a long time of 
his merit, deſired his Ele&tion, rhough he were 
a natural Subje&t to the Xing of Spain. 

His Holineſs leſſen'd above halt of the Officers 
and Domeſticks belonging to the Houſhold of 
the laſt ſoveraign Paſtors. Being made acquain- 
ted that the Yenetians had made choice of four 
Embaſſadours of Obedience to come and comple- 
ment him according to cuſtom, he ſignified to 
B 3 the 


in his ſoveraign Paſtorſhip, whether he were e-' 
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the Senate that he diſpen&d with their Civility, 
and thankt them for havin admitted his Houſe 
amongſt 'the number of the 'Nobles of Ye. 
nice. | 
He ſent to the Xing of Poland ſums of Mo- 
ney to maintain the War againſt the Turks and 
Tartars, and afliſted that Kingdom with his 
own Purſe even before his Exaltation, and daily 
does ſurprizing and admirable things.” ' It's' a 
truth known at Rome, that BenedicF Odeſcalch; 
during his Cardinalſhip, often threw Purſes of 
Money #» cognito into houſes of perſons in want. 
A Gentleman of Liege having been robb'd, and 
deſiring his aſſiſtance in his "neceſſity, he gave 
him a Bill to receive 4000 Crowns, having firſt 
told him that he had ſeen him ſomewhere.” The 
Gentleman thinking that he ſhould not be paid 
fo great a ſum, preſented him the Bill to know 
whether his Eminency had not miſtaken in wri- 
ting it ; he anſwered him; Tou wi// be readil 
paid it ; and donot divulge what I hqve done, 'T 
wiſh I could do ſomewhat more. 

The 19th of Ofober 1679. his Holineſs held 
a Conſiſtory, where he gave in charge to the Car- 
dinals Barberin, Cibo, Ottoboni, and Albritio, to 
inform themſelves aright of the deſert of per- 
ſons to be raiſe to the Epiſcopal dignity ; and 
exhorted Princes who have the Nomination to 
Prelateſhips, to preſent perſons endowed with 
Paſtoral qualities. [4 1

Rome, at the entrance of his Poxtificate,.in which 


| he gave fifteen days for obtaining it, on condi: 


tion that they ſhould pray to God to grant his 
Perſon all neceſſary aſliſiances for'the well-go- 
vernment of the Zoly Catholick Church ; and 
that they ſhould Leg alſo, that he would in- 
ſpire Chriſtian Princes to live in good peace and 
concord , and what elſe is expreſt in the Bull : 
becauſe at Rome they gain the Jubzle before-it 
be ſent into the States of other Chriſtian Prin- 
ces; Imoogpt the Eleventh ſent the Bull of the 
great Fubile into France, and elſewhere , which 
continued two Months in the Dioceſs of Pars, 


' Which received thefe two Fubziles at the ſame 


time. | 

Clement the Tenth his Predeceſſor granted to 
the faithful three univerſal Jubiles; the firſt 
was at his coming to his Pontificate ; the ſecond 
in favour oi the Polanders, to implore the Di- 
vine Aſſiſtance againſt the Zurks ; rhe third was 
the great Fubile of the Hoiy year, fixt and or- 
dinary , which happens now {rom twenty five 
years to twenty five years. 

he Fourth of January 1677, the Body of 

Innocent the Tenth being taken up in St. Peters 
Church, with the ordinary Ceremonies, and car- 
ried into that of Sz. Agnes. Innocent the Eleventh 
gave order for buiiding him a moſt magnift- 
cent Mavuſolerm. 

The twenty fifth of February of the fame 
B 4 year, 
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year , his Holineſs made an exhortation in the 
Apoſtolick Palace, to all the Curats of the City 
ot Rome , concerning the neceſſity and indif- 
penſable dury of Teaching the People. 
* The Third of March he Bleſt and diſtributed 
the Aſhes, and heard Maſs celebrated by Cardi- 
nal Ladovifio , and the Sermon of one Father 
Theatin. | | 

The Twelfth he Inſtrufted the Preachers to 
preach the Goſpel with ſimplicity*, and withoat 
far-ought Embelliſhments : and in reality, it's 
a vain thing to ſtudy points of Wit Md Flowers 
to adorn that which ſhines enough of it ſelf. 
Good Friday he heard the Sermon of the Paſſi- 
on of the Son of God, which was madeby the 
Father Recanatz, Capuchin. | 
 TheNinth of November his Holineſs cauſed 
the Corn to be feiz'd , whereof ſome particular 
perſons had made Magazines, to ſell it at an 
exceſſive rate, and to make an advantage of the - 
fcarcity wherewith many places of 7taly were 
afflicted : his Holineſs labouring for the com- 
fort of the poor , regulated its price, and di- 
ſtribution after ſuch a manner, that drew put- 
lick Bleſſings upon him.” f 

An. 1 Pf the Ninth of Jane, the Pope made 
a Decree, ſ{triatly forbidding the Prelates' of the 
Congregation of Ririto take orher fees in Canont 
zations than thoſe ſpecified by this Decree ; which 
much mcoerates the Charges that have been u- 
ſually made in theſe Ceremonies. 
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The Ninth of Fuly his Holineſs received, to 
his extream comfort, the news ſent him by the 
Nuncio of Turin , that by the Cares of the- 
Dutcheſs of Savoy, above Four hundred perſons 
in the Valley of Lacern, within her Territories, - 
were brought back into the boſome of the 
Church , and particularly the Miniſter Danas, 
who made his Abjuration in the Cathedrat 
Church, in the preſence of their Highneſs. 

The Fourteenth of Auguſt his Holineſs cauſed 
two Edits to be publiſhr againſt the Luxury of 
Cloaths : Lopen Chriſtian of Sweden began the 
firſt to put them in execution , -the Roman La- 
dies preſently followed her example. 

In the ſame year Commiſſaries were appoin- 
ted by Amocent the Eleventh, to examine ſome 
Bulls ſet forth by his Predeceſſors, concerning 
* ſome Officeand Indulgence , to conſider whe- 
ther theſe Bulls were obſerved according to 
their tenour. 

An. 1679. at the beginning of the year, a 
Decree was paſſed in the Yatican for retrench- 
ing from Cardinals a multiplicity of Places, 
and for beſtowing them on others who had not 
any ; it being not juſt that one ſhould have all, 
and the others nothing. 

The Pope ſome days after appointed Commil- 
faries for examining the Bul/ of Sixtus the 
Fitth, whodetermined the number of Cardinals 
to Seventy ; and the report was,he had ardeſign 
to reduce them to Fifty , in caſe this change 
ba might 
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might be found advantageous to the Church. 
The Council of Conſtance limited them to 
Twenty four. Pope Sixtus the Fourth to Thir- 
ty. Alexander the Sixth to Fifty. Leo the 
Tenth toSixty five. Pzws the Fourth to Seventy 
ſix; and Sixtus the Fifth to the number of Se- 
venty , anſwering to the Seventy Elders given 
to Moſes, for his afliſtants in the Government of 
the Synagogue ; time was,there were but Twelve, 
according to the example of the Apoſtles. 


The Etymologie of the Name Cardinal : his In- 
ſtitution ad his Habit. 


He word Cardinal comes from this, that 
JF the firſt and principal Churches of Rome 
were call'd Ecclefhe Cardinales. St. Auſtin calls 
the principal Donatiſts , Cardinales Donatiſtas. 
The firſt Cardinals were fo calld, becauſe they 
were the firſt and Chief Prieſts of their Churches. 
They were appointed in fo many ſtreets of 
the City of Rome, for taking care uf the poor, 
under Pope Sylveſter. After the death of this 
Prelate, whilſt things were calm in the Church, 
they took upon them the care of the Baptiſm 
and Burial of the Faithful, and always reſerv d 
to themſelves the Juriſdiction they had on the 
Prieſts and Clerks of their Pariſh , when the 
Popes ſent them abroad as Legates. They con» 
tinued in this ſtate till Gregory the Seventh , at 
Which rune ZZevry the Fourth Emperor of Ger- 
many 
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many was excluded from the Elefion of the 
Popes, who were choſen by the Clergy and by 
the People,juſt as Biſhops were. Claudius Vaur 
ſays on this ſubje&t, in his Book Intituled TP 
Court of Rome , that when theſe Prieſts, Card;- 
»als, Curats of Rome, were Conſecrated Biſhops, 
their dignity of Cardixzal became void , as inte- 
riour to the Epiſcopacy. Neverthelels, in ſuc- 
ceſſion of time ſeeing themſelves Biſhops, they 
deſired of ye {#u2c to leave them the Title of 
Cardinals : the honorary Title of Cardinal has 
been given ſince to thoſe that aſſiſt the Pope 
with their Councels in the Government of the 
Church. 

St. Bernard, in a Letter that he writ to-Pope 
Eugenius, calls them Colaterales & Coadjutores 
Pontificis,dle toto orbe Fudicaturos, de toto orbe di- 
* ligendes,conformably to.the words that the Pope 
pronounces at their Creation , . in theſe terms ; 
Maxima dilefiſſmi filii, & Excellentiſimi dig- 
nitate donati, eſtis ad Confilium Apoſtolorum voca. 
ti conſiliarii noſtri, & Conjudices orbis terrarum , 
eritis Succeſſores Apoſtolorum, circa thronum ſede- 
bitss. 

According to the ſame Claudius Vaurus, they 
never wear Yelvet nor Sattin , and are ordina- 
rily cloathed but of two colours, Red and Yis- 
let : they are in Violet during Advent and Lemt, 
trom Septuageſima , except the third Sunday of 
Advent, and the firſt Sunday of Lent, days mixt 
of joy and ſadneſs ; in which they wear the 
colour 
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colour of dry'd Roſes, participating of red and 
violet ; they are alſo in violet every Friday, on 
Vigils , at the four times, and the day of the 
Commemoration of the Dead , and wear no 
robe of ſilk. There is an' exception to this 
Rabrick, becauſc they wear the red colour at 
the four times after Pentecoſte, on all the dou- 
ble Feaſts that fall on Fridays out of Advent 
and Lent, on the Yigl of the Nativity of the 
Son of God, on the Creation and Coronation of 
the Pope, in what ever time it happens ; on the 
Feaſt of St.Peters Chair at Rome , and at other 
ſolemn Feaſts, and on days of publick joy, for 
victories obtained , and the like things. The 
Cardinals that are Monks , wear always the co» 
four of their Order , except the Hat, and the 
Red Cap. | 

We do not comprize the Cardinals Jeſuits 
amongſt the Menks , becauſe they are none. 
Cardinal Bellarmine,the ornament of the Purpu- 
rated Colledge , was habited with Red, as the 
others according to the time that then was;with 
this difference, that he wore the Habit of Jeſuzt 
underneath. _ 
- When a Cardinal is created Pope , he has 
2.4200 Duckets of Revenue every day. 
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The Contmuation of the Aﬀtions of Pope Innocent | 
the Eleventh. 


N the Month of March of the fore faid year, 
1679. he cauſed all the Biſhops of 7taly to 
be writ to, and enjoyn'd them to examine with 
great care all thoſe that preſented themſelves to 
receive Holy Orders , and not to give them but 
to fit perſons , and when the Church had need 
of them. 
- He preſetited Medals of Gold and Sitver,with 
his Pifure on them, to the Captains of the 
Dutch Veſſels that brought Corn to Cvuita- 
Pechia. | | 

According to the ordinary cuſtom , though 
tird, on Holy Thurſday, in the Dukes Hall, he 
performed the Ceremony of waſhing the feet 
of Thirteen poor Forreign Priefts, habited with 
white Cloath ; to each of which his Holineſs 
gave afterwards a Medalof Gold and of Silver, 
and waited on them ſome time at Table. 

The Twenty firſt of Fane, he ſent to his /x- 
ternuncio at Bruſſels, the Sum of 60000 Livres, 
for the ſubſiſtance of the Colledges which the 
Engliſh Catholicks have in Flanders; and ſome- 
time after, 60000 Crowns to be diſtributed to 
the Catholicks of Exgland retired thither. 

An. 1679. the fifteenth of Oftober , the Pope 
viſited the Church dell Anima , of the German ' 
Nation, where he granted a Plenary Indulgence 


_ 
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in form of a Jubile, to pray to God to deliver 
from the Plague the Town of Yienna in Au- 
ftria, and the other Towns of Germany. 

The Seventeenth, the Pope called before him 
the Congregation eſtabliſht by. Clement the 
Eighth, for the Examination of. Biſhops for [ta- 
ly, and there cauſed to be examined the Father 
Gaetano Mirabello Theatin , whom he-nomina- 
ted for the Archbiſhoprick of Amalfi ; Dom Carlo. 
Berlinguter , whom he nominated to the Arch-, 
biſhoprick of .S?.Severin , and ' Dom Franciſco 
Mogale for the Biſhoprick of 7ſo/a :. during 
their Examination ,. they anſwered always on" 
their knees to all the queſtions that were made, 
them by the Cardinals, Prelates, and Divines, 
thar were of the Congregation, and afterwards 
they were precognized in the-firſt Confitory 
for thei due . capacity., In. France, by the 
Concordat betwixt Leo the Tenth, and Francis 
the Firſt , thoſe that ;are' nominated to Biſho- 
pricks are not-examined , becaulT.they are all 
DoQtors or Licentiats in: Divinity, in one cf the

Singularities, and curious and remarkable Aftions 


of ſome Popes. 
S Clement the Firſt inſtituted the Colledge 


1_) of Apoſtolical Protonotaries for writing the 
Lives of Martyrs, and of all the other Saints. 
Claudius, ſurnamed Yaurus , writes, that in his 
time a participant Protonotaries place was ſold 
for 7000 Crowns of Gold, and that it yielded of 
yearly Revenue 3 or 4000 Crowns: that the 
participant Protonotaries, which are in number 
twelve, are ordinarily Maſters of Requeſts for 
both Seals : that they have rank and place in 
the Popes Chappel, are cloathed with Violet, 
wear the Rochet, and the Hat, with the Violet 
Band and Border ; have precedency of Prelates 
which are not conſecrated, are preſent in the 
half publick Conſiſtory, at the Canonization of 
Saints,and other great Actions of the Pope ; have 
power to give the Cap of Dottor, and to create 
Apoſtolical Protonotaries without the Walls of 
Rome. The ſame Claudius Vaurus ſays, that if 
the Apoſtolical Protonotaries are not much e- 
ſteemed in France, it's becauſe they are ſome- 
what idle in performing their Fun&tion ; thou 

haply this idleneſs be not blamable in them, be- 
cauſe there is want of matter for them to exer- 
ciſe themſelves, there being but few Martyrs 
and 
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and Saints at preſent within our Kingdom, that 
oblige the Protonotaries to write their Lives. _ 

Sr. Cletus was the firſt that inſerted in his 
Letters theſe words : Salutem & Benediftionem 
Apoſtolicum. WO2 

St. Anacletus ordained , that Eccleſiaſticks 
ſhould wear their hair ſhort ; and confirmed by 
4 new Decree; that Biſhops ſhould be conſecra- 
ted by three other Biſhops. 7eleſphorus, a Gre- 
cian by Nation, enjoyned the uſe of ſinging at 
Maſs the Canticle of the Angels, Gloria iz ex 
celfis Deo ; and impower'd Prieſts to fay three 
Maſſes on Chriſtmaſs-day.

St. Lucius ordained, that a Biſhop ſhould be 
always accompanied with ſome Prieſt, to the 
end that his preſence ſhould oblige him to lead a 
regular life. 

St. Sylveſter the Firſt, the thirty fourth Pope, 
was the firſt that ere&ted an Altar of Stone ; 
which he conſecrated, and anointed with holy 
Oyl. Before him they were made of Wood, 
and portable, by reaſon of the perſecution that 
the Chriſtians underwent under the Pagan Em- 
perours; which was ſo great, that the thirty 
three firſt Popes ſuffered Martyrdom. He was 
raiſed to the Pontificate in the beginning of the 
Fims 
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Empire ofi Conſtantine the Great, who embracing 
Chinſtianity;: gave. joy and-tranquilliry to the 
Church, anda ſecure Settlement after ſo many 
troubles and' afflictions.. 'This Emperour after 
he was baptized, enlarged; the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, built Churches, made Foundations for en- 
tertaining its Miniſters with ſplendour , and 
freed the Clergie from Taxes : He tranſported 
1 the Seat of hisEmpire;into Zbracza, to the Town

It Fooli, Prafcati , the Villa of Pamphilio, 
Ki theſe of Burgheft, of Farneſi, of Aldo- 
brandini, of Mentaltd, of Ludovifio, of the Duke 
of Florence, of the Prince Paleſtrinz, and of Mat- 
thei, are very famous places of pleaſure., We 


ke there the Gardens adorn'd with rate pic-

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cs, the Lodpings richly furniſhed, the Galle: 
ries and privy Cloſets full of all that is curious 
and ſplendid in Rowe. Mazarini's Palace is-of 
the number of the moſt beautifil ; it belongs at 
preſent'to'the Duke of Nevers. - 

Pope Clement = Tenth _ — the 
Bridge St. Angelo by cauſing to be placed on 
it twelve rem, we of white Marble, admis 
rably well done, and of a height, each oit 
its Pedeſtals : St. Peter and St: Paul ſtand firſt; 
and on each fide of them, at fit diſtances to the 
end, we ice five Angels holding ih their hands 
fone Inſtrument of the Paſſion of our Saviour. 
This Bridge has two fair Galleries with Iron 
Ballifters. The Gate del Populo, formerly cal 
kd Flavius Gate, is at preſent. a Maſter-piece : 
they call it the Gare of the People, becaule of its 
nearnefs to the Monaſtery of St. Mary of the 
People : it is of the invention of Michael Angelo. 
The Town-hall was formerly the Capitol. 

The Caſtle St. Angelo is called by this name, 
becauſe an Angel appeared on the top of it with 
a naked Sword in hus hand, which he put up in 
its ' Scabbard ; ſhewing by that, that God was 
appeasd. This Apparation happened on a day 
that St. Gregory the Great carried in a ſolemn Pro« 
ceflion the Image of the Virgin, at a time when 
the Plague wholly diſpeopld - Rome. . This 
Scourge ceaſed as ſoon as the Ange! had 
ſheathed his Sword. There is to be [cen ſince 
urthat place the Figure of an Ange! in Marble: 
2il The 
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The Emperour Adrian, a great lover of Buil- 
ding, cauſed this Fortreſs to be built ;, which 
was the place where he was buried. Pope 'Sz- 
xtus the V left there five millions of Gold,with a 
Bull defending all Popes, under pain of Excom- 
munication, to alienate them, but in the extre- 
meſt neceſſity, for the defence of the Popes and 
of the City. Pope ©rban the Eighth cauſed 
this Caſtle to be well fortified, placing in it'the 
faireſt pieces of Cannon that are any where to 

be ſeen: there are fix which were given-by: a 

King of England; ſome of them are made of 
many Statues of the falſe Gods melted. The 

Tower in the middle of it is ſo elevated, that it- 
commands all the approaches of the Town. The 

Coridor of the YVatican-Palace,reaching to the Ca- 

ſtle St. Angelo, is very convenient for the retreat = 
of the Popes in times of War, or of Sedition.

The Rota is a famous Tribunal compoſed of 

twelve Auditors of different Natzons, the jurif- 

diction whereof extends it ſelf on beneficiary 


. and profane cauſes. . It's thought they are fo 


called, becauſe they fit in a Circle, and 
roul about the moſt important differences of 
the Chriſtian World. - Their Judgments are cal- 
led Deciftons of the Rota ; and to expreſs well 
their force and authority, it ſuffices to ſay, The 
Rota has thus determined.

I cannot end this Paragraph of the remarka- 
ble Towns of faly, without naming that of 
Melphi in the Kingdom of Naples, which is fa- 
mous for having brought forth F/avio, to whom 
is attributed the invention of the Sea-Compaſs, 
which ſhews Pilots the courſe they ought to 
ſteer, the place whence they come, and that 
whither they are going, and where they are. 
According to the common Opinion,this - Flavio 
of Me/phi invented it the year of our Salvation 
T3c0. [t was called Boufſole,from Buxus or Bur 
xeolus,becauſe thoſe of the Welt put it at firſt in 


a Cale of Box. TheSicur Faxcher,Prelident of 


the PMMint-concern, ſays, that it was called in 
France tor above 400 years, the Marinotte. 
Some perfons,:aver-{peculative, think it may be 
preſumed-to.have been in ufe im the time of the 
Children of Neeh, becauſe they had Iron, and 
the Eoad-ſtone proper to compole .it, and the 
knowledge of the; Mathematicks.  Levinus and 
Pineda4ay, that Solomon's Pilgts made ule of it 
to go to the Iflands.of 7 harfis and. of Qpbir. The 
Seripture notes,. that. Solowon. having - equipt 8 


Fleet on the. Coaſt of the Red: Seq; Hiram King 
et Zyre farnitht him with his Sea-men $kill d in 
the Art of Navigation. - The Greek Poet writes, 
that the Pole was obſerved in Navigation 4n'the 


time 
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time of the Trojan War : And the Latine Poet, 
that men obſerved-the Stars. And thence ſome 
think that this could not be done without - the 
Sea-Compals; not conſidering, that men before 
di& nothing but coaſt about upon the Sea, and 
fail in Roads. 

After having mention'd the Town of Melphi 


,on the account of Flavio, that of Ferrara comes 
into my mind on the occaſion of a great Lover 


of Learning, wiz. Celius Calcagninus a Noble 
Perſon of Ferrara, living Anzo 12 49. it was his 
will to be buried um his Library, which has this 
Inſcription on the door : Iadex tumuli Celit 
Calcagnini, qui ibidem voluit ſepeliri ubi ſemper

He River Po, the 7:ber,7icinus,Doero,Lad: 
do,Rubicon, called now Piſatello ; Menzo, 
Garrigliano,Offrantoin Pciiille, 4ryas, and others. 
The Po is called by the Greeks Eridanus ; it pal- 
ſes at Turin, Cazal, and YValentia near Milan, and 
at other places. This River 15 famous amongſt 
the Poets for the fabulous fall of young Phae- 
ton ; its ſource is in the higheſt Mountain of 
the Alps, called Montviſo ; on'the ſide of Pied 
mont 1t receives thirty Rivers into its Channel, 
and a great many Lakes and Ponds : its courſe 
is from the Weſt to ti e Eaſt. 
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Popes by. birth French-men ; and ſome paſſages 
of their Lzves.

$)iveſter the ſecond of the name, called be- 
fore Gilbert, or Gerbert, born in Aquitain , was 
a Religious man, and Benediine of St. Gerard 
of Aurilac in the Dioceſs of St. Flour, and Tutor 
ro Robert King of France, and to the Emperour 
Othothe Third, who raiied him to the ſoveraign 
Pontificate : He was firſt Archbiſhop of Rheims, 
and then of Ravenna, and laſtly Pope ; which 
gave occaſion tor this Verſe to be made on him : 


Scandit ab R. Gerbertus in R. foſe Papa Regens 
eff. 


He was a great Mathematician, which cauſed 
his Enemies to accuſe him of Magick. He 
was falſcly charg'd for having in his Cloſet a 
Head of Braſs, by which the Devil anſwered 
what he askt. He died the 12th day of May, 
1003. Pope Sergjius, his Succeſlour, writ his 
Epitaph, which is yet to be ſeen, and ſhews that 
he lived and died a holy man. Ur- 
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©rban the ſecond of the name was born at 


 Chaſtillon on Marne, Son of Milon. He was 


called before his Exaltation, Cardinal Ozho Bt- 
ſhop of Oftia. He excommunicated the Dio- 
cels of CompoſteÞa for having put their Biſhop in 
priſon ; and governed the Ship of St. Peter e- 
leven years, For months, and eighteen days : 
ſome ſay eleven years and a halt. He called 
into his Council St. Bruxo, Founder of the Or- 
der of the Charthuftans. He called the Council 
of Clairmont in Auvergne, where he made the 
Enterprize of the holy War ſucceed ; which he 
called the Croizade, becauſe thoſe that liſted 
themſelves were all croſſed, wearing a Croſs 
ſewnon their Habits. Hedied Az. 1110. 

Calixtus the Second was named Guy ; others 
ſay, Gzigue : He was a Burgundian; Uncle to 
Adelais Quueen of France, and near Couſin to 
the Emperour Hexry, He was Archbiſhop of 
Viene in Daulphixe. 

Swger Abbot of St. Dennis, ſays, that the night 
before his Election, he ſaw, as a Prognoſtick of 
his future Ele&ion, a great Perſon that gave 


him the Moon to keep under his Archiepiſcc- 


pal Cope, fearing leſt the Church might incur 
ſome danger by the death of Pope Gelafrus. 
He ſoon found the truth of this Viſion, feeing 
himſelf ſoveraign- Pontife. His Ele&tion was 
made whilſt he was in the Abbey of Clagny. 
An Anti-pope appeared at that time in Jraty, 
called Boardin, who was taken notwithſtanding 
D 3 his 
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his intrenching and fortifying himſelf : the Soul- 
diers that took him mounted od him on an old Cae 
mel, and walkt him about the Streets publick- 
ly in derifion, with his face turnd' towards the 
Tail, which they made him -hald as a Bridle ; 
and afterwards he was confined to a perpetual 
impriſonment. Calixtus atlembled a Council 
at Rheims, poſleſt the Holy See about fix years, 
died the 19th of December 1124. In the time 
of his Pontificate St. Norbert founded his Or- 
der called Premonſtratenfis, from the place 
where he retired himſelf, which is in the Diocels 
of Laon. 

Trban the Second, of the Town of Troy in 
Champagne, was the Son cf a Cobler, and cal- 
led James Pax:aleon ; he recompenſed the de- 
faults of his birth by the eminency of his Learn- 
ing and Vertue. After having been Canon and 
Archdeacon of Laon, and afterwards of Liege, he 
was made Biſhop of FYerdun ; from Biſhop he 
became Patriark of Hieruſalem, from Patriark 
 Legate in divers places, and then afterward 
Pope. The Prophetick Motto was, Hieruſalew 
Campanig. Wi hen any one reproached him with 
-the lowneſs and obſcureneſs of his Birth, he an- 
twered, That the Nobility which is acquired by 

rae gifts of the Underſtanding, 1s more valua- 
ble than tht which comes from Birth alone, 
and that it confiits in Vertae. Thoſethat are 
born Noble, may fay to their advantage, and 
Wi th truth, that Telus Chriſt was a Gentleman, 
and 
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and the holy Virgin a Gentlewoman. It is very 
true, when Nobleneſs of Bloud is joyned with 
that of Vertue, it is Perfection. Superiours of 
an ignoble Birth may object, that St. Peter who 
had the government ot the Church, was no 
Gentleman. This Prelate after three years of 
the Pontificate, lett this mortal life the laft day 
of September ; and according to Onuphrius, the 
ſecond day of October 126.4. 

Clement the Fourth, called before Guy Fou- 
caut, according to du Cheſne, was Native of the 
Town St. Gilles in Languedoc; and according 
to Father Gautruche a Feſuit, of a Village near 
Narbome. He was Biſhop of Puy, Archbiſhop 
of Narbonne, and Cardinal by the Title of 
St. Sabine , and Legate in England : St. Lois 
made him Counſeilor of State, becauſe he was 
greatly skilled in the Laws. Some think that 
he was elefted Pope the 5th or x 1th of February 
1265. He crowned at Rome, Charles of Anjou 
King of Naples and of Sicily, with the ordinary 
Ceremonies, in St. Fohx Lateran's. He had in 
his Arms an Eagle holding a Dragon in his 7a- 
lons. His Prophetick Motto was, Draco depreſſus. 
He died the 29th of November 1268. atter three 
years and a half teing Pope. 

Martin the Fourth, formerly Simon de Brie, 
was Native of Mont-pince, or of the Village de 
Suci. He founded the Chapter of Champeaux, 
which is in the Dioceſs of Paris. He was Trea- 
ſurer and Canon of St. Martins of Towrs, and 
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Cardinal by the Title of St. Cecil ; was elefted 
Pope the 22th of February 1282. Under his 
Pontificate, the year of his Election, the French 
had their Throats cut throughout all Szcy. 
This Maſſacre was called the Szci/zan Yeſperas, 
becauſe it was commurted at the hour of Yeſpe- 
ras on an Eaſter-day: O cruel Yeſperas Peter 
of Arragon having an Army on foot under pre- 
text of going into the Holy Land , uſurpt the 
Country at the follicitation and deteſtable en- 
terprize of a young /talian Gentleman, a iworn 
Enemy to the French. The Pope ſtruck with 
a mortal grief, excommunicated the Sicilzans 
and thoſe of Arragon for their Attempt and 
black Treaſon. This Prelate created many 
Cardinals , amongſt others the Dean of the 
Church of Noſtre Dame at Paris, called Geofry de 
Barbo a Burgundian. The Prophetick fayin 
cn this Pope was, Ex Telonio Liliacei, becaule 
he was Treaſurer of St. Martins of Tours : others 
ſay, Liliacei Martini, telieving that this Church 
vas adjudged the midſtand tl centre of France, 
the Kmgdom of Flower-de-luces. God took 
him out of this World at Peruſe the 28th or 
29th day of March 1285. Two Miracles hap- 
pened at his Burial. 

Clement the Fifth, born at Bourdeaux, had for 
his Father Beraud Chevalier, Lord of Yillaw- 
drault. Betore his Exaltation he was called 
Bertrand Gout de Gutto. He had in his Arms 
three Bars Gules in a Field Or; the Prophecie 

was, 
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was, de Feſtis Aquitanicis. The Cardinals con” 
tinued ten months in the Conclave for the crea- 
tion of this Prelate, before Biſhop of Cominges, 
then Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux ; whereot he 
performed the FunCtion even till they had 
brought him the Decree of his Election, with 
the Letters of the whole Colledge. He took 
ſolemnly poſſeſſion of the Apoſtolical Chair at 
Bourdeaux in the Cathedral-Church of St. Am- 
drews ; cauſed himſelf to be crowned at Lyors; 
the greateſt part of rhe Cardina/s rendered them- 
ſelves there purſuant to his Orders ; the Xings 
of France, of England, and of Arragon, aſſiſted 
at this Ceremony. The Jtalian Cardinals 
thinking to lead him to Rome, he transferred the 
Holy Seq to Avignon, where it continued ſeventy 
years, or ſeventy two, from Clement to Gregory 
the Eleventh, who re-eſtabliſhed it at Rome, 
Amno 1375. At his firſt promotion of Cardi- 
nals,he created ten,all French-men ; In the third, 
he made Cardinal William de Maudagout Arch- 
biſhop of Embrun, who was born at Sevenes a- 
bove the Town Yigavs. The Caſtle of Mauda- 
gout is at preſent Proteſtant, and encompaſſed 
with Cheſnut-trees. /{His Arms are yet to be ſeen 
over the great Gate. Clement built the Caſtles 
of Pilla aule Budos, and la Brede. He £0 
verned the Church eight years, ten months, and 
ſome days ; died Amne x 314- in the Caſtile of 
Roguemaure \cituated on the Rhone , in the Di& 
cels of Avignon , and not of Niſmes, gs ſome 
ee edn perſons 
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perſons have faid. His Body repoſes in-Gwyenne, * 
in the Church of the Canons of+Z/zefte, where- 
of this Prelate was, the Founder. 

See here a remarkable thing related by 4»- 
drew de Cheſne, in the Life of the Popes. Cle- 
ment, whilit he was yet Archbiſhop of Bourde- 
aux, having depoſed Gautier de Bruge. Cordelier 
Biſhop of Poitiers , Gautier 1n the bitterneſs of 
ſpirit, appeal'd to the furure Council , and cau- 
{cd a promiſe to be made him , that at the Ar- 
ticle of his death, his Appeal ſhould be put into 
his hands; which was executed : his Body was 
carryed into the Cordeliers Church, where ſome 
Miracles have ſince been wrought. Clement 
coming to Poitiers, and knowing that Gautier 
had carried his Appeal with him , cauied his 
Tomb to be opened totake it away ; for this 
intent , he made an Archdeacon cnter into it at 
Midnight, who found the Appeal in the hands 
of the defunit ; which he could not poſſibly 
take from him, till he had firſt ſworn to reſtore 
it him , with the conſent of him that had De- 
poſed him. This being done, Gautier open'd 
his hands,and theArchdeacon taking theAppeal, 
gaveit the Pope ; but endeavouring to go forth 
of the Sepulchre, he found he could not ſtir,and 
faid there was ſomewhat which withheld him, 
till he had returned the Appeal into the hands 
of the Biſhop deceas'd : then he came forth with 
&ſe; and the Pope gonceiving a reſpect for the 
dead , honoured from thencetorwards his me- 

mory, 
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mory, and enricht his Zomb. Gautier was de- 
posd,becauſe herwas more inclined for the Arch- 
biſhop of Bowrges, than for him of Bowrdeaux, 
who conteſted tor the Primacy of Aquitain. Cle- 
ment revok'd two Decrees of Boniface paſled a- 
gainſtFraxce:under him there riſea great diſtur- 
bance betwixt the Vatican & the Lowvre. Boniface 
was fo animated againſt the G:belins, and thoſe 
of their Party , that he ſhew'd it openly in the 
perſon of the Archbiſhop of Gexoa, on an Aſþ- 
wedneſday. Under the faid Clement the Fifth,the 
Errours of the Begwines and Begards, or Begandy 
of Germany were condemned; and it is trom 
thence that the word Bzgot comes: theſe Here- 
ticks, under the Mask of Religion , with a fe- 
rious and hypocritical countenance , play the 
ood companions. Clement the Fifth removing 


The Holy Sea to Avignon,tranſported thither the 


the Yatican Library;and Martin the Fifth cauſed 
1tto be carried back to the Yatican , where it 


- has continued ſince. 


Fohn the Twenty firſt or Twenty ſecond , of 
the Town of Cahors in Quercy , Son of Arnaud 


I Euſa, or Doſſa, a Cobler,was call'd Fames. The 


Propheſic was, De ſutore Oſſeoe. Du Cheſne fays, 
that the Holy Seq having been vacant two years 


and ſome days , and that the Cardinals not a- 


ing in the Creation of a Pope, they all con- 
_ to accept and receive him whom Fames 
d'Euſa Cardinal, Biſhop of Port, ſhould nomi- 
nate ; which James ſeeingzhe nam'd himſelf ;and 
Z |  _ 
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the Nomination was approved and confirmed 
by the Cardinals , fearing leſt they might have 
another that would le's piraſe them. Father 
Gauiruche tays this is a Favle, and that the Car- 
dinals did not remit themſelves to his judge- 
ment, tochooſe whom he thought fit, and that 
he did not name himſelf. It's a thing well 
known, that by the way of Scrutinyand of Ac- 
cels , it is deſcended under pain of Nullity of 
Ele&tion tochooſe a Mans ſelt.The way of Scru- 
tiny and of Acceſs both together, 1s the moſt 
pradtiſed ; that of Inſpiration and of Compro- 
miſe , are but rare, and little us'd : we call the 
way of Inſpiration. when all the Cardinals free. 
ly concur to acknowledge and proclaim unani- 
mouſly one perſon for Pope. "The way of Con 
promiſe is, when the Cardinals either ag entrance 
1nco the Conclave, or tird with the length of it, 
1eecr themſelves to one or to many amongſt 
tiem, to whom they give the power in a 
name of all , to give a common Father to Chri- 
ſtianity. None of the Compromiſaries can give 
his voice for himſelf, but his Eleftion will be 
void. Thete three ways of EleCtion contain 
many ci-*imitances and conditions. YFohx was 
Bithop 0: Frejus,and ſome time afterwardsArch- 
biſhop of Avignon. Pope Clement the Fifth 
made him Cardiral. He made many good 
Foundations in the place of his Birth, amon 
others he founded ci Zniverfity, the Houle of 
Carthuſcans , and built a Bridge , with a lofty 
| Tower 
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Tower at one end of it, on the River Lot, on 
the ſide of the Capuchirs. It is he that intro- 
duced into the Church the cuſtom of ringing 
thrice each day the Angelical Salutation. He 
believ'd for ſome time, that the Souls of the 
dead did not enjoy the Yin. of God till after 
the General Judgment. He made no Decree, 
and retracted this Errour. © Lows de Bavieres 
going to make himſelf Emperour againſt the 
torms, and in contempt of the Holy Sea ,. raiſed 
him an Axtipope, an Apoſtate of his Order, call'd 
Peter de Corbare. A Prelate has ſtyled him 
the ſtinking Crow , which had no place in the 
Ark. The Emperour after having received 
from his hands the Imperial Crown, being con- 
ſtrained to quit /faly, and to retire himſelf into 
Germany, left this Ghoſt of a Pope to the. mer- 
cy of the Guelphs, who carryed him to Avignon, 
where he ended his days in Priſon. Pope Jobs 
the Twenty ſecond raisd in Fraxce and elſe- 
where, Abbeys and Biſhopricks into Archbiſho- 
pricks. He divided the Dioceſe of 7oloyſe into 
ſix, that of Poztiers into three, viz. that of Pot- 
tiers, of Mailezais, and of Lacon. The Sea of 
Mailezass is at preſent at Roche/e, ſince its red- 
dition. According to d# Cheſxe, this Prelate 
held the Government of the Church eighteen 
years, three months, and twenty days; and ac- 
cording to Father Gaztruche , ten years and a 
half : he dyed the third of December, An.1 3 34. 
being go years of age. He leit after his deceaſe 
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25 Millions, to make War againſt the Zafidels 
in the Holy Land. There have been more 
Popes of this name, than of any other ; they 
count twenty three. You muſt obſerve, that 
the Pretenders to Religion endeavour to render 
ridiculous the Conſtitutions which Fohn the 
twenty ſecond made and compiled, becauſe he 
entitaled them Extravagants; not conſidering 
that they were fo called, becauſe they were not 
included in the body of thoſe of Clement, which 
he publiſht together. 

Renedif the Eleventh, ſome fay. Twelfth, 
Native of Saverdun in the County of Fois, in 
the Dioceſs of 'Pamzers, Son of a Joyner, was cal- 
led before Fames ds Four, otherwiſe ſurnamed 
Novell, of the Order of the Ciſtertians, was Abs 
bot of Fontfroide : "The Prophecy was Frigidus 
Abbgs. He was Biſhop of Pamiers. _ Fobs the 
Twenty ſecond made him Cardinal. For ſome 
rune they called bim the white Cardinal, becauſe 
of the colour! of: his ancient Religious Habit. 
When his Exaltation was 'f1gnified to him, .he 
laid through humility, they had made choice of 
an Aſs ( though he was very learhed, and Do» 
for of Divintty-in the faculty of Parzs ) be- 
cauſe he feared that he knew not well how to 
govern. He didot faffer himſelf to be led by 
his Relations in the diſtribution of his Favours. 
When his Niece was to be married, he gave her 
a Portion but anſwerable to her condition. He 
founded the Church and Colledge of the Bers 


nardins 
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nardins in Paris. He held the Holy See ſeven 
years and three months, and died with a very 
good fame, Ano 1342. 

Clement the Sixth of Malmont in Limofin, was 
called Peter Roger or Rofier, of the Houſe of 
Beaufort. He took occaſion to bear Roſes in 
his Axms, for having been baprized in the Pariſh 
de Rofiers. He was Biſhop of Arras. The Pro- 
phecy was, de Roſa Attrebatenſi. He was alſo 
Archbiſhop of Sexs, and then of Rozen ; and 
Cardinal ſub titulo SS. Nerei & Achillei, He 
was choſen Head of the Church the 5th of 
May, 1343. He made Cardinal Bernard de la 
Tour of Auvergne in the Diocels of Clermont. 
He remembred that-having been. ill uſed in the 
Woods of Randan in Auvergne, 1n the Diocels of 
Clermont, by Robbers who ſtript him ( being 
at that time a Scholar, and returning from his 
Studies at the Univerſity of Pars) he was 
charitably aſſiſted by Stephes Aldebrand, Pryor 
and Curate of 7huret, a Religious man of the 
Order of St. Beneaz, of the Abbey of St. Al- 
lire; near Clermont ; who received him at his 
houſe, and gave him a ſuit of Cloaths, and Mo- 
ney to condutt him to. the Abbey de la Chaize- 
Dieu, whereof he was a profeſt Religious man. 
Peter Roger giving thanks to his BenetaCtor, and 
laying Ik When ſhould he be able to ac« 
quit himſelf of the Obligation he had to him, 
he prophetically anſwered him, It ſhall be when 


you come to be Pope. He no ſooner was entered 
into 
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into the Apoſtolical Chair, but he ſent for him : 
as ſoon as he ſaw him,he created him one of the 
firſt Officers of his Court, and ſome time after 
Archbiſhop of Tolouſe, and afterwards Cardinal. 
He was called Cardinalis de Thureto. The ad- 
venture of Peter Rofier fallen into the hands of 
Robbers , with the good reception and enter- 
tainrment that he found in the Monaſtery of 
Thuret, is taken from the Archives of the Ab- 
bey of St. Aire, by the Father Yialard, who is 
there a Religious man, and who has alſo been 
Pryor and Curate of 7Þuret. Meſſire Claudius 
de Broiez, Pryor and Lord of Dorcet, former- 
ly firſt Preſident in the General Eleftion of /a 
Baſſe Auvergne at Clermont, furniſht me with 
this Memoire and Extra&t. In the Abbey of St. 
Allire,they fay Peter Rofier,and not Roger,though 
the Regiſter in Latine fays Rogerius. Clement 
the Sixth paſſed from this mortal life to the im- 
mortal,the 6th of December 1 3 51. Three Car- 
dinals of his neareſt Relations cauſed his body 
to be carried to the Abbey de /a Chaize-Dien, 
according to his laſt Will and Teſtament. Ir is 
held by Tradition, that this Pope in his youth

Four Popes have iſſued from the Houſe of 
Medecis ; Steven the Tenth, Leo the Tenth, Cle- 
ment the Seventh, and Leo the Eleventh : two 
Empreſſes, and two Princeſles who have been 
Queens of Fraxte ; to wit, XFatherine de Mede- 
cis, married to Henry the Second, Mother of 
three Kings; Mary de Medecs, Spouſe of Fex- 
ry the Fourth, called the Great.

Ceſarem. Others believe that this Anſwer was 
given by Charles the Fifth, when he was ſpoken 
to concerning the reſtitution of the Town of 
Milain to Duke Ludovick Sforce, who had depo- 
ſited it in his hands.

Antonius, Andrew Reſendius, Gretferus, Me- 
rula, Rabbi Benjamin, Count de Brinne, eter de 
la Vallee a Roman Gentleman, John Baptiſta de 
Rocole, and others, have made 7tineraries. 

_ Some Aſtrologers ſpeaking of Leagues, have 
taken occaſion to fay, that the Sun goes in an 
hour 290921 leagues of the greateſt of France. 
According to this computation, he muſt go as 
quick or {wifter than an Arrow out of a Bow, 
or as a Bullet ſhot out of a Musket, by reaſon 
of the greatneſs of the way he paſſes day and 


night, 
ne On 
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On this ground it has been aſſerted, that 
in caſea Carrier could go poſt from the Earth 
to Heaven, he would not reach to the Starry 
Heaven in 1 300 years, if he went not more than 
16 or 17 German leagues each day. 

Hefiod fays in his Theogonia, that it would 
require nine days and nine nights for an Anvil 
of Iron to fall from the Heaven of the Moon to 
the Earth, and that it would arrive on it the 
tenth. Let us leave the conſideration of theſe 
matters to Aſtrologers.

that in France , inſtead of crying Yoe le Roy, 
they cryed Noel, Noel ; that is, as though they- 
faid Hoſamna , which ſignifies Salus & Glorix: 
Bleſſed be him that comes in- the Name of the 
Lord. It's to the Kings of Fraxce'that Heaven 
ſent the Holy Yial for their Confecration, in the 
perſon of Clovis : An ancient Poet made theſe

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It is thoſe who have the power and vertue of 
curing the Xings Evil , by the touch of their 
Royal hands, and making the ſign of the Croſs 
on the Patient, and ſaying, The King touches,and 
God cures. How redoubtable to Infidels has 
been the Royal Standart, or Banner, which ſome 
think to have been ſeat from Heaven to Clows / 
ſhall fay no more ; the ſplendour of the Maje- 
ſty of Lows the Great dazles me : I have not 
the Eyes of an Eagle to look fixtly on the Sun.

The Dolphin of France, and his Marriage. 


His Prince came into the world the firſt 

day of November, 1661. The King has 
enlightned the ſteps of his youth, and has given 
hima meet Education , and inſpired into him, 
that he muſt never be Abſolute but in Reaſon 
and Juſtice. Theſe are the firm -Pillars of a 
State. His Majeſty conſidering that-it is to in-

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by the incomparable Condutt of the Illuſtrious 
Perſons who have governed and inſtrudted him. 
This Prince in his Orient is the admiration of 
the whole Dourt, of Ambaſiadors and of For- 
reign M:nifters ; and will be oneday the Model 
of the greateſt Heroes. We fee this Divine 
Plant to grow and riſe it ſelf every day to the 
adrniration and glory of France , and of the 
Church. Anno 1668, Pope Clement the Ninth 
ſent into France Prince Lois, Cardinal Deacon, 
Dake of Yezd0me, Legat a Latere, to Loiiis the 
Fourteenth, tor the Solemnity and Ceremony of 
the Baptiſm of Monfireur le Dauphin.

The Louvre. 


HILLIP Auguſt ended the Building of 

the Lowvre, An.1214. This Palace being 
the firſt of the Kingdom, and as a Maſter-piece, 
ſome Authors think that this Monarch called it 
le Lowvre, as though he would fay.ſOexvre, (the 
Work) by Excellency : others think ir fo called, 
trom a ſtreet called Lapura,or Lupara, in which 
it is thought to be built. Lois the Fourteenth 
putting the laft hand to it, has ſo enlarged it, 
that it is capable of receiving three Kings. A 
Learned and excellent Wit of our time,has made 
tlus Iafcription for the Lowere, which compre- 
heads and exprefies the greatneſs of the Build: 
ing, the greatneſs of the perſon, and of the 
Natne of King Lowis le Grand, and the expl- 
cation 
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cation of his Deviſe or Motto , Nec plaribus 
Impar, in theſe terms.

The ſame Inſcription in Engliſh. 
This Flowſe though great the Perſon whoſe Command

It's in the Lowvre where Learning has been 
ſtript of the groſs Bark of the School ; it's there 
where the Muſes are habited a-/a-mede , and 
where they are given the fine rurn of Polite- 
neſs, by the means of the French Academy in- 
ſtiruted by Cardinal Richlien, An. 1635. for the 
pureneſs and perfection of the French Tongue. 
Of late, ſome Towns bf this Kingdom have e- 
rected Academies tor this purpoſe ; as Arles, 
Saiſſans, and others. We ſhall here obſerve,that 
in France, inthe time of the faid Cardinal, 
the Gazette , which according to the term de 
Gaza, ſignifies a heap of divers things, began 
An. 1631. and that the firſt Gazetzzer, called 
Theophraſt Revaudot, Phyſician of the faculty of 
Montpellier dedicated it to Lows the Thirteenth. 
I aw it in the Library of Colledge Maza- 
rin; ſucceeded the Frexch Mercurygts dates and 
Chronologies were in the Margin.

He Tuilleries are call'd by this name, be- 

cauſe in this place formerly there was a 
Tuillerie , or place to make Tiles. Queen Ca 
therine de Medices cauſed this building to be be- 
gan in the Month of May of the year 1564. 
Loiiis the Fourteenth has compleated it, and 
rendred it Auguſt : this Prince has planted in 
the Garden Sycomers and Indian Maroniers, 
and other beautiful Trees ; he has made Knots 
and Beds, with all ſorts of Flowers, large Allies 
little Wildernefſes , great Ceſterns, with their 
Fet d Eaux and Terraſles, and has placed excel- 
lent Statues in it : that of 7zze, which devours 


its Children, is very remarkable. We ſee Dza- 
naof Epheſus in one of the four Chambers of 
the ancient Pieces of the Lowvre. 


Fontainbleau. 


He number of excellent Fountains , and 

reat -ſtreams of water, have given to 

this place the name it bears. The Inhabitants 
think that the name Fortainbleau comes from 
a Fountain of fair water that 1s tobe feen there 
at thisday. In the Palace we find four of them, 
and as many Gardens : its Chambers are very 
rich, ard its Galeries very beautiful : 'in one of 
them are repreſented-in excellent Painting, the 
| ..., . Fights 
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Fights and Viftories' of ſome Kings of France. 
We ſee in another the Antiquities, the Garden- 
Knots, the Grotto's , the Water-falls , the fine 
Walks, the great Mail, the Meadows and the 
Groves that render this place famous : we ſee 
the Hermitage of Sz.Lo# on a little knap in 
the midſt ot the way of the Foreſt, which is 
very large, and very full of all kind of Deer. 
FJoitin de Rochefort has excellently particulariz'd 


this Royal Houle. 
Verſailles. 


_ is nothing moreagreeable, nothing 
more ſumptuous nor magnificent than 


the Palace of Yerſartles. Silk, Gold , Silver, 
Pearlsand Pretious Stones , Paintings and Ta- 
peſtry enrich it; and yet infinitely more the 
preſence of the Maſter. Its Gardens are vaſt 
and charming, 'and the water falls the fineſt that 
may beſeen. How'admirable is the great Park, 
with the great Channel, which is thirty two fa- 
thoms wide,6& nine hundred in length! the two 
Horſes that ſtand at its entrance in a fierce po- 
{ture, as thoſe of Montecavallo in Rome , draw 
on them the fixt eyes of the Paſſengers. The Y7- 
varium contains all forts of wild Animals. By 
the rule conveniunt rebus nomina {ape ſuis , Ver- 
failles deſerves to be called by this name , be- 
cauſe his Majeſty pours there ordinarily his 
Favours and Bleſſings in a profuſe manner on 

H 3 thoſe 
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thoſe who have the honour to be known' to 
him. This place is anorher Terreſtrial Para- 
dife for dehghts. I think | give it its Elogy in 
faying, It's the work of Loxs the Fourteenth, 
worthy of its Author; fo I ſay all. The fa- 
mous Painter A4pelles being to repreſent the 
greatnefs of a Giant , and confidering that he 
could not include ſogreat a Body in fo ſmall a 
ſpace ; he bethought himſelf to repreſent. oply 
the Thumb, with this Inſcription at the bottam 
of the Picture, Ex ungue Leonem, The Lyon is 
known by his Claw : that isto ſay , from the 
proportion of this Thumb,the greatneſs of the 
reſt of the Body might be known. A Greek 
Orator thought he had madea full Panegyrick 
on Philip King of Macedon, by ſaying that he 
was Father of Alexander : Cum te patrem Alex- 
andri dixi, totum dixi. 1 judge alſo that the 
Elogy of Yerſailles is compleat , after having 
faid , that it is the Work of our preſent King, 
becaute this word in expreſlion drains and con- 
ſummates all its praiſes. Now datzr a/tra. The 
Amtaſladors of Forreign Princes admiring this 
Houſe of Picafure, fay that it belongs but to a 
King of Fraxce to make the like. I do not 
particularize it, becauſe we fee on this fubjeft a 
large Book , which gives the entire deſcription 
of it.

LL the Towns of the Kingdom govern 
themſelves according to the motion of 
that of Pars, which they look on as the Pri- 
mum Mobile , and as the Capital. It is Royal, . 
Sacerdotal, and the ſeat of the Prophets , and 
one of the greateſt and moſt famous of all Chri- 
ſtendom. They count in this famous City, a 
Million and a half of perſons : the pleaſant 
River Sei paſles through the midſt of it , and 
wrelts itfelf in and out at parting from it, as 
though it were unwilling to leare it : and to 
render it yet more agreeable, the River Ourgaes 
is brought to it, to ſupply the Trenches on 
the ſide'of Montmartre ,, by the cares of Sieur 
de Manſe', Freaſurer-General of the Royal 
Hunting and Hawking, | Saint Denis Conſecra- 
ted there: the Churches of Sz. Steven of the 
Greeks, that of Noſtre Dame des Champs , and 
that of. $f. Bexnet of the Univerſity,, which 
was called before of the 7rinity : thofe of Sz.De- 
xs, of Charters, and of StSymphorien, are very 
anctent. 
 Phillipthe Second , called Auguſt , made an 
end of Building the great and itately Temple 
of Noſtre Dame, about the year 1200. Its 
Structure is admirable ; this Cathedral Church 
contains ſixty ſix farhom in length, twenty 
tour in breadth, and ſeventeen in heighth ; one 
| H 4 hundred 


hundred and twenty Pillars, forty five Chap- 
pels, a great many doors ; over the three chief 
there are twenty eight Statues of Kings of 
France,& of the holy Myſteries of 'ourReligion, 
which excites the Piety-of the faithful. There 
are three hundredeighty nine ſteps tothe place 
where the Bells are ; tlie Towers are thirty four 
fathom in heighth above'the Earth: This place 
is lookt upon as the loweſt of Paris ::;the Office 
i5 there celebrated after'a Divine manner ; Mi- 
racles are there wrought.; Matins are ſung at 
Midnight : ſix of 1ts Canons have been Popes ; 
to wit,Gregory the Ninth, Adrian the Fifth, Bo- 
niface the Eighth; Innocent the Sixth; Gregory the 
Eleventh, and Clement the Seaventh : "fifteen or 
ſixteen Canons of the ſame Church have been 
Cardinals. Abbot Parfait the ancienteſt Canon 
of this Church, has eormpoſed a fine Buok, con- 
taining the number of Popes , ' Cardinals ,” Bi- 
ſhops, and Archbiſhops-that this Metropolis has 
afforded, and other" fingularities ſince Sz. De- 
»is, to Mefſſire Francis de Harlay. de Chan- 
valon, The late Dean, Meſlire Fobn de Contes, 
Counſellor of State inordinary , conſummated 
in the practice of the Church, has often gover- 
ned this Dioceſs to the fatisfattion of. all men. 
He dyed full of years, the fourth of Faly, 1679. 
His moſt worthy Nephew, Abbot Mony , who 
walks in his ſteps, ſucceeded him as Heir to his 
Vertues : his Atﬀtions ' are accompanied with 
{weetneſs , prudence , gravity , and modeſty. 

His 
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His Brother Abbot Bongzeret , Canon in the 
fame Church , is very learned in the Science of 
the Canon-Law. This Chapter is a Nurſery of 
Biſhops. 

: This City contains Eleven Chapters, a great 
number of very fair Pariſhes , whereof tome 
are equal to good Biſhopricks ; above ſixty 
Colledges : it was once propos'd to have them 
reduced to fix, becauſe many of them are one= 
eyd, fo call'd, becauſe there is nothing done in 
them,as in many other Kingdoms. 

This Town contains alſo an infinite number 
of Religious Houſes, excellent Fountains, Aque- 
duQs, many Bridges, among(t which Pont-neuf, 
which is all of ſtone, 1 es all the reſt. We 
ſee in the: midſt of it a Monarch, who was in 
three rang'd Battles which he gain'd , in thirty 
three Rencounters, in an hundred and forty 
fights, and in three hundred Sieges of ſeveral 
places;it's Henry the 4th,excellently repreſented 
ona Horſe of caſt Copper, and at the end of it 
the Clock of the fair Fountain of the Samaritan; 
and Loxis the 1 hirteenth , on another Horſe of 
caſt Copper, with excellent Deviſes on the Pe» 
deſtal; in the midſt of the Place Royal,which is 
one of its ornaments , with the Queens Tour. 
The Place Royal was begun to be built, Anno 
1604. It's there where Coaches go the Tour, 
where they run the Ring, and uſe other publick 
Divertiſements. The new #76zel Royal of difa- 
bled men , called otherwiſe the Z6rel! of Mars, 

as 
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as large as a Town, built for the place of reſi- 
dence and entertainment of Souldiers that are 
tamed and diſmembred in the Army , for 'the 
ſervice of the State, is a Monument of the ac- 
knowledgment and gratitude of Lews the 
Fourteenth, and a fubject of the great care that 
the Marqueſs 4e Lowvois has taken for the per- 
feQtion of this Work. The Fort of the Obſerva- 
zory for Aftronomers is worthy conſideration. 

Before that part of S?.Germains , formerly 
called le Fauxbourg St.Germain des Prez , and 
others were taken into the Town, there were 
counted twenty four doors: . that of Saint” Ar- 
thoxy is Royal, the figure of the King on Horle- 
back is over the Trumphal Arch. © The hte 
Abbot de Bourzaix thought that the Deviſes of 
this grea: Monument raifed in the honour of 
Lois le Grand , ſhould have been Latine ; al. 
lexdging,thar the Latine Tongue is the Tongue 
of Rekaion, the mg} Altar, and of 
tie Hoty Ghoſt, and many other reaſons. The 
Sieur Charpentier of the French Academy ta- 
king another way , maintains that they ought 
tobe in our Tongue,in his Book intituled , De- 
fenſe de Ia Langxe Francoiſe pour inſcription de 
Parc de Triumphe, 

The fame Town of Paris is honoured with 
the firſt Parliament of the Kingdom : it is the 
Court of the Peers where our Kings have their 
Throne of Juſtice. | 

F: has alfo a very 2ncient Univerſity, known 

through- 
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throughout the Earth for being very Learn- 
ed, and for making others ſo; þy mw 
founded it, An. 791. 

We take always the ReQtor of the Faculty of 
Arts according to his ancient flanding. The 
Faculty of Divinity is compoſed of two pub., 
lick Schools ; of that of Sorbone, and that of 
Navarre : the Sieurs Martin Grandin, Guillaume 
de Þ Eftocque, Gui Bouſt, Jacques de Perrier, Ed- 
me Pirot, and Michael Antoine Vincent, teach in 
the Colledge of Sorbowne. Maſter Martin Gran- 
din has dittated Divinity for theſe forty years. 


It may be faid of him, Sczvit & in mundo, Sci- 


bile quicquid erat. The Sieurs Pierre Guiſchard, 
Jean de Sauſſoy , Claude de Febure, and Briand 
Marion, are Profeſſors in the Colledge Royal ef 
Navarre. Theſe two Houſes have turniſht at 
all times great Men. The Religious Men and 
the Monks have their particular Profeſſors in 
their Houſes, which have alſo brought forth 
great perſons. The Seculars and Regulars are 
compared to two Beams, which uphold the E- 
difice of the Houſe of God. The Abbot Cogue- 
lin,Dottor of the Houle and Society of Sorbone, 
Canon of the Church of Pars, formerly Curat 
of Sr.Mederic, and Prior of Sorboxe , was made 
Chancellour of the Univerſity in the Month of 
May of the year 1679. We promiſe our ſelves 
great things from him , by reaſon of his emi- 
nent Learning and rare Eloquence, whereof he 
has given , anddaily gives manifeſt proofs, 

rTne 
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the firſt Chairs of Pars. To raiſe the dignity 
of his Charge of Chancellour, and the merit of 
his Perſon , there is nought wanting to him 
but that he occapy for ſome time the Chair of 
the Lowore. Beſides his being a great Orator 
(which isa particular oe a great School- 
man, he isalfo a great Hiſtorian , and skilful 
in the Oriental Tongues. He has outdone all 
his other knowledges by the Voyages he has 
made, after the example of another Dedalus, 
Melampius, Pythagoras, Eomer, and others. 
Peerleſs Parzs 1s particularly embelliſht with 
the Palace des 7Tuilleries, the Lowvre, the Palace 
of Luxembourg, the Palace Royal, (theſe two laſt 
have changed their names) with the Foſte! de 
Conde, de Conti, de Soiſſons, with the Hoſtel de 
Guiſe , with that of the Grand Prior of France 
n the Temple , with that of Angouleme, of Yan: 
dome, of Palace Mazarin, and ot the Houſes ad- 
facent, with a good Arſenal, and the Baſtile, the 
Fiotel de Ville , the Palace where Juſtice is ad» 
miniſtred : the F3tel of Sr.Paul , recommen- 
dable for its Antiquity, and for having been the 
place of Reſidence of ſome of the firſt Kings of 
France; with the Hotels of Lorrain, of Turenne, 
of Sully, of Mayenne, of Leſdiguiere, of Elbeuf, 
of Matignon, of the Houſes of la Baziniere, and 
of Guenegazd; of that of the Maſter of Requeſts, 
Amelot Biſexl, in the Marſh of the Temple,and 
with an infinite number of others; with two. 
high and great Towers of the Church of Noſtre- 


Dame, 
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Dame,the Steeple of the holy Chappel of the Pa- 
lace, that of S?.Facqaes de 1a Boucherze,the Tow- 
ers and Steeples of S?.Genevieve, of St.Germain 
des Pres, and of St.Vidor ; with many Coupula's, 
with the Dome of the Church of Sorbove, the 
Dome of Yal de Grace , the Dome of the Jeſuits 
of St. Lois, the Dome of the ——_— Women, 
of the Aſſumption,and with that of the Colled 
of the Four Nations , founded by Cardinal Fa- 
lius Mazarin. We muſt obſerve,thatduring this 
laſt War,they have not forborn to enlarge their 
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+ Colledge Mazarin, its Inſtitution, Library, and 
Academy. 


His Colledge was Inſtituted for the main» 
tenance of Sixty Scholars, Sons 'of Gen» 
tlemen, who are there to be Lodged , Dieted, 
and Taught gratis ; whereof fifteen, according 
* as it is expreſt in the Foundation, muſt be 
of Pignerol, and of the Territories and Valleys 
adjacent, and of the Eccleſiaſtical State ; fif- 
. teen of the Country of A//atia, and other con- 
 tiguous Countries of Germany; twenty of the 
Country of Flanders, Artow,Hainault, and Lux- 
embourg ; and ten of the Country of Rouſhlor, 
Conflant , and Sardaigne. In detault of Gen- 
. tlermen, the Children of the chiet Bourgers of 
the faid Towns and Countries are to be received. 
\ Fifteen perſons muſt be drawn from the Col- 
| ledge 
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ledge for the Academy , without any diſtinQti- 
on of the Countries mentioned. 

The Colledge muſt be governed by the Do- 
Qorsof the Houſe of Sorbove ; amongſt which 
there are to be four Inſpectors, one Grand-Ma- 
ſter, Twelve of the Ancienteſt Doctors, who 
are to be under the InſpeCtors and grandMaſter. 
All Claſles are to be gone through there,except 
that of Divinity : the Scholars of each are to be 
Governed by the Principals and Sub-principals 
eſtabliſht for their Nation. 

There will be in the Academy a Gentleman, 
a Dancing: Maſter, a Fencing-Maſter, a Vault- 
ing-Maſter, a Maſter of the Mathematicks,and 
neceſſary ſervants. 

The Abbey of St.Michel in [ Herm , ſeated 
in Poitox, 1s aſſigned for the maintenance of the 
Colledge and Academy ; with many great 
Houſes for the reception of Coaches, Iying in 
the ſtreet Mazarin,and others. 

The Library was judged very curious by the 
Kings of Exg/andand Dexrmark : theſe two Prin- 
ces taw it in the Palace Mazarin, whence it was 
tranſported into the Colledge. His Majeſty of 
Denmark cauſed his to be built after the model 
of that : it is long, wide, and very high ; and 
admits a great deal of light, and has the pro- 
ſpect of the Loxvre, and the Seine + it will be 
open twice a week toall perſons of Learning,on 
fuch days as ſhall be thought fit ; as that of the 


Abbey of St.Yifor, which is publick on Mun- 
days, 
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days, Wedneſdays, and Saturdays, and which is 
famous. The Library Mazarin contains 30000 
Volumes : there are in it the chiet Books of the 
Proteſtants. 

Cardinal Mazarin made this pious and grand 
Foundation for many reaſons ; amongſt others, 
for rendring the Inhabitants of the Conquered 
Countries before-mentioned, as well French in 
their Heart as by Nation. 

Divine Providence having preſcribed l:- 
mits to the life of all men, the Founder of this 
Colledge dyed at Vincennes the ninth of March, 
1661 , in the fifty one year of hisage. His 
Heart repoſes in the Church of the 7heatins ; 
his Body will be transferred from the Church of 
Vincemes, into the Church of the ſaid Colledge, 
when Maſs comes to be celebrated in it ; andit 
will be placed in a magnificent Mauſo/zwum,there 
to wait the general Reſurrection. 

In the Month of May of the year 1677,o0n the 
Porch of the Church of Coledge Mazarin were 
placed on the Pedefſtals of the Body of it,advan- 
ced from the tront over ſquarePillars &Pilaſters, 
the four Evangeliſts ; St. Matthew, St. Mark, St. 
Luke, and Se.Jobn with their Attributes. On 
the right hand backward , on the like Pedeſtals, 
the four Do&ors of the Greek Church, accor- 
ding to their place ; S?.Bafil, St. Athanaſius, St. 
John Chryſoſtome , and St.Gregory of Nazianze : 
and on the left hand, the four DoCtors of the 
Latin Church ; Se.Gregory the Great,St_ Ambroſe, 

Or. 
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St. Auſtin and St.Fierome. According to theOrder 
of time in which they lived,we range the Greeks 
thus : St. Athatafius,S t.Bafil, S t.Gregory of Nazi 
anze, and St. Fohn Chryſoſtom: 1n the Latine 
Church, Sz. Ambroſe, St.Etierome, St. Auſtin, and 
St.Gregory. In placing the figures, they have 
gone according to dignity. 

They fay that the Efigies of Lois the Great 
will be placed betore this Colledge , in a great, 
Place which will be called Dukal. 

This Colledge is incorporated to the Univer- 
ſity, with all its rights and priviledges. 

"The Sieurs Foucaut, le Foiiyn, and Mariage, 
have taken much pains for perfeCting this Col- 
ledge. 

The perſons of Quality having aſſured me 
of the ſatisfation they received in the relation 
I made them of the Houſe of Preſident Perrot 
near the Colledge, I ſhall fet down the parti- 
cularities that I obſerved in it, Az. 1677.

T” His Houſe, which faces the Lowvre, has five 

Jy Balconieson the Sezne : beſides its Scitu- 
ation, uniformity, neatneſs,and conveniency, it's 
cNeemed curious for its Ancient Pieces , and for 
large Pictures made by Apeles's. They are 
expos'd in the great room of Paintings, which 
.has windows on both ſides. We ſee there A4x- 
thony de Bourbon King of N.varre , Henry the 
Fourth 
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Fourth, Lois the Thirteenth veſted with the 
Royal Mantle, and with the great Collar of the 
Order; and Lois the Fourteenth clad like a 
Roman ; and M. the Dolphin betwixt the late 
King and the preſent in _a round or oval over 
the door of the entrance ; and Philipof France, 
Duke of Orleans ſtanding by, Loizis de Bourbon 
Prince of Conde with his Father and his Grand- 
father, and the Duke 4 Enguien with his Chile 
dren: the Queens and Princeſſes are by the ſides 
of their Spouſes. | 

In the midſt of this Gallery is plac'da large 
ſheet of Velam in Miniature; fet in a frame, 
which contains the Genealogy of the Bowrbons, 
from St. Loxis to the year 1679 ; and on the 
back part of the Velam are repreſented the 
Combats, Rencounters, Sieges, Battels, and Vi- 
ories gain'd by the Prince of Conde Lois de 
Bourbon. 

Amongſt ſome Pictures that 'adorn the Chap- 
pel, that which is againſt the Altar is accom- 
pliſht ; and to expreſs the thing better, it's a 
conſummated piece of work, or a Maſter-piece 
repreſenting the ſeven Sacraments of the 
Church : the Archduke Leopold admiring this 
Piece, would have given a thouſand Piſtols for 
it if the Maſter would have fold it him. It 
was permitted his Highneſs to cauſe a Copy to 
be taken of it. Neer the Chappel-door we ſee 
the preſent Prince of Conds mounted on a War- 
horſe, repreſented to _ life. In ſome Cham- 

bers 
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bers we find many other Pictures; that of the 
Nativity of the Sox of God ; that of Lot ha- 
ving drank to excels betore his two Daughters, 
to which nothing can be added. 
.. The .rowling .Desk, compoſed of divers Ta- 
bles, which is: i the Library, 1s. of a very rare 
ſNruXure, - and convement tor thoſe that com- 
Poſe ſome laborious Picce :' all the edges of it 
are gilded: and 'the Boards or Planks .hold-a 
great many Books z» folio. When you are near 
ir, without changing place, with one of your 
gers you make the Desk turn, and brmg be- 
ore your eyes the Books that lead to your de- 
Ligne ; 'butiyau muſt firſt place them. 
>.:* Atabalipa one of the /vcas off Pera,\would not 
have (eſteemed it: much for-his uſe.: for he 
threw on the ground 4 very excellent Book pre- 
ſented \to him, 'alleadging fora reaſon, thatit 
ſpoke not a word to him ; though they-made 
bim believe-it-would teach him a great many 
things, he cond rot make it ipeak. I believe 
he would  hxyeifoon imitated a King of Congo, 
to:whom Emanuel King of Portugal having once 
ſent Lawyers' with good Law-books, he fent 
back the Dottors,.and caufed the Books to» be 
burnt, thinking they would-ſerve bur to intro- 
duce Cavilling , and put Contufion in the Un- 
derſtandings of his Subjects ; whereas, he faid, 
they had need but of Reaſon and a good com- 
mon Sence: which is related in a Hiſtory of 
- Portugal. This Prince added, that he __— 
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- ſtill continue a Friend to him that had ſent them 
him, taking the good will for the deed. 

In the Garden of the ſame HouſeI ſaw a try- 
al made of a great Burning-glaſs, in the preſence 
of M. the Prince, which burnt a great Block ſet 
oppoſite to the Sun; and. which wonderfully 
magnifies and multiplies Objedts. The two 
Gladiators and other Figures of maſſie caſt 
Copper, which are Ornaments of the Garden, 
are Pieces artificially made: Each Gladiator 
holds his Buckler with one hand, and his Sword 
with the other ; whoſe poſtures are much e- 
ſteem'd. The Yenus is highly priz'd ; as alſo 
another Figure drawing a Thorn out of its foot. 
The great Iron Arbour is very beautiful, and 
| very high raisd;under which perſons breath the 
cool Air and fragrant Smells during the Sum- 
mer-heats: On the ſide of it are the Grotto's 
and Waters. The Dido ſtriking a Dagger into 
her breaſt, is repreſented to the lite ; the Z/rxs 
are conſiderable. 

The Maſter of this Houſe conſidering that 
good ought to be communicative, has for ſome 
years paſt made his Garden common to the 
Publick for walking ; and has ſometime given 
to ſome great Lords and others the ſatisfaction 
of ſeeing the Cormorant-fiſhiag, which is a Royal 
Divertiſement. I think it not ſtrange that the 
Emperour and other crown'd heads divert 
themſelves with it. 

In this Capital City of the kingdom there 
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are many Houſes whereof Wonders may be 
faid ; which I paſs by, becauſe to run them over 
it would take up a Volume. 

I ſhall onely adde, that perſons curious in 
wonderful and tranſcendent things, ſhould ſee 
the Rooms of Anticks of the Lowure and the 
Twilleries, the King and Queens Cloſets, their 
Apartments-and Furniture, the Kings Library, 
which contains above 4oo00 Volumes, an infi- 
nite number of Manuſcripts in Hebrew, Ara- 
. bick, Greek, Latin, and many of Hiſtory and 
Policy ; the remarkable Medals, the curious 
Shells, a famous Buraing-glaſs known through- 
out all the Earth, many Books of Migniature, 
and other Curioſities; the two Galleries of 


Palace Mazarin ; that of the Palace of Luxem- 


bourg, containing in great and various PiCtures 
' the Adventures of Queen ary de Medici ; we 
ſee there her Birth,her Life,and her Death. The 
Palace Royal belonging to Monfreur, merits to be 
viſited, as allo the Royol Academy of Paintings 
and Carvings, the Galeries of M. le Prince and 
others. ;

Chaſſan is another Houle of Pleaſure joyning to 
Harcueil ; it belongs to the Abbot of S.Germain 
des Prez: Cardinal Francis de Tournon, firſt 
Commendatory Abbot of the Abbey of the faid 
S. Germain, cauſed it to be put in order; we ſce 
there his Arms, which are Seme of Flower-de- 
luces. Mademoiſelle de Montpenfier increaſes the 
number of delightful Houſes,by that which ſhe 
purchaſed of late years at Choiſy : This Princels 
' cauſes a beautiful Palace to be there built. 

The Houſe of the Dean of Pontoiſe, ſeven 
leagues from Paris, has one of the faireſt Pro- 
{pects and Terraſles of the Country ; the Terras 
is entirely on Rocks. Meſſire Steven de Burtio 
de la Tour Dottor of the Houſe and Society of 
Sorboxe, and formerly Priour and Profeſſour of 


the ſaid Houſe, Knight of the Order of the King 
I 3 undet 
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under the Title and Liſt of Saint Michael , 
Count of the holy Apoſtolical Palace, and Prea- 
cher, is Dean. When the general Aſſembly of 
the Clergy is held at Pontojſe, the Preſident lod- 
ges at his houſe. We ſee at the entry of this 
Town,as we come from Pars, a famous Abbey 
of Religious Ladyes, called de Maubuiſſon. 

I omit to name many other Ornaments, be- 
cauſe it would be roo tedious to number them.

Notre Dame in the Forreſt and Hermitage of 
Senar : Saint Rech is very famous at Pont-carre; 
they come thither the day of its Feſtival from 
all parts: Saint Spire is viſited for the Falling 
Jicknels. 

We muſt fay ſomething here of Mount-Yale- 
rian. 

It Mownt-Falerian, vulgarly called le Tertre, 
be not rich, it is nevertheleſs frequented : We 
{ce_there repreſented to the life the whole Hiſto- 
ry of the Death and Paſſion of Feſus Chriſt. 
Round about the topof the Mountain there are 
ſeven Chappels or Oratories repreſenting the

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ſeven Stations zand on the top Catvpry,on which 
Teſus Chriſt is beheld crucified on a tall Croſs 
betwixt two Thieves, that the 'repreſentation 
of the Order of the Crucifixion ſhould be more 
lively and plain : and alſo that after the faith- 
ful have plung'd themſelves by all theſe exteris.

# the Death of Jeſus Chriſt, they may die to the 


World, and.rhen riſe again with him in a news 

ne{s of a ſpiritual life. They preach there e- 

very Sunday and Feſtival day, and every firſt 

Friday of each month, there being a great con- 

courſe of people that comes from all parts. On 

the day and Feaſt of the place, which is that of 

the Exaltation of the holy Croſs, the 14th of 
September, there have been ſometimes 3o or 

40000 perſons, either on the Mountain, or in 

the Way : The fraternity of the Penitents of 
Paris goes thither in a Proceſſion yougy {ome 

days of the year. On Good-friday three dit- 
ferent Preachers preach there the Paſſion ſucceſ- 

ſively. The Queen, who is a Pattern of Piety 

and Devotion, viſits this holy place from time 

to time. 

The Church is ſerv'd by Prieſts who live in a 
Society. Meſſiire Michel de Bougz, Abbot of St. 
©rbain, a2 perſon of Birth and Merit, is Purvey- 
or ; and the Abbot Hardy, DoQor of Sorbone, 
is Superiour, The Office of Purveyor is for 
perpetuity , and that of Superiour triennial. 
Under Anne of Auſtria Queen of France, there 

—"Y Vas 
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was a great Law-ſuit for the poſſeſſion of this 
place, betwixt the Secular Prieſts and the Do- 
minicans. "This buſineſs gave much trouble to 
the Abbot de Bowgz, and to Maſter Lafont, in 
his life-time Principal of the Colledge of Nar- 
bone. 

The Congregation of the Prieſts of Calvary 
on Mount-Valerian was eſtabliſht An. 163 3. by 
Letters-Patents of Loi the Thirteenth , who 
ſent for a Prieſt expreſly for this effect, a man 
of a holy life, called Charpenter, who had already 
inſtiruted -it on the Mountain of Betharaz in © 
Bearn, which reſembles Mount-Valerian. 1 

The Hermites have been in poſſeſſion of 
Mount Valerian for theſe 800 years, according 
to an humble Remoenſtrance made A. 1622. ! 


to Cardinal des Retz by the Prieſts of Calvary : - 
There was ſeen there for ſome time a LC : 
Hermite. The Treaſure which is in theChurch 
of the Abbey of St. Dems, and the Tombs of the 
Kings of France, deſerve that we ſhould fay 


ſomething of them. 


| The Treaſury of St. Denis. 


He Church of the Abbey of St. Dems is 
extreamly viſited, both by reaſon of its 
Patron, and for its Treaſure, and for being. the 
Burial-place of the Kings of France. 
King Dagobert the Firſt of the name, caus'd 
it to þe buult, and to be' covered with _ 
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This Prince, Founder of the Abbey, died the 
19th of Fax. of the year 648. 
| There is ſeen inthe Treaſury a M;ſſal written 

by the hand above 800 years ſince, and a Ma- 
weſcript above eleven hundred years old, which 
contains the four Goſpels written in CharaCters 
of gold and filver on Velam of a purple colour. 
A Book of Velam covered with filver, contain- 
. ing the Works of St. Demis the Areopagite : A- 
nother Book written by hand, which contains 
the Epiſtles and Goſpels of the. great Feaſts ; 
. Gold, pretious Stones, and great Pearls cover 
it. Moreover, another Book concerning the 
+ Ceremonies and Prayers of the Kings Corona» 
£10n, 

Ina rich Croſs-caſe, a foot and a halts length 
of the true Crols. 
| One of the Nails with which the Son of God 

was faſtened to the Croſs;a Thorn of the Crown, 
and ſome of the Spunge with which they pre- 


- ſented him Gall. 


Some of the Myrrh which the Magicians 
' preſented him; one of the Pitchers in which he 
chang'd Wine into Water at the Wedding of 
Cana in Galilee ; and a great many Shmnes 
wherein Relicks are kept. 

A great Croſs of maſlie Gold, cover'd with 
pretious Stones, and fet round with oriental 
Pearls.

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'The Heads of St. Dems, St. Hilary, and St. 
Bennet, are extreamly rich. The Miter of the 
firſt is ot Gold, and all cover'd with pretious 
Stones and oriental Pearls ; thoſe of the others 
are alſo of a great price. 

The Head of St. Lois King of France is at 
Pars in the holy Chappel ot the Palace. Jean 
d Eureux Queen of France took it from the 
Trealury of St. Denis, and put in its place par- 
cels of all the Relicks that are in the ſaid holy 
Chappel. 

There is ſeen in the ſame Treaſury of St. De- 
is 4 Cup of Tamarisk-wogd, in which St. Lois 
drank to keep himlelt trom the Spleen. 

AVeſlel of an oriental Agate,eſteem'd one of 
the moſt pretious pieces of the Treaſury, tor its 
largenels, antiquity, and work. It's believed 
that Ptolomy Philazelphus cauſed it to be made, 
and that it was working with the point of a 
Diamond tor thirty years. 

Another Vellel of Gold in the form of a Sal- 
ver, adorn'd with Granats, Jacinths, and with 
a great white Saphire in themidſt, on which is 
ſeen the Effigies of King Solomon ſeated in his 
Throne. Ir is judg'd that it appertained to-this 
Monarch, as alſo a grear Veſſel of Rock-Chri- | 
tial, by reaſon of ſome Inſcriptions in Samaritan 
Charadters. 

A Gamabza in an Agat-tone, expreſiing the 
. Image of the Queen of $44. 

Many Crowns of Gold and Silver ; that of 
Charle- 
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Charlemain, St. Lows, Henry the Fourth, Loiig 
the Thirteenth, and Loitis the Fourteenth. Each 
of theſe Kings has given to the Treaſury two 
Crowns, one of Gold, the other ot Silver gilt. 
That of Charlemain, which is carried to Rheims 
to ſerve at the Coronation of our Kings, with 
the other Royal Ornaments, is all of Gold, a- 
dorn'd with great Rubies, Saphirs, and Eme- 
ralds. The Crown of St. Lox is likewiſe of 
maſſie Gold, adorn'd with very beautiful pre- 
tious Stones, amongſt others with a Ruby va- 
lucd at a hundred thouſand crowns; in which is 
inchaſt, by the Kings order, a Thorn of the 
Crown of the Son of God. 

There is ſeen the Image of the ſame St. Lois 
grav'd on a Ring, with theſe two letters S and 
L; that is to fay, Sigiſum Ludovici: becauſe 
he made uſe of it to ſeal his Letters. 

All the Kings have ſhewn themſelves liberal 
to this Treaſury ; ſome Abbots of the Order 
have alſo given to it, particularly Abbot Suger: 
His two little Pots are not common , the one 
is of Rock-Chriſtal, the other of Beril, cut 
with the point of a Diamond : His Chalice is 
made of a very fair oriental Agate. 

In this Treaſury are kept a great many 
Swords ; that of Charlemain; that which St. 
Loiiis brought with him at his firſt Voyage 
from the Holy Land, that of the Pucelle of Or- 
leans Foanne d' Arc, andalſo the Sword of Turpin, 
who having been made Archbiſhop of —_— 

after- 
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afterwards bore Arms againſt the Infidels : 
There are ſeen there many other Pieces of An» 
riquity. So much for a Sample of this Treas» 
fury. He that defires toſs more, may go to 
St. Demis : where a Religious man ſhews it e+ 
very day at two of the clock in the afternoon, 
Thoſe that cannot come to ſee it, may read a 
little Book in 12* entitul'd Aroentaire du Tre» 
for de S. Denis, where all the Pieces are briefly 
deſcrib'd according to the Order of the eight 
Preſſes where they are ſhewn. This little Book 
is printed at Paris by Pierre de Boſt Rue S. 
Facgques, at the ſigne of St. Franc, near St. Se- 
Veriy. 


The Tombs of the Kings of France. 


TY; the Firſt, eleventh King of France, 
and St. Lok the forty fourth , have 
their Tombs in the Quire of the Church ; and 
many other Kings and Queens. In the com- 
mon Vault of Rites repole Henry the Fourth, 
Mary de Medicis his Wife, Loxis the Thirteenth, 
Awne of Auſtria his Spouſe : The Duke of Or- 
leans the Kings Uncle, Madam de ow” er 
his firſt Wife, Henriette-Marie Queen of Eng- 
land, Henriette- Anne her Daughter the firſt 
Wife of Monfieur the Kings Brother, and others. 
The Monument of Francis the Firf? is out of 
the Quire, on the fide of the Cloiſter in a rais'd 


Monument. They count five Kings out q 
the 
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the Quire on the Goſpel-ſide. Marſbal de Tw- 
renne 18 in a Chappel near the high Altar. 
Lowis the 14th has causd a Monument to be 
rais'd in his memory, and in acknowledgment 
of the great Services he did'to France. After 
his death many Services and Funeral Prayers 
were ſaid for him in the principal Churches 
of Paris. Bertrand du Queſclin Sancerre , a 
Gentleman of Britaxy, Conitableof France, has 
his Tomb, for his Fidelity and Valour, amongſt 
thoſe of the Kings, by the order of Charles the 
Fifth, called the Wiſe. Clours the firſt of the 
name, the fifth King of France, and Clorilde his 
Spouſe, have their Mayſolea at Paris, in the 
Abbey of Sr. Genevieve, in the Quire.

The Mountain Betharan has the figure of 
that of the true Calvary of Jeruſalem : Many 
Miracles have been there wrought. 

If Miracles were wrought in the Temples of 
the Proteſtants, as in theſe wa places, they 
would make them ſerve as to their Do- 
Qrine, and would make them found forth with 
a high voice that the Saviour of the World gives 
the power to them, as a moſt powerful and 
preſſing means to caule the truth of their Faith 
to be embrac'd ; and becauſe they have no Mi- 
racles, they laugh at them. To which I oppoſe, 
that the Jews and Pagans rejected thoſe of Feſws 
Chrif#,and of the Apoſtles; and with St. Auſtin, 
that Miracles have been the motives of innume- 
rable converſions to Chriſtianity ; that Mira- 
clesare the Chains that hold us in the Catholick 
Church. Our ſtrayed Brethren chuſe rather 
to ſuffer themſelves to be bound by their own 
Imagination ,- and by the conſequences _ 

raw 
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draw from the Scripture, according to their pri- 
vate fpirits, and without having either of our 
moſt dear Chains, neither the antiquity, nor the 
number, nor the ſucceſſion of Chairs, nor the 
Miracles, &'c. which have continued in the Ro- 
man Church from Age to Age ſince the time of 
the Apoſtles. Let us return to our ſubject.

The Duke de Noailles Peer of France, Cap- 
tain of the firſt Company ot the Lite guard, is 
Governour of Reuſſi/lon, and Licutenant-Gene- 
ral in upper Auvergne. 

The Duke and Marſhal de Duras, Knight of 
the Order of the Holy Ghoſt, has the Govern- 
ment of Franche Conte. 

Marſhal 4 FTumicres is Governour and Lieu- 
tenant-General of Flanders, and particular Go- 
vernour ot Lzle. 

Count de Montbron, Governour of Arras, and 
Licutenant-General in the Country of Artozs. 

Theſe Provinces have Licutenant-Generals , 
ſome more, ſome fewer. The particular Go- 
vernours of Towns, Citadels, and other places, 
are 1n a very great number.

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The Fertility of France. 


Ts Provinces are worth Kingdoms : it's in 
France where we ſee the level Fields fertile 

in all ſorts of Grain, the Hills cover'd with Vanes, 
pleaſant Meadows, beautiful Forreſts, fair O- 
live-trees and Orange-trees, and all forts of 
Fruits. It may be faid, that this is the Land 
whereof the Scripture ſpeaks, which flows with 
Milk and Honey ; which includes within it all 
that is neceſſary for lite, without having re» 
courſe to ſtrangers, who ſtand in need of its 
Corn and famous Wines. Salt and Iron are 
there common. Mines of Gold and Silver mighr 
be diſcover'd there, if men would go to the 
charge. It Egypt glories in its Fertility and 
Fruits, /taly in its beautiful Gardens, Exgland 
1n its fair Parks, Poland in its vaſt Meadows ; 
France poſſeſſes all theſe advantages in an emi- 
nent degree. Its Sez-coaſts have ſecure Har- 
Hours, and Ports full of all forts of Merchandiſe; 
and its Rivers are navigable. If it does not 
bring forth Cloves, Nutmegs, and Cinnamen 
as the Molucca Iſlands, Ginger and Pepper as 
Calecut, Pertumes as Arabja, Diamonds as the 
Ile of Ceilan, Emeralds as China, Rubies as 
Peru, Topalcs and Pearls as India ; it has men 
able ro conquer all this, and do not fail to dg 
it. An Hiſtoriographer of Brandenburg relates 
za his Reſearches, that on conſideration of the 
POWer

wer of this Monarch, an Emperour of the 
Weſt call'd Maximilian, faid once by way of 
diſcourſe, that if it were poſſible and juſt to with 
it, he would that he had three Children, where- 
of the eldeſt ſhould be God, the ſecond King of 
France, and the third Emperour. 


The Channel of Languedc. 


Here has been made of late years in this 
Province a great Channel for the com- 
munication of the Mediterranean Sea with the 
Ocean, by joyning the River Aude, which en- 
ters into the Mediterranean Sea, to the River 
Garone Which diſcharges it 1elf into the Ocean 
by the means of many Rivers whoſe waters are 
kept with Sluces in this great Channel, capable 
of conveying Barks for tranſporting Merchan- 
diſe and other things from the Town cf Nar- 
bonne to that of Toloſe, and thence to Bowr- 
deaux. 

The defigne of this grear Work was projc- 
cted by Henry the Fourth, examin'd and ap- 
prov'd by Lois the 13th and put in execu- 
tion by Lowes the Fourteenth, to whom we mult 
give the glory. This incomparable Monarch 
tor this effect made uſe of the conduCt of Sieur 
Paul de Riquet, Native of Bezters, and Baron ot 
Bonerepos. 

This Channel is about thirty five leagues in 
length from Cape Sette, which is four leagues 
trom Moutpelier, to Toloſe. RK 4 The 
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The Rigole which contains the Waters of the 
Mountain Moire to the point where the Waters 
part called Nazrouſe,contains five leagues. The 
place where the Waters part, or the Reſerver, is 
as large as the Place Royal at Paris. The Wa- 
ters are kept by two ftrong and thick Walls, in 
which are great Cocks that are open'd with wic- 
ketsto give a paſſage to the great Ceſtern made 
of an octangular figure. | 

Purſuant to this Enterprize there - are made 
ten Bridges, thirty five Mills,and a hundred and 
tourteen Sluces. 

The new Port made under Cape Sette, is fci- 
tuate in the Dioceſs of Agge ; two Moles will in- 
compals it, which iflue trom the firm Land, viz. 
the /thmus which ſeparates the Pond 7Zas from 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

Though the pertormance of this Maſter- 
piece has leem'd impoſſible to many perſons, it 
will be perfected in much leſs time than the new 
Diſcovery of the North-Eaſt-paſſage to China 
and Japan by the Helanders, who have been a- 
bout it above eight hundred years. This 
paſſoge 1s betwixt Spi/tzberg and Nova Zem- 


3:(:us Ceſar, Caligula, and Nero undertook 
e017 The 11 gmus of Corinth, and to make na- 

Mere or F'e/rpoxneſus, by the commuy 
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Mediterranean and Caſpian Seas, it was formerly 
propos'd at the Court of the Great Duke of 
Muſcovy to joyn theſe great Rivers together, 
the Yolge, the Duinus, and the Dom, tor the 
communication of the chief Seas of our Conti- 
nent. This deſigne alſo fail'd of ſucceſs ; but 
this here will not prove abortive: and though 
nine or ten years have been employ'd already 
to do what is done, we muſt make ule of the 
Proverb, Sat cid, fi ſat bene; Things are ſoon 
enough done, that are well done. The Mo- 
ther of Fercules was a whole night in bringing 
him forth. 

They go of late conveniently from Caſtel 
nandary 1o far as Toloſe, which are two Towns 
diſtant from each other ten leagues of Province, 
which equaltwenty of the'7ſe of France. When 
we go by land, at Baſtide we begin to find the 
great Channel of the communication of the two 
Seas. This Work has not been carried on with- 
out interruption. This joyning of the two Seas 
will ſerve moreover for the conventency of con- 
veying the Mcrchandiſe of the Levant, and of 
all the Mcditerranean into the Ocean, not to 
runa risk with them by the Strait, nor expoſe 
them to the pyracies of thoſe of A/giers and 0- 
ther Towns of Barbary. 

The S7eur de Riquet, who drew the deſigne 
of the Channel for the two Seas, and who has 
always had the direction of it. died the firſt of 
Oftober 1680. in his houſe of Freſcats at Toleſe. 

| He 
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He has rendred himſelf famous by his Enter- 
prize, which no man betore him had the cou- 

e to undertake, nor the genius to carry on : 
He ſo far advanc'd it, that we may ſay he died 
in accompliſhing it, and that the little he has 
left to do, is but toleave to his two Sons (where- 
of the one is Maſter of Requeſts, the other 
Captain of the Guards) the honour to conſum- 
mate it. It is not doubted but the Channel 
will be navigable and in its entire perfeftion 
before the end of the year 1681. 


The chief Towns after Paris, are

There 1s 
no Town in the whole Kingdom more ſubject 
to Thunder than that of Pay.

NM Arſeilles, Toulon, Rochelle, St. Malo, Breſt, 
Havre de Grace, Deppe, Calais, Bayonne,

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St. Valery, Dunkerke, Gravelin ; the Burrough 
of Rochefort became a Town by reaſon of its 
Port : it will be made one day the place of em- 
barking for the Eaſt Indies; it's a great Arſenel 
for the Sea. TheGalliesare at Marſeilles : Broii- 
age, Honfleur, Cherbourg, and Grandville , are 
likewiſe Maritime Towns. | 

A Traveller ſpeaking of Towns, faid, that he 
obſerv'd three things in France, a World,a Town, 
and a Village ; Paris is the World, Orleans the 
Town for its ſcituation and uniformity, Pozters 
che Village by reaſon of the great number of 
Gardens, Fields, Meadows, and Vineyards that 
are within its precinas. Abbeville ſeems one 
of the greateſt of the Kingdom, by reaſon of the 
great Ponds and large Gardens that are within 
It, 

Chaſtelleraud, Thowars, Niort , Fontenay-le- 
Comte, Saint Maixant, Luſignan, Partenay, la 
Roche-ſur-Tou, Champigny,la Ganache, and others, 
are Towns af Poittouw. Poitiers is the Capital, 
as Xantes 1s of Xaintonge. 

Alez, Anduze, Ganges, Sumene , and Vigan, 
are thoſe of Sevenes. 

Sauve, Saint Hippolite de la Planquette, S. 
Jeawde Gardonenque, la Salle de St. Pierre, Va- 
relaugue, and Saint Etjenne de Valfrauceſque in 
Sevenes, axe as good as little Towns. 

Thoſe of Givodan are Mande, Marvege, Ca-

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Biſhops of Mande. Meſffire Sylveſtre de Marfil. 
lac caus'd the Caſtle tobe fortified. I faw there 
in his time Arms for five hundred men.

The Capuchins have in that Country three 
houſes eſtabliſht for the Miſſion ; one is at 
Save, the other at Yigan, and the third at Flo- 
rac : We cannot ſay of their Churches or Chap- .

Le Puy, Saint Paulian, Mouniſtrol, Crapone, 
are in Yelay. 

In the conquered Countries theſe are confi- 
derable. : 

In Flanders, Dunkerke, Gravelin, Feſdin, Ba- 
paume, Arras, Tournay, Courtray, Liſle, Doty, 
Conde, Bouchain, Aire, Valenciennes, Cambray, S. 
Omer, Gand, Tpres, and many others. Theſe 
three laſt places were conquer'd in the begin- 
ning of the year 1677. Maeſtrich was ſurrencred, 


to tae Hollanders by the Treaty of Peace con- * 
cluded 
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cluded at Nmeguen the tenth of Aug. 1679. 

' Dunkerke was taken by the Prince of Conde, 
then Duke d Enguien, An. 1646. and by Mar- 
ſhal Twrenne, An. 1658. It was for ſome time 
in the poſſeſſion of the Engliſh, becauſe they 
provided a Naval Army, and much contributed 
to the taking of it and of ſome other places ; 
and therefore five millions were given to his 
Britanick Majeſty for reſigning this Town to the 
Dominion of the French. 

| Before Arras was in the poſſeſſion of Fraxce, 
there was ſeen in imboſt work over one of its

In Alſatia the chief conquer'd Towns are 
. Briſac, Colmar, Haguenau, Scheleftad : Philips- 
bourg was retaken by the Imperialiſts the 1 7th 
of September 1676. with an honourable Capitu- 
Jation. Our French-men took in its place Fri- 
bourg 
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bourg in Briſgaw. Philipsbourg has been under 
the dominion of France thirty two years. 

In Lorrain the moſt remarkable are Nancy, 
Metz, Toul, and Verdun. 

In Franche-Comte, Bezancen, Dole, Grez, and 
Salins. 

In Rouſſillon, Perpignan, Colioures, Salſes, Ca- 
et; the Epiſcopal 5ce was at Elre. Du Cheſne, 
Father Bouſſingaut, and A. Fovin de Rochefort, 
have given a particular deſcription almoit of 
all the Towns: There has been printed lately 
in Holland a Book intituled Theatrum Urbium.

Rance, as another terreſtrial Paradiſe, has 

four beautiful Rivers, viz. the Rhoxe, the 

Loire, the Seine, and the Garonne. An Author 
calls them the tour Royal Rivers. 

The Rhone takes its riſe at the foot of the 
Mountain. St. Godart ; it comes from the Alps 
of upper Yalois, and is not far from the Rhine 
and Danubius, The Germans call it Rhoden, 
trom an ancient Town called Rhodays. Some 
count ir as one of the three greateſt Rivers of 
Europe. It runs through the Lake of Geneva, 
pales at Lyons, Viemne, Tournon, Valence, at St. 
Eſprit, Avignon, Taraſcon, Beaucaire, and Arles. 
The Saone, the Doxx, the Lizaire, the Gardan, 
the Darance, and orher Rivers, enter into it. 


Tue Loire takes its origine at the foot of 
Mount 
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Mount Gerbier of Fou in the Pariſh of S. Martial 
of the Dioceſs of Yiviers; it is call'd by this 
name from aCountry-houſe near its ſource cal- 
led Loire, which is in the Pariſh of St. Eulalie 
of the ſame Diocelſs, five leagues from the Town 
of Pardeles in Yivarez, and fix from that of du 
Puy in Yelay. It caſts forth water at its riſe as 
big as a mans thigh. Mount Gerbier is fo call'd 
becauſe it has the figure of a Gerber, that is, a 
ſtack of Corn. Thoſe are in an errour who af- 
firm the origine of the Lozre to be in Sevenes,be- 
cauſe Sevenes is not Y7varez, though contiguous 
to it; neither is YVivarez, Sevenes, or Yelay. 
Theſe three Regions are entirely diſtinCt, and are 
aSit were little Provinces that are incorporated 
in that of Languedoc. The Loire paſles at Ro- 
anne, Nevers, la Charite, Gien, Gergeau, Orleans, 
Blow, Amboiſe, Tours,Saumur, Nantes, and at the 
Bridge of Ce. This River is the longeſt of the 
Kingdom ; it carries Veſſels about a hundred 
and ſixty leagues from Roanne, as far as Nantes, 
or to Brevian. If it be not very deep, it is 
large and very full of Sand, wherefore Veſlels 
often run a-ground there. It paſſes through 
the midſt of the Kingdom, and divides it almoſt 
into two equal parts. The ſource of this and 
of Al/liers are near each other. A/ters, le Cher, 
Auron, Lindre, the Saudre, the Huine, the Loire, 
the Sarthe, the Mayenne, the Vienne, the Clein, 
and other Rivers, diſcharge themſelves into this 


River, which has its beginning and end in Frarce. 
The 
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TheSeine comes from theMountain Yogeſus in 
theDutchy of Burgundy. S.Seine gave it its name, 
it being the neareſt place of note to 1ts ſource. 
This River paſles -at Chatillon, Nogent, Monte- 
reau, Melun, Corbeil, Paris, Mantes, Vernon, 
Roiien, and at Pont de Larche. Its Rivers are 
the Marne, Tonne, the Oyſe, the Ayne, the Exre, 
and others. The Ayne enters into the Oyſe; the 
River call'd the Loire paſſes at Montargs,and re- 
ceives the Channel of Brzare, for the communi- 
cation of the Loin and the Seine tor Pars. This 
Channel was made under. Henry the Fourth. 

The Garonne i(ſues from the- Pyrenean Moun- 
tains near a place call'd Gadeloup : Its ſource is 
aftirm'd to be in the little Valley of Arax. It 
palizs at Toloſe, at Moiſſac, Agen, Marmande, Ca- 
dillac, and at Bourdeaux. Its Rivers are the 
Tar, the Lot, and the Pordogye. 


The Epithetes of theſe four Rivers are 


Frodanus rapidus, Ligoris latus, Sequanus pro» 
R fundus, Garumna obliquus : Rhone the rapid, 
Loire the large, Seine the protound, Garonne the 
oblique, becauſe it wreſts in and out. The Po- 
ets call the Rhone, by reaſon of its rapidity, the 
haſty, the{witr, the precipitate.

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The Durance and the Yarthe are in Provence j 
the firſt waters Si/teron and CavaiBon : it's very 
rapid and apt to do miſchief, b_ of the na- 
ture of certain perſons, full of gall and bitter- 
neſs. Fiſh cannot live in it. The Yarthe is 
pronounc'd the Yal. The Ardeche and the 
Cetze water Ytvarez. 

The Ade and the Eraut are in Languedoek | 
the firſt paſſes at A4/eth and at Caraſſome: Ari 
arm of this River waters Narbonne. by a great 
Channel which divides it into two parts. The 
Erant breeds a great number of Trouts, deſcends 
from Sevenes, joyns it ſelf to the River Are, 
paſſes at Ganges, at fa Roque, at S. Baftl, and 
goes to Agde. 

One of the Barons de /a Rogue has prefery'd 
the Catholick Religion in his place of reſidency; 
which is very ſtrongly ſeated, and which has 
been the SanEtuary of the Catholicks of the 
Country in the times of the Wars of Religion. 
It is known by tradition that Bez4 being come 
thither from Ganges to preach his new Do&rine, 
he was expelled by that Lord, The Lady of 
the place was ſeduc'd before, arid the Itihabitants 
paſſionately deſir'd to hear him preach, becauſe 
it had been repreſented to them that he preacht 
nought but the pure Word of God, and the Re- 
formation of the Age, and that he wis ant ex 
traordinary Preacher. Beza was already got 
into the Chutch de 1a Madeleii, when the Baron 
came from his Caſtle accompanied with his 
L 2 Des 
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Domeſticks, and with Partifans and Halberds. 
This River Eraxt, before it reaches Ganges, 
coaſts along by the Baronny of Sumene. 'The 
preſent Baron, formerly one of the Kings Coun- 
fellours in his Court of Accounts, Tributes and 
Finances of Montpelier, has a very fair Calle at 
Roger by /e Cauſſe againſt the Mountain Eſpe- 
row, Where there are Simples of a very great 
vertue : The Phyſitians of Aontpelier go or- 
dinarily there every year a fimpling ; a man 
is perfumed when he paſſes through its Mea- 
dows all deckt with Flowers. There has been 
found there ſometime an Herb which pulls off 
Horſes ſhoes, and which creates hunger in per- 
ſons that tread on it. | The ancient Caſtle of 
Roger, during the Wars of Religion, was a place 
of Refuge for the Catholicks thereabout : The 
' Pretenders to Religion laid a heavie hand or. it 
by demoliſhing a part of it two ſeveral times. 
If we —_ in Bearn the Gave, and the Gave, 
it's becauſe there are two of them ; we may 
alſo ſay the Gandon and the Gandon in Sevenes 
and in Languedoc, compos'd of many Streams 
and Rivers: One paſſes at St. Fean de Gardonen- 
que, at Mialet, and at Auduze. The Marqui- 
late of this Town is in the ancient Houſe of 
Aire-Baudouze, and has given the Church three 
or four Biſhops; the Town has alſo given ſome :

. Houſe, of which the late high and mighty Lord 


Meſſire Jacques de la Fare, Marqueſs de la Fare, 
Vicount de Montclar, Baron de la Sale, Lord 
of Baſtide, S. Martin, Soudorgne, Paupidor, and 
other places, has had many Children. 

He married the Daughter of Comte de Luſſan, 
from which Marriage are iſſued nine Sons and 
tour Daughters. Ot the males there are eighe 
who long time ſerv'd his Majeſty in his Armies, 
and have had conſiderable Employs. 

Let us make an of end our Gardons : they de- 
leend from Serenes, and mcetunder the Village

Race is oblig'd to the Romans for having 
built for it on two Mountains this famous 
Bridge, which contdins three the one on the o- 
ther. The building is of Free-ſtone, of a ſur- 
prizing breadth and length : the ſtones are with- 
out Lime-mortar, or ought elſe to bind them. 
The higheſt Bridge was built to uphold an 4+ 
_ queduFt for conveying waters to Niſmes for its 
embelliſhment, and for a perpetual memory. 
Some perſons think that it was in order to make 
lome Seaefights, alledging that Njſmes did not 
want water for its ordinary ufc. 

The firſt Bridge contains ſix Arches, the ſe- 
cond eleven, the third thirty fix : The firlt is a 
hundred and fifty paces in length, the ſecond 
two hundred ſeventy five, and the third three 
hundred. 

They fay that that perſon has not ſeen Pont 
du Gard, who has not ſeen the Fare, becauſe 
the figure of it is ſcen there in Relief on the 
- ſecond Bridge againſt the top of the Pillar of 
the third Arch. 

Lows the Thirteenth, and Loiiz the Four» 
teenth, Kings of France, went to fee this curious 
Piece of Roman Antiquity, whea they were in 
Languedoc. | 

T his Bridge was call'd Poxt du Gard becauſe 
it is ſcituated on the River Gardoz, and retains 
its name even to this preſent time. The

The Marquels of S. Privat,Baron of Fournez, 
and Lord of other places, has a Caſtle by rhe 
ſide of the Bridge, and reſides there ordinarily 
when he is in his dominions. Cardinal de Riz 
cheliex and Cardinal Mazarin have lodged there. 
This ancient Houſe has always been well ally- 
ed, and with the chiet of Daulphine. 

Theſe great Springs of Water that boil forth, 
the Fountain of Yigan and of Sawve in Sevenes, 
and that of Nan in Roxergae, which equal Rt- 
vers, deſerve to be mentioned with that of Nz/- 
mes at the foot of Tournemagne, adorn'd with a 
great Ceſtern, and which drives fix or ſeven 
Mills. The Fountain of Yauxcleuſe is likewiſe 
famous. 

If that of: Niſmes be conſiderable for the ©- 
pening of a Rock whence iſſues a great Spring 
of very clear water, the bottom of which is not 
to be perceiv'd ; Its Amphitheater there 1s rc- 
markable for its great and large Stones. A 
modern Author has committed on this ſubject 
a great Anacroniſm, or a ſuppoſition of a. time 
far diſtant from another, when he ſaid that theſe 
Stones clove aſunder at the death of Feſwus 
Chriſt , not conſidering that the Amphitheater 
was notthen in being, and that it was not built 
till a long time afterwards, It is thought that 
it was begun under the Emperour Adrian, and 
ended under Antonius Pius Native of Niſmes, 
a long time after the Aſcenſion of the Son of 
God. The fame Author did not alſo obſerve 
L 4 that 
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that the Goths, Enemies of the Works of the 
Romans, put fire to this Amphitheater, which has 
caus'd the cleaving and blackneſs. You may ſee 
what 1s writ thereon by the ancient Counſellor 
Giran of Niſmes, he is the laſt who has ſpoken 
of It. 

The ſquare Houſe which ſerv'd for the Pre- 
terium, or the place where Juſtice was admini- 
fired, and the Temple ot Diana, are moreover 
ancient Monuments of this Town, formerly a 
Colony ot the Remans. 

Arles and Xaintes have alfo Amphirbeaters, 
where many ſports were celebrated, and where 
men were made to fight with wild Beaſts. 

[i the Fountains, of which ſpake even now, 
are publickly known, thoſe of Main and Mon- 
frin in bas Languedoc, of Vic in Auvergne at the 
toot of a Mountain, of /'als in /7varez, and at 
Fonſanche halt a league above Sazve, are ex- - 
rreamly frequented tor their Medicinal and Pur- 
gative vertue : they are as good as thoſe of the 
Spaw and of Ems 1n Germany. 

The goodnels of the Fountain of Yic was dif- 
covc!'d by a Cow, which being the leaneſt of 
the Herd, became the faireſt and fatteſt, becauſe 
ſhe alone drank of that water. Amongſt the 
Medicinal Fountains of Pals, we ſee four that 
iflue trom the ſame Rock, and paſs through 
divers Minerals , producing different effects. 
That of Fonſanche ebbs and flows ; men drink 
at one place there, and bathe at another : the 
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Mud of this Fountain is good againſt fore Eyes. 
The Waters of Camarez 1n Rojtergne are allo c- 
ſteemed. A value alſo is ſet on the Waters of 
Sainte Reine in Burgandy, and on thoſe of For- 
es. The Baths ot Baleruc four leagues from 
Montpellier, thoſe of Bagnols in Girvedan, thoſe 
of Moulins Alchambaut 1n Bourbonnois, and of 
Barege at the Pyreneans, are ſingular, they 
ſtrengthen, comfort, and cure many infirm per- 
fons. There is ſeen in the ſeaſon a great con- 
courſe of people. 

In the year of the World 2218. Aza the Son 
of Sebeon Prince of Sezr, found firſt of all 
Springs of hot Water : he is the Inventor of 
Hot Baths, according as Tornie! and the greateſt 
part of the Interpreters of Scripture, xy cy

The Archbiſhop of Rherms , at the Royal 
Conſecration and Coronation , Anoints and 
Crowns the King. | 

Its Suffragans are eight, Amiens, Beawvas, 
Boulogne, Chalons on Marne, Laon, Noyon, Sen- 
tis, and Soifſons. Cambray and Tournay belong'd | 
formerly to the Archbiſhoprick of Rhezms ; 
wherefore the Archbiſhops of Rheims ſigni- 
fied their Proteſtation againſt the ereftion of 
the Archbiſhoprick of Cambray. Meſlire Charles 
le Tellier caus'd his to be ſignified to Meſlire 
Chriſtopher de Brias. An. 1679. in the month 
of June, the King gave in his Council to the 
Archbiſhop, Duke of Rheims, a place of Coun- 
ſellor of State in Ordinary, who ſeats himſelf 
as firſt Duke and Peer above the Dean of the 
Council, immediately after the Chancellor of 
France. 

Amiens has had ſeventy fix Biſhops from St. 
Firmin to Meſſire Francos Faure : he was Preg- 
cher in Ordinary to the late Queen Mother 
Ann of Auſtria. 

Beauvas eighty nine from St. Lucien to Meſ- 
fire Touſſaint Fourbin de Fanuſon, Count and 
Peer of France, and Yidame of Gerbroi, This 
Prelate carries the Mantle Royal at the _

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Conſetration and Coronation. . He was Biſhop 
of Dignes, and afterward of Marſeiles, and a 
long time Embaſladour in Poland : I ſpeak of it 
in the Tract of the Sarmathians; he was pro- 
pos'd by the Pope in his Conſiſtory for the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Beawvgrs, though he had not been 
precogniz'd , becauſe a Precognization is not 
neceſlary when his Holineſs propoſes a Subje&t. 
The Cardinals with a common voice gave him 

ratis a half of the Bulls. The 27th of Novem- 
c 1679. he was received in the Grand Cham- 
ber of the Parliament with the uſual Ceremo- 
nies, and took there his place betwixt the Bi- 
ſhop, Duke of Laxgres, and the Biſhop Count 
de Noyon, in the preſence of the Duke d Enguien, 
of the Prince of Conti, of the Prince de /a Roche- 
ſur-Ton, and of ſeventeen Dukes and Peers, 
whereof three were Eccleſiaſticks. He gave af- 
terward a Dinner to the Princes of the Bloud, 
and to the Dukes and Peers.

Archbiſhops ; S. Dems was its firſt Biſhop. 
Pope Gregory the Fitteenth made this Town, 
being the Capital of the Kingdom, an Archbi- 
ſhoprick, at the requeſt of Lows the Thirteenth, 
An. 1622. 

The firſt Archbiſhop was Meſlire Fean Fran- 
n de Gondi, Commander of the Kings Or- 

ers. 

The ſecond , Cardinal de Retz Fean-Fran- 
co-Paul de Gondi, He was made Coadjutor 
of the Church of Pars An. 1643. and reſlign'd 
his Archbiſhoprick A. 1661. into the Kings 
hands, who gave him the Abbey of S. Dems. 
He would have laid down his Cardinals Hat 
An. 1675. to retire himſelf from the World : 


_ the Pope and his Conſiſtory did not think it 


convenient, finding him neceſſary in the Con- 
claves; and it muſt but hctle in one but he had 
been rais'd'to rhe Soveraign Pontificate. - He 
died the third Cardinal of his Houſe ; his Hat 
was of 'the nomination of France. 

The third, Meſlire Pierre de Marca : he was 
Councellor, and afterward Prefident of the Par- 
hament of Pas, Intendant of Juſtice, and Vul;- 
tor-General in Catalonia and Rguſſilon, Biſhop of 
Conferans, Archbiſhop of Toloſe, and then atter- 
ward Miniſter of State, and Archbifbop of Pa- 
N 11. 
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ris. He receiv'd the Bulls ſome days betore his 
death, and did not occupy the See. This Great 
Perſon is buried under the Archiepiſcopal Chair. 
His Book in folio De Concordia Sacredotii © Im- 
perii has been read by the Learned, and exami- 
ned at Rome. 

The fourth, Meſlire FZardoxin de Beaumont 
of Perefixe,a great detender of the Priviledges of 
his Church, tormerly Tutor to Lois the Great, 
and Biſhop of Rhodez. Hewrit the Hiſtory of 
Henry the Fourth, and has been very hberal in 
giving Alms : he gave at one time ten thouſand 
Livres towards a Building for the Prieſts of the 
Congregation and Miſſion of St. Lazarus at 
Paris, and during, his Archiepiſcopacy aſſiſted 
poor Gentlemen and others with his Revenue. 
This Prelate re-united the juriſdiction of all - 
the faux-bourg S. Germain des Prez and other 
places, to the Archbiſhoprick of Pars, with an 
extraordinary vigour,by ſolemn Decrees. 

The fifth, Meſlire Frances de Harlai de Chan- 
va/on, Commander ot the Kings Orders, Duke 
and Peer of France, and Puryeyor of Sorbonne. 
He was honoured with the Archbiſhoprick of 
Paris An. 1671. and created Duke and Peer of 
France An. 1674. It's the firſt of this See who 
has born the Title of Duke and Peer, which will 
paſs from him to his Succeſſors. He was be» 
fore Archbiſhop of Rozen, and Preſident in or- 
dinary of the Aſſemblies of the Clergy of France. 
He never permits any Prieſt to ſpeak to _— 
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with his Hat off, but himſelf is likewiſe unco- 
verd,though he bea great Lord. 

The Salons of Paris are Chartres, Orleans, 
Meanx. 

Chartres has had a hundred and five Biſhops 
from S. Avent or Aventin (ſome ſay Potentien) 
to Meſſire Ferdinand de Neufville de Villeroy, 
Counſellor of State in Ordinary, formerly Bis 
ſhop of- S. Malo. He was born at Rome under 
the Embaſlie of his deceaſed Father, who caus'd 
the Statua of Henry the Great to be crected 
there. This great Prelate is deſcended from 
great Miniſters, who have been cheriſht by cur 
Kings, and who have govern'd the State with 
fo much wiſdom and prudence. He has always 
had near him perſons of eminent Learning,

tin to Meſflire Pierre Cambout de Coaſlin the 
Kings firſt Almoner. 

Mean a hundred and four from S. San#in to 
Meſlire Dominique de Ligni, Succeſſor of his 
Uncle Dominique Seguier.

Lb; has had ſixty eight Biſhops from St. 
Clair to Gaſpard de Daillon du Lude. 

This Biſhoprick, very famous for its Revenue, 
was made an Archbiſhoprick under Pope Inno- 
cent the Eleventh, at the requeſt of Lois the 
Fourteenth, in favour of Meſlire Hyacynthe de 
N 2 Serroni, 
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Serroni, ſome time Biſhop of Orange, and after- 
ward Lord Biſhop of Mande, Count of Gzvodan, 
and firſt Almoner of the late Queen-Mother 
Anne of Auſtria, whoſe Funeral-Oration he made 
at Paris in the head of the Clergy of 'Fraxce, 
and of all that is moſt THuftrious in the King- 
dom, with the applauſe and admiration of all 
his Auditors, His rare Piety, his profound 
Learning, the long and important Services 
which he has rendred the Church and State, 
lave rais'd him to this high Dignity. . His de- 
viſe is Sidus flos & lapis. There has been 
counted to the year 1580. ſixty eight Biſhops 
of .4/b; : the Abbot de Cam, who dayly pene- 
trates Antiquity, has diſcover'd eight or ten 
more by reading the Councels and the Regiſter 
and Documents of the Metropolitan Charch of 
Albi, whereof he has composd the Hiſtory. 
His merit oblig'd the firſt Archbiſhop of 
this See, a lover of Learning and learned Per- 
ſons, to. make him his great Vicar, and to-ſend 
him on his behalf to aſliſt in the Eſtates of Lay- 
guedor of the year 1680.

Many Biſhops preceded them ; for ſoine 
time thoſe of Cambray were Biſhops of Arras, 
they were afterward leparated. The Archbt- 
ſhop of Cambray ſtiles himſelt Archbiſhop 
and Duke of Cambray, Count du Cambrejts, and 
Prince of the Empire. This Archbilhopricik 
before the Wars was worth a hundred thoutand 
Livres of Rent. The Arcluepiſcopa! Church 
has a very tair Body adorn'd with a high Stce- 
ple; ſome perfons think that its Be/ cail'd 
Mary-Fontenoiſe reſembles in greatieis to George 
d' Amboiſe of Roiien,or to Cardaillac of Toloſe, or 
to that of Mande when it was in being, whereof 
the Clapper is yet to be ſeen. Charles the Fifth 
caus'd- the famous Citadel to be built, whici 1s 
very {trong by Sciruation and by Art, though

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the King of France took it 1n a little time, and 
receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity from the Arch- 
biſhop Ax. 1677. The Governour of this 
place being askt at Bruſſels by the Duke- de 
Villa-Hermoſa, why he had yielded it ſo ſoon, 
anſwered him in theſe very terms, The King of 
France was before it in perſon; and I beheve 
if he beſieg'd Hell, he would fetch all the De= 
vils out, incaſe Hell could be befieg'd and taken 
by Mortals. 

The Sufiragans of this Archbiſhoprick are 
Arras, Tornai, Saint Omer. 

Arras has had fifty three Biſhops from Lam- 
bert to Meſlire Guidon de Seve de Roche Chou- 
ard.

His 
Majeſty choſe him for a Dioceſs and a People 
newly conquered, by reafon of his particular 
merit, and of his extream ſweetneſs, accompa- 
nrd with a like Addreſs for governing them.

Agents General of the Clergie of France. 


He Clergy has two Agents General at 
Court to mind Eccefialtical affairs ; the 
Archbiſhops and Suffragan Biſhops name them 
alternatively. They hold their Charge five 
years, becauſe at each General Aſſembly of the 
Clergy two are created, who are deputed each 
by the Proviace which names at his turn. 
Meſſieurs the Abbots of Maretz Colbert and of 
Bezons, Doors of Sorbonne, were Treated A- 
gents Ar. 1680. having been nominated the 
one by the Archbiſhop of Rheims, and the other 
by him of Narbome. ' Boarges and Viewne gave 
Agents Ax. 1675. Itis obſerv'd that there is 
no Prelate who has been Agent-General of the 
Clergy, but that he underſtands affairs ; for as 
men do buſineſs, ſo buſineſs makes men. 

The Clergy has alſo its Treaſurer, call'd 0- 
therwiſe Receiver-General. 

Thoſe that would know the continuation and 
ſucceſſion of all the Archbiſhops and Biſhops ot 
France, muſt read a Book of a great labour in 
tour Volumes in Folio, compos'd by the Sieurs 
de Sainte-Marthe, entituled Galſza Chriſtiana ; 
there are ſeen there a great number of Popes 
Bulls, the day of the creation of the Prelares, 
their Qualities, their Arms, the names and the 
number of Abbeys. This Work was printed 
An. 1656. and is worth a thouſand other Im- 

preſtions,

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prefſions. There is to be ſeen alſo another Book 
on this ſubje&t, which has for Title Serzes Epiſ- 
coporum. Pierre Friſon has given the publick 
Gallia Purpurata. 

Since ſome time the King ſeldom gives Arch- 
biſhopricks to Eccleſiaſtical perſons, if they are 
not aCtually Biſhops. 

Theſe Archbiſhopricks contain many Suffra- 
g4ns under them ; our Conqueſts increaſe the 
number. 

The fole Province of Languedoc has had to 
this time twenty two Biſhops, and as many Ba» 
rons, entring yearly into the Eſtates. 

The Duke of Perneiz/ is Governour of this 
Province, the Marqueſs de Cauviſſon, the Comte 
de Roure , and the Marqueſs de Montanegue, are 
Licutenants General for the King ; and Meſ- 
ſire . Henry d' Agueſſau, Maſter of Requeſts, and 
Preſident of the Grand Council, 1s there Inten- 
dant of Juſtice, Polity, and Finances. He ſuc- 
ceeds Meſlire Claude de Bezons Counſellor of 
Statein Ordinary, who liv'd there a long time, 
and who manag'd well the Kings affairs. 

We ſhall remark, in tavour of this Province, 
that the Law of Aubeine or Eſcheatage has no 
place here by priviledge and exemption of the 
King, nor in the YVicounty of Tureme. Laurence 
Bowuchet Advocate in the Court of Parliament of 
Paris is formal in the point, in his Book entituled 
La Bibliotheque ou Treſor du droit des Francois ; 
in which are treated civil, criminal, and mo_ 
clal - 
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cial matters, govern'd as well by the Ordinan- 
ces and Cuſtoms of France, as decided by De- 
crees of Soveraign Courts, ſummarily extrafted 
from the moſt famous French Lawyers and 
Praftitioners, and compar'd in many places 
with the Laws and Cuſtoms of Foreign Nati- 
ons : This book was printed at Paris, An. 1629. 
There may be ſeen alſo thereon the book of the 
Province which contains 1ts Priviledges.

The firſt Preſident of each Parliament wears 
on. his Cap two Galloons of Gold, and three 
Borders of Gold likewiſe on his Mantle, lin'd 
with Hermines on the backſide to diſtinguiſh 
him from other Preſidents -of the Cap, who 
have but one cn their Cap. The Preſidents, 
the Counſellors, and their Atturneys and Sol- 
licitors-general, wear red with trimmings of 
black Velvet, on the days of Ceremonies; the 
Hoods are lin'd with Hermines. - The chief Re- 
giſter, and the firſt Door-keeper, wear allo a 
red Robe; this wears a Cap of Gold. 

There are in France ten Courts or Chambers 
of Accounts : The Towns where they are eſta- 
bliſhe are Paris, Roiien,. Dijon, Nantes, Mont- 
pebier, Grenoble, Aix, Pau, Blois, and Lille in 
Flanders, That of Paris 1s. very ancient ; its 
Preſidents, as alſo thoſe.of the Grand: Council, 
wear on the days of Ceremony a Robe of black 
Velvet. A book entituled L'Etat de la France 
marks the Juriſdiction of all the Superiour 
Courts, and after what manner the Officers are 
cloath'd on ſolemndays. 

There are counted in the Kingdom twenty 
three Gexeralities, about an hundred ſixty four 
Elettions : There were counted three Chambers 


of 
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of Edit ; that of Grenoble; that of Caffeinaudari 
which was before at Caftres, and that- of St. 
Machairus formerly at Bordeaux ; they were 
incorporated in'their Parliaments Az. 1679. - 

Theſe Chambers were inſtituted in favour of 
perſons of the pretended reform'd Religion, pur- 
ſuant to the Edits of Pacification madein the 
years1576,1577,and 1578. This laſt is call'd 
the Edict of Nantes or of Faxuary. Theſe Courts 
or Chambers of Edi&t were called Miparties, be- 
cauſe they were compos'd of arr equal number 
of Magiſtrates Catholick, and of the pretended 
Religion. 

The 22th of April 1666. the King fet forth 
a Declaration which remov'd the affairs of per- 
ſons converted to the Catholick Religion, from 
the Chamber of Edi@t of Caſtres to that of 'Gre- 
noble, becauſe many particular perſons conver- 
ted to the Roman Catholick Religion com- 
plain'd that they could not hope for any Ju- 
ſtice in the Chamber of Edit of Caſtres. The 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and other Ecclefia- 
ſticks deputed m the General Aſſembly of rhe 
Clergy, carried their Complaints to his Maje- 
ty the 8th of September 1679. The Cham- 
bers of Edi& of Paris and of Roivex, were ſup- 
preſſed Ay. 1669.

A -N#0''1672. the 7th of April, there was 
publiſht-at Pars the Kings Proelamation, 
by which his Majeſty declar'd War againſt the 
States General of the United Provinces, both by 

Sea and: Land, His Majeſty conquer'd in a lit- 
tle time on them above fifty or ſixty places, as 
well Towns as Forts, and'took a great number 
of Priſoners;' without: ſpeaking of the reduce- 
ment of three Provinces: : By reaſon of theſe 
great Conqueſts it was deliberated in the Gw7/d- 
Z of 4mſterdam for carrying the Keys of their 
Town to the King ; of thirty: ſix voices there 
were twenty ſeven. An ancient Burgomaſter, 
aſliſted with eight perſons of. the contrary opi- 
non, reverſt rhe Deliberation, and caus'd the 
Sluces to be drawn up. ''After that-they were

The 28th of April 1675. the Senators and 
Sheriffs of the famous Town of Meſſina, ſpecially 
impower'd in the name of all the Inhabitants, 
took on their knees the Oath of Fidelity to the 
Invincible Lo## the Fourteenth King of France 
and of Navarre, from the hs of Low 
Viftor de Roche-Choiiard, Prince of Tonnai-Cha« 
rente, Duke of Yrvone, and Licutenant-(eneral 
for his Majeſty in the Town here mentioned, 
and in the other places of the Iſle of Sicily, ſince 
| Mareſchal of France. At this Ceremony and 
other important aQtions, aſſiſted Fravcou- Augaſte 
de YValavoir Marqueſs of Vaux, Melchior de Tho- 
mai Lord of Chateaunexf and others. The French 
ſoon got poſſeſſion of lands by the taking of Sca- 
leta, Auguſta,T aormina, Merilli, and other places. 

In the ſame year 1675. the 19th day of the 
month of July, the Wine of Saint Genevieve 

2 was 
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was carried proceſſionally about the Town of 
Paris for fair weather, which was obtain'd as' 
ſoon as recourſe was made to her Prayers : be. 
fore,the obſtinate Rains laid waſte the Coun 
and the Corn for abovetwo months ; the hopes 
of the Labourer and Vineyard-keeper were 
fallen. It was twenty three years that the Re- 
licks of this Saint had not been carried. 

An. 1676. the 22th of April happen'd the 
creat Naval-fight in Sicily as far as Auguſta and 
Meſſma, betwixt the French Fleet and thoſe of 
Holland and Spain. The French gain'd a great 
Victory ; Michel-Adrien Ruiter was ſo dange- 
rouſly wounded, that he died ſome days after, 
The Sieur d# Quefre ſignaliz'd himſelf there,and 
thew'd the braveneſs of the Frexch, who ſince 
ſome years are become firm Sea-men. 

The King of France declar'd War againſt the

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daigne. The King leſſen'd ſix millions of Livres 
of the Tailes of the year 1678. and reduced 
them from orry millions to thirty four, to.be 
diſtributed vided in all the Generalities 
and Countries Taillables. His moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty leflen'd them yet more by two mil- 
lions, An. 1679. The Tailles began under Sy. 
« Lokis to maintain the charge of War againſt the 
Infidels in the twelfth age; and the GabeZe or 
Impoſt on the Salt under Phitip called the Long, 
in the thirteenth age of the Incarnation. Am- 
cus Martius introduc'd it a long time before at 
Rome ; he has been blam'd by ſome, and ap- 
prov'd by others, particularly the Emperour 
Juſtinian, who aſſur'd that without the Gabele 
it was impoſſible to make the Republick ſub- 
ſiſt, becauſe the Quiet of the People is preſerv'd 
by Arms, Arms by Pay, Pay by Impoſts, Tri- 
butes, and Tolls. The Emperour Nero would 
have aboliſh'd the GabePe, but the Senate op- 
poſs'd it, alleaging that rodiminiſh the publick 
Revenue was toruine the Empire. 

In the month of July of the ſame year 1678. 
an ill Accident happen'd in America to the 
French ron commanded by the Cowrt 
d Eſtrees, 11x or ſeven Men of War and five Fly- 
boats were loft near the ſe of Birds about ten 
leagues from Caraſſow, caſt by rhe rapid- 
neſs of the Currents on Rok which are there 
high.

He Treaty of Peace betwixt France and 
Holland was \ign'd at Nimegen at the 

houſe of the Marſhal d Eftrades, An. 1678. the 
tenth of Auguſt, about midnight. The French 
and the Dutchembrac'd each other with tender- 
neſs, and ſhew'd a great Joy to ſee their ancient 
Friendſhip perfe&tly reeſtabliſht. The Marſhal 
d Eftrades, Son of the Marſhal of this name, 
arriv'd the 15th of the ſame month from Nime- 
genat Saint Germains in Laye, where he preſen- 
ted his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty the Treaty of 
Peace betwixt France and the States General of 
the United Provinces. The Ratifications were 
exchang'd the 2oth of September, and the 29th ** 
following the Peace was publiſht at Pars with 
the accuſtomed Ceremonies. The 5th of Ofo- 
ber the Marſhal d Eftrades Embaſſadour of the

'A No 1679. the ſecond of Faly, after the 
ſuit which the Marqueſs de los Balbazez 
made of Mademoiſelle in the name for the King of 
Spain, the Chancellor of France, the Marthal 
Duke de Villeroy, the Sieurs Colbert and de Pom- 
ponne, Miniſters and Secretaries of State, were 
nominated by the King for drawing the Articles 
of rhe Contra of Marriage ; which was ſign'd 
the ninth by the Commiſlaries nominated, and 
the Marqueſs de los Balbazez Embaſſadour Ex- 
traordinary of Spazy.

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The King of France and the King of Spain 
have been Maſters, the one of the Eltares of 


this Prince, and the other of us Perſon. 


Henry the Second King of France, eonquer'd 
Metz, Toul, and Verdun ; theſe three Towns 
were ſtraitly united to the Crown of France by 
the Treaty of Munſter, and by that of the Pyre- 
neans. 

Lowis the Thirteenth conquer'd the Town Bar 
le Duc, and all the Country of Barrois, and alſo 
the ſtrong places Moyenvic, Stenat, Dun, Fa- 
metz, and the County of C/ermont, which ought 
to continue incorporated to France, according 
to the Treaty of Peace made in the Iſle of Faz- 
ſans 1659. 

Loiits the Fourteenth on conſideration of this 
Peace reſtor'd Prince Charles to the poſletſion 
of the Dutchy of Lorain, after having caus'd his 
Fortifications of Nancy to be demoliſhd, on con-

this Treaty of Peace, Duke Charles has yielded

(tion. 

Lorain is very fertile both in Corn, Wine, 
and Paſturage ; it brings forth good Horſes, and 
divers Animals : Veniſon is almoſt as common 
as Beef in a great many Butchers ſtalls. 

Fiſh abound there by reaſon of the River 
Maes, and other Rivers very full of them, as 
the Moſele, the Sare, the Meurte, and the Se/e. 

This iſſues from the Pond Iudre, of which 
the Carps alone bring its Maſter once in three 
years 16000 Livres of Rent, as it has been at- 
teſted to me by ſome of the chief Officers of 
the late Prince Charles the Fourth. The other 
Ponds are conſiderable ; there are four or five of 
this greatneſs. 

If Switzerland has great Lakes, Lorain has 
Ponds very ſull of Fiſh. A Lake is diſtinguiſht 
from a Pond or Marſh, that the firſt is a deep 
water, and has Springs which never dry ; and a 
Pond is a gathering together of waters mort 
ſubje&t to diminiſh : Ponds are emptied, but 
not Lakes. 

This Country has Sa/t-works of a great reve- 
nue. Rofreres, Dieuze, Marſal, Moyervic, Salone. 
and Chaſteau are places of Salt-works: and ex- 
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cellent Baths, particularly thoſe of a place call'd 
Plombieres , whoſe warm waters are of a great 
vertue ; it's a work of the Romans. The Salt- 
work of Diexſe turniſhes Salt to Alſatia; that 
of Rofieres, to the three Biſhopricks. They 
make no farther uſe of Marſaland Salone, becauſe 
the others ſupply abundantly. The Switzers 
take their Salt in Franche Comte. 

The Mountains are fill'd with Mines of Braſs, 
Lead, Silver, Alabaſter , and particularly of I- 
ron. | 
The Foreſts are full of Game. We ſee there 
Glaſs-houſes ; the Sieur de Rochefort ſays, in his 
Book of Voyages, T. 4. p.374- That there is 
ſometimes danger in ſeeing them alone when 
they are 1n a retired place in the Woods, be- 
cauſe the Workmen may throw a man into the 
Furnace to maketheir Glaſs as clear and beauti- 
ful as Cryſtal : wherefore in regard he would 
not that they try'd it on him, he contented 
himſelf with feeing that of Yenice, and went on 
his way. The Lorainers will not grant this Ar- 
ticle. 

The Soyl is fo diſpos'd to bring forth Trees, 
that if it were not till'd it would all run up to 
a Foreſt. 

All Zoraix is forty leagues in length, and thir- 
ry 1n breadth. 

An. 1220. one of its Dukes Matthew the Se-

The Emperours formerly went to Mi/an to re- 
ceive the Crown of Silver, and to Rome for that 
of Gold; at preſent they go no longer : the 
Pope confirms the Ele&ion and Coronation. 
Since Charles the Fifth, no Emperour has been 
crowr.'d by the hands of his Holineſs. At Azx 
la Chappelle is kept the Crown of Iron,with one 
of Silver ; andat Nuremberg many Ornaments 
whieh are made uſe of at the Coronation of the 
Emperours.

ceives it elſewhere, the Imperial Ornaments are 
carricc bhither, anda great Sword alter the Pex- 
ſan faſhion. 4 
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The Emperour, after his Coronation, receives 
the Oath from the Imperial Towns; the Town 
of Strasburg refus'd it, praying Count de Hanau, 
who had Orders to receive it tor Leopo/d, to al- 
dure the Emperour that they would ccntinue 
within the bounds of Duty and Acknowled - 
ment towards his Imperial Majeſty ; but that 
having not taken an Oath to any of his Prede- 
ceſſors for three hundred years, they would not 
ſwear, and could not innovate any thing. You 
may ſee thereon Loiis du Mai Knight , in his 
Book of the State of the Empire, T. 1. p. 365. 
and T. 2. p. 203. 

The Emperour does. not command abſolute- 
ly out of his Hereditary Countries, but governs 
by the way of Diets, which are General Aſſem- 
blies, and as it were Eſtates General. He is 
the Chief of the Empire, and the Electors are 
the principal Members. His hereditary Eſlates 
are thoſe of Auſtria and Bohemia ; thoſe of 
Hungary are Elective. 


The Golden Bull. 


"He Conſtitutions of the Empire are con- 
tain'd in the Golden Bull, which is a little 

Book ; its Original is writ on Parchment, con- 
taining twenty four Leaves, and thirty Chap- 
ters; the twenty three firſt were publiſht at 
Nuremberg 1356. the tenth of Jaxuary, and the 
other ſeven at Metz in the ſame year on Chriſt- 
mas-day, This 
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This Book treats of the Econ of the King 
of the Romans, of the Ceremonies that ought to 
be obſerv'd in the Ele&ion of the Emperour, and 
ot his Authority, of the Deverr and Priviledges 
of the EleCtors and other Officers of the Empire, 
and alſo of the meavs to preſerve Peace. | 

The Emperour Charles the Fourth of the 
Houſe of Luxembourg , made this Buſe, call'd 
by his name the Caro/ize, in the preſence and 
with the conſent of the greateſt part of the Prin- 
ces, Lords, and other Eſtates of the Empire. 

This Edit comprehending the Fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, _ with a great 
round Seal, not on Wax, nor on Lead, nor on 
Silver, but o» Gold, to ſhew that as this Metal is 
incorruptible, and the nobleſt of all, ſo that the 
Laws which this B«/e contains,being the prin- 
cipal of the Empire, ought not to be chang'd. 

The Seal is faſten'd to red and yellow Strings 
of Silk 3 on one ſide of it there is the Eftigies of F 
the Author ſeated in his Throne, veſted with Þ 
the Imperial Mantle, the Crown on his head, F 
the Septer in one hand, and the Globe of the F 
Empire in the other, with this Inſcription, Caro- F 
lus IV. divina favente Clementia Romanorum Im- Þ 
perator. ſemper Auguſtus, © Bohemiz Rex. On 
the other ſide there is a Caſtle with two Towns Þ 
and this Deviſe, Aurea Roma : and in the cir- 
cumference, Roma Caput” Mundi regit orbis frana 
rotundi, There is an Inſcription on both ſides, 
becauſe the Seal is impreſs'd and GY _ 

th 
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both ſides on a great Medal hanging beneath - 
the Bulle. 

It is reported of this Prince, that in recom- 
penſing the Treaſon of three Captains of Phi/ip 
of Auſtria, his Enemy , as they deſerv'd, he . 
causd them to be paid 600000 Crowns which 
he had promis'd them; bnt it was in falſe Coin : 
The Traytors complaining, the Emperour faid 
to them, Go too, falſe Money is well enough for 
thoſe who have falſified their Faith to their 
Prince. 


Prerogatives of the Emperour. 


He chief Prerogatives of the Emperour 

are to create Kings; to require the 

Towns of the Empire by Proclamation to at- 

tend him on occaſion ; to give the Inveſtiture 

of Fiefs, the Power of Legitimating, and other 
Priviledges. 


Fourteen Emperours of the Houſe of Auſtria. 


He Empire has been in divers Houſes, ac- 

cording to the pleaſure of the EleGors. 

There are counted fourteen Emperours of the 

4 of Auſtria, to Leopold reigning at pre- 
ent. 

The firſt was Rodolphus of Alſatia Earl of 
Habsbourg. Writers take notice of him for that 
before his EleQtion, as he was hunting, a Prieſt 
| Ef _ carrying 
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carrying the Sacrament to a dying Peafant, he 
alighted off his horſe, and made the Prieſt get 
upupon him , and afterward taking the horſe 
by the reins he accompanied the Sacrament a 
long, difficult, and troubleſome way, till he 
came to the Hut of the poor fick perſon. This 
extraordinary aft of Piety and Religion has 
been fo well recompensd by God, that ſince 
that time this houſe is aggrandiz'd and rendred 
Illuſtrious throughout the whole Earth. The 
Caſtle of Z7abzbourg, the original Seat of the 
Emperours of the Fouſe of Auſtria, 1s two 
leagues from B4le; there are now onely the 
Ruines to be ſeen, the Switzers not ſuffering it 
_ toberebuule. 


The chief Towns of Germany. 


Tenna, Prague, Presburg, Aix la Chappelle, 
Ratisbonne, Erfort, Dreſden, Munic, Stras- 
bourg,, Hambourg, Mayence, Cologne, Treves, 
Munſter, Ma - hs Lubec, Nuremberg, Aus- 
burg, Heyldeburg Francfort on the Meine, Paſſau, 
Vesbourg, Brunſvic, Inſpruch, Bremen, Branden- 
burg, Berlin, Hanover, Francfort on the Oder, 
and others. 

The four Wood-land-Towns , Yaldſhowet , 
Lauffembourg, Seckinge , and Reinfeld, are 1o 
call'd becauſe they are built in Woods, 

The four Ruſtick Towns are Cologne, Ratis- 
bonne, Conſtance, agd Saltzbourg. 


Vienna 
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" Viewna 1s a Bulwark of Chriſtendom againſt 
the Turks ; the Emperour Ferdinand the Third, 
and Leopold Ignatius his Son, fortified it with 
large and deep Trenches, growing broader and 
broader from the bottom to the top, with 
twelve great Baſtions, and high Ramparts. 
There are but ſix Gates to paſs into this Town, 
and they arealways ſhut before Sun-ſet: thoſe 
that come late from walking, enter by a Wicket 
at the Gate of 7aly, which they muſt open 
with a ſilver Key. Solyman the Second Empe- 
rour of the Turks, befieg'd this Town with 
300000 men the 2 6th of September of the year 
1529. and was forc'd toraile the Siege the 14th 
of Oftober following, after having loſt there a 
great part of his Souldiers, ſome ſay fourſcore 
thouſand men. A great number of Baſſa's and 
other Commanders heads were planted on the 
Walls of this place, which vigoroufly held out 
twenty Aſſaults. Notwithſtanding this firm 
Reſiſtance, Solywan would not withdraw him- 
{ felf till they had permitted him to cauſe the 
Creſcent to be ſet up in Yiexna : this was ac- 
| corded him pro bono pacis, and as a Memorial of 
| this Siege. The Creſcent is to be ſeen on the 
* Pyramidal point of the Steeple of the Ca- 
| thedral-Church of S. Steven. . The Town was 
not then fortified as it is at preſent, being now 
the ſtrongeſt of all Germany. - Its Biſhop 1s Sut- 
iragan of the Archbiſhop of Sa/rzburg, who has

There are ſeen in the 
Emperonrs Library fourſcore and ſeven Paper- 
writings hung up, where it is exactly treated 
of the Univerſity of Paris, of its Statutes, and 
Priviledges.

2 world of people at Vienna, and in all Auſtria. 
Prague is the Capital City of the Kingdom 

of Bohemia, whereof we ſhall ſpeak elſewhere. 
Presburg is the Capital of that part of the 
Kingdom of Fungary which the Emperour of 
Germany poſleſles there, ſince the loſs of Ofem or 
Buda, occupied by the Great Turk. MXomorre 
and Favarrin are two Bulwarks of Chriſtendom 
on that ſide. This Kingdom contain'd former- 
ly Tranſylvania,Valachia,and Moldavia ; thence 
it is that the two Emperours of the Weſt and 
Eaſt pretend each that the Princes of theſe three 
Eſtates receive from them the Inveſtiture. Az- 
tila King of the Funs and FHongarians, 1s very fa- 
mous in Hiſtory for uſing Fire and Sword 
where-ever he came. He ſti'd himſelf Son of 
Mundizic of the Race of the Great Nimrod, Na- 
tive of Engad, and through the divine bounty 
King of the Huns , Goths, Medes, and Danes, 
the Terrour of the World, and the Scourge of 
God, This Enemy of Mankind march'd with 
an Army of five hundred thouſand men ; France 
torc'd him to retreat, and kill'd him a hundred 
and fifty thouſand men at Arms under Merovi- 
us, being ſeconded by Ztius a Roman Patricius, 
and with 7heodoric King of the Weſtergorhs, 
; As HY An. 
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An. 454. In Horgary they call the Horſe-men 
Huſſars, and the Foot-Souldiers Heiduques. 

Aix la Chappelle has the firſt place in the Dz- 
ets of the Empire. Charlemagne made it the head 
of his Empire on this fide the Alpes > he was 
there born,and there died. There are ſeen with- 
out the Town hot and cold Baths, which are 
famed as being Medicinal. Its Inhabitants pay 
no Toll in any place of the Empire. Marſhal 
de Crequi made himſelf Maſter of this place for 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, A. 1678. By or- 
der .of the Magiſtrate the Phyſitians there 
An. 1680. Anatomiz'd of a Fountain which is in 
the Town ; they examin'd its nature and qua- 
lities, and found by the taſte and by the places 
where it paſles, that it comes from Iron, and 
that the uſe of this Water, which 1s cold, is a 
ſpecifick Remedy for curing a Dropſie ariſing 
through an inflammation ot the Liver, the ob» 
{truchions of that part, and thoſe of the Spleen 
and Reins ; as alſo the Hypochondriack affects, 
| the Gravel, the Jaundiſe, the Green-ſicknels, 
and other Diſtempers. 

Ratizhonne is the place prefixt for the Diets, 
which. render it one of the moſt famous and 
pleaſant Towns of Germany ; a great many Per- 
ſons of Quality live there,that they may ſee the 
Diets that are there held of the whole Empire ; 
and for this reaſon many Palaces and beautitul 
Edifices are there built. , Its Bridge over the 


Danubius is admirable in its Architecture , » 
tne 
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the greatneſs of the ſtones whereof it is made, 
and in its length. Its entrance and paſlage 
forth are fenc'd with two Towers, whoſe Gates 
are guarded with a Corps dx Guard. Strangers 
are there examin'd ſtriftly concerning the cauſe 
of their coming, before they enter the City. 
The Germans call this Town Regensburg ; it is 
ſcituated in the /ower Bavaria. 

Erfort is the firſt of the Landgraviat of 7 hu- 
ringia, which appertains to the Mouſe of Saxony, 
as alſo Dreſdey. There is another Town call'd 
Erfort, which the late Archbiſhop of Mayence 
reduc'd under his obedience ſome years ſince, af- 
fiſted by the French Forces, and by the Siexr de 
Pradel Governour of S. Quentin. 

Munic belongs to the Ele&or of Bavaria : 
This Town 1s in the «pper Bavaria ; 1t's very 
plealant, and finely fortified with high Ram- 
parts, large Trenches full of flowing waters, 
ſtrong Walls, great Baſtions, and many Draw- 
bridges. 

Strasbourg a Free and Imperial Town in /ow- 
er Alſatia, is famous throughout all Germany ; 
the two Rivers // and Bruſche water it : it is 
half a league from the Rhine, and has the title of 
Univerſity; the Emperour gave it great Privi- 
ledges, An. 1622. | 

There is ſeen there a pyramidial Zower of 
ſtone hollowed open to the day, which is e- 
ſteem'd by many perſgns the higheſt of all Fu- 
rope : It is 574 foot high, and ſome fay; has - 30 

eps 
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ſteps by which men aſcend inwardly to the top, 


where the Inhabitants always keep a man Cen- 
try, who ſees above four leagues diſtance all 
round the Town. 

Its Clock paſles for the fineſt and moſt admi- 
rable of the whole World,in the eſteem of many 
perſons ; the great number of its Wheels and 
Machines gives a motion to all the Conſtella« 
tions : There are ſcen the periods of the Pla- 
nets, and their middle ſtations every hour; the 
Eclipſes, the Days of the Month, the Moveable 
Fealts ; a Child who {trikes the firſt quarter of 
an hour with one ſtroke on a Bell, a Youth the 
ſecond with two, a Man full grown the third 
with three, an old Maa the laſt with four; then 
Death iſſues forth and rings the hour with his 
little Bell , and the Son of God who paſſes be- 
fore the Figures which repreſent the four Ages 
of Life : the little Bells chime there, and the 
Cock crows all the hours of the day and night. 
The Cathedra[-Church is adorn'd with this high 
Tower, and this famous Clock. 

Perſons who go to Srrasbourg lee out of curi- 
oſity a Tree of a prodigious bigneſs, on the top 
of which a Tavern is kepr. 

Travellers go to ſee its Bridge on the Rhzye, 
half a league from the Town, which is faid” to 
beabove rwelve hundred paces in length; it is 
kept ſtriftly ſince three of its Arches were burar. 
This caution hindred not Marſhal de Crequi trom 
making himſelf Maſter of ic. Ir is of Wood, 

Q, and 
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and cover'd with the ſame matter : 1t ſeems fo 
me dangerous, becauſe it has no fide-Rail, and 
that it cannot be paſsd over on Horſe-back 
without ſhaking, 

This Town 1s govern'd as a Republick ; it 
1s very ſtrong, and has a good Arſenal : Its Ca- 
nons are fam'd throughout all Germany. Ir is 
all Lutheran, except a Convent of Religious 
Women , where Catholicks may hear Maſs. 
According to what Selden reports, L. 1. De 
Statu Religionis, Carolo V. Imperante, Strasbourg 
continued without any Mals one and twenty 
years; it was re-eſtabliſht A. 1550. 

The Epiſcopal See is transferr'd to Molſheim 
four leagues thence, not by a ByZof ſome Po 
but through neceſſity. Its Biſhop,whois Prince 
of the Empire, refides ordinarily in the Town 
of Saverne, whereof he is Lord ſpiritual and 


temporal. 


The Ceremony ohſerv'd in the Eleftioa of the Bi- 
ſhop. 


"He Biſhop is choſen by its Chapter. The 
time of Election being come, the Chap- 

tcr goes three ſolemn Proceſſions ; the firſt for 
the Eleftion, the ſecond for the Conſecration of 
him that is choſen, the third for the Preſerva- 
7i0n of his Perſon. The Canons appear on 
thele days of Ceremony with ſplendour, i ſplen- 


doribus Sauftorum, Eachin an orderly gy 
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has following him, in emulation of his fellow- 
Brothers , great number of Perſons of Qua- 
lity, Officers, Domeſticks , and "Attendants. 
They have Train-bearers to carry the Train 6f 
their Gowns, which are extraordinary long, be- 
ing of Crimſon-Velyet ; and they have a Cap of 
the fame Stuff.

TEX Chapter is compos'd of twenty four 
Cinons, Princes or Counts of the Em- 
pire : There are moreover Proteſtant Canons 
who have their Revenue apart, and whoare not 
capitulary. Theſe reſide at Strasbourg. Four 
Proteſtant Princes are Canons, the Dukes of 
Brunſwick, of Mekelbourg, of Witemberg,, and the 
Marqueſs of Dourlan. They value not their Ca- 
nonſhips, but to be Members of the Chapter.

Hile the Town of Strasbarg was Catho- 

lick, the Biſhop incontinently after his 
Conſecration made there his publick Entrance, 
where he was receiv'd as its Prince. This Ce- 
remony 1s no longer practis'd, by reaſon of the 
pretentions which the Biſhop has on Strasburg, 
which does not own him but as Prince of the 
Empire. 


The number of its Prelates. 


His Town has had eighty four Biſhops 

from Juſtus or Juſtin to his Highneſs 
Francis Egon , who tiles. himſelt Biſhop and 
Prince of Strasburg , Landgrave of Alſacia and 
of Furſtemberg, Count of Heiligenberg, Wertem- 
berg,and Loigne. He ſucceeds Leopold William 
of Auſtria. This Biſhoprick is endow'd with 
two hundred thouſand Livres of revenue. The 
iame Hiſtoriographer of Brandenburg, whom | 
have cited elſewhere, has obſerv'd in his Reſear- 
ches, that the Emperour Rodolphus the Firſt 
us'd Henry Count of Furſtemberg as his near Re- 
lation; and to expreſs to him the extraordinary 
afetion wherewith he honour'd him, he ſaid, 
that he was the bone of his Bones, and the fleſh of 
his fleſh. They are the terms which God made 
uſe of to make known the Bond which ought 
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to be.betwixt perſons neareſt allied, viz. Man 


and Wife married together. 


Hambourg Capital City of the Dutchy of 0/- 


ſatia, 1s govern'd alſo as a Republick ; it is en- 


tirely for Trade, and rich, ſtrong by. Sea and 
Land: The Dares and Swedes have many times 
befieg'd it ſeparately, and it has always defen- 
ded it felt. There has been compleated of late 
years a Channel for the joyning of the Oder 
and the-£1b for the tranſportation of their Mer- 
chandiſe which comes to Hambourg by Sea, 
both to avoid the Sound at the entrance of the 
Baltick Sea, where they were fain to. pay a Tri- 
bute tothe King of Dewmark tor their Merchan- 
diſe, and to ſhorten a great reach at Sea which 
they were forc'd to make. This Town is Lu- 
theran, and has a publick Library which is open 
twice a day, in the morning and after dinner. 
It has alſo zwoSynagogues of Fews,amongſt whom 
Mannel Teſſera is eiteem'd ther icheſt ot Germany; 
he is judg'd to have five or ſix millions ; he 1s 
cali'd the. rich Jew. France keeps a Reſident 
in this. Town; it's the Sieur Bidal, We ſhall 
ſpeak elſewhere: of Mayence , Cologne, Treves, 
Magdeburg, ,. Lubec , Heildeberg , and ſome 0-

Munſter -is the Capital City of Weſtphalia ; 
it is calf'd. in. Latin Monaſteriam, by realon of a 
Monaſtery-which was made anEpiſcopaiChurch. 
Thence it js that at preſent its Inhabitants are 
called Moxyaſterians, I:s Biſhop 1s a Prince of 
Q 3 the 
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the Empire ; the Emperour Charlemagye gave 
him the Principality, on condition of paying 
Homage to the Empire. Its laſt Biſhop fave 
one, Chriſtopher Bernard de Galen, kept a good 
Garriſon in the Citadel which he built. This 
Prelate died An. 1678. his life was Military ; 
wherefore being in danger of dying, An. 1674, 
ſome perſon made on him this Epitaph: * 


| Nowin his Tomb will reſt from ſtrife, 
Who never reſted in hi life. 


Ax. x 678. his Coadjutor the Biſhop of Parer- 
born took the government of this Biſhoprick, 
which is worth above two hundred thouſand 
Crowns of annual rent, as we are afſur'd. The 
Towns-men keep the Town of Munſter.  Ma- 
ny Revolts and Seditions happen'd there before 
the Citadel was built ; the Inhabitants ſhut the 
Gates of the Town one day againſt their Pre- 
late, who entred there with Sword in hand af- 
ter nine months ſiege, Az. 1661. Munſter 1s fa- 
mousas well for the Treaty of Peace concluded 
there berwixt the Crowns of Europe, An. 16495. 
as by the imaginary Kingdom of the Anabaptiſts, 
who made themſelves Maſters of this- place 
An. 1534. They created for thetr King Fohn 
Buckold a Taylor, vulgarly call'd John of Leidoy, 
becaute he came from thence, -or 'was there 
born. When he appear'd in publick accomps- 
mcd with his Court, he had two Pages on _—_ 
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back by his ſides, whereof one carried his Crows 
and'the Bible; 'and the 'other his Sword. ' He 
created Judges, to whom” he-gave imaginary ' 
Kingdoms, and {ent abroad in the World twenty 

eight of his Diſciples to preach his Faith, who 

were all put to death but ane. 

This new Tyrant was orecome after a ſiege 
of fourteen months ſtanding by the Biſhop of 
the Town call'd Francis Cornt de Valdec, afli- 
ſted with ſome Circles of the Empire, and Buc- 
told was put in a great Iron Cage, to end there 
his days miſerably; 

This Cage is ſeen on a Tower of the Church 
of St. Lambert on the outſide, with two others 
on the two ſides of it. I have noted the chief 
—_— of the Anabaptiſts in the Tratt of Exg- 
lan 

Magdeburg is famous for its Book of Centuries 
in eight Tomes in Folio, compos'd by Matthias, 
Flacius Thiricus , Fohannes Wigandus , Mattheus 
Judex, and Bafilius Faber. Theſe Centuriators 
have compifd in this Work the Hiſtory bf the 
Church. We ſhall ſay fomewhat more of this 
Town in the Article of the Elefor of Savoy. 

Nuremberg is a great Town, and of a OM 
Trade ; ſome perſons think the Emperour Ne- 
70 to be its Founder, and that ſince it is call'd 
Nuremberg. It is then very ancient. 

Ausbourg, Capital of Sowabia, is alſo very an- 
cient, ſince Czfar Auguſtus gave it its name : 
its Walls are flanckt with many Towers; its 
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Arſenal is very conſiderable. The Latherans 
preſented in this Town to Charles the Fifth their 
Confeſſion of Faith, made by Melanihon. Soiia- 
bia draws its Etymology from Szevia or Suecia, 
becauſe the Swedes liv'd there ſome time after 
having firſt reduc'd a part of Germany under their 
Obedience. 

Francfort on the Main is very famous, as well 
becauſe the Elefion of the Emperours is there 
made, as for its great Fairs and Markets, and 
alſo for its beautitul Palaces. 

Francfort on the Oder is the Capital of the 
new Marcha of Brandeburg. 

Paſſau is divided into three Towns, which are 
Paſſau, Inſtad, and Tiſtad, which compoſe one 
very great one. The Biſhops Caſtle is very 
ſtately. Notre-Dame of Paſſau is famous 
throughout all Germaxy for its Miracles ; it 1s 
ſeated in the Church of the Capugins :- a man 
mult aſcend about three hundred ſteps to come 
to its Altar. 

Visbourg 1s the Capital of Franconia. 

Brunſwick the chief of a Dutchy in lower Saxo- 
»y : Its Prince who is Soveraign reſides ordina- 
rily at Wolfembutel in a very tair Palace on the 
River Echer. 

Taſpruc is the firſt in dignity of the County of 
Tirolis, formerly the place of refidence of its 
Counts, and then of ſome Archdukes and Prin- 
ces of Axuftria. We ſee there the Auguſt Palace 
which the Emperour Ferdinand the Second caus'd 
there to be bulr. | Bree 
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Bremen on the Weſer is the Capital of its Dut- 
chy ; it has the Title of Archbiſhoprick. 

Hanover reſembles Niſmes in bigneſs. 

Spire in the Country of Auſtrafia is the Im- 
perial Chamber , which is as the conſtant fit- 
ting Parliament of the Empire. 


The Imperial and Hans-Towns. 


He Free or Franc-Towns,to the number of 

about eighty four, are imperial, becauſe 

they owe Homage to the Empire, and have in 

their Arms a» Eagle entire or divided : their 

Body has two Voices at the Diets of the Em- 
pire. 

The four Capital Fans-Towns are Lubec, Co- 
logne, Brunſwic, and Dantzic. They are call'd 
Hans, becauſe they are divided into four Anſes 
or Corporations, and that they are particularly 
aſſociated for Commerce. 

The Maritime Towns of Germayy, and thoſe 
which were on the Rivers, trading with them, 
made a League to oppoſe themſelves againſt the 
Incurſions of the FZuns, and other barbarous 
Nations, for rendring their Commerce free and 
ſecure. The chiet Towns from the Gulf 
Finland, which is at one end of the Baltick Sea, 
to the mouth of the Rhine , entred into this 
League, and call'd themſelves Fans, taking their 
name either from the Theatonick Sea, becauſe 
they were ſcituated on this Sea, the word Anſee 
ſgni- 
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ſignifying on the Sea ; or from the Oath made of

This River contains 
above ſixty Rivers, ſome fay a hundred, where- 
of there are about thirty capable of bearing 
Veſſels. It has this particular with the Po, 
that it 'runs from Weſ# to Eaſt even to its 
mouth. It is the- greateſt and longeſt of all 
Europe , excepting the Yolga, according to a 
Geographer, which flows 1n Muſcovy. Men 
give Danubius above ſeven hundred leagues in 
its courſe ; it waters above fifty great Towns, 


without counting an infinite number of Caſtles 


and Burroughs; pailes through the Eaſtern Em- 


' Pire which the Great Turk poſſeſſes in Europe, 


and that of the Weſt which belongs to the Em- 
perour of Germany. After having flow'd a long 
while, it diſcharges it ſelf into the. Euxzine Sea, 
which is call'd the Black Sea, or Mar Magzore. 
This River and the Rhine are not far the one 

from the other at Conſtance and Schaſhuyſen. 
The Rhine comes from the Alps of the Gre- 
ſons ; it has two: ſources which make each a 
ſtream, the one is near x'Village call'd Fort-Rhen, 
and the other is not far from Mount S. G—_ 
& Theſes 
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Theſe two Sources, after having flow'd ſeparate: 
ly ſome leagues, ( ſome ſay. ten) unite them. 
ſelves together. This River paſſes at Crojre 
and other places before it enters the Lake of 
Conſtance ; here loſing it {elf for a while, it 
iſſues forth again with violence, and receives the 
River Aar, which much enlarges it, becauſe it 
contains the Waters of great Lakes and Rivers 
in Switzerland, The Nekar, the Moſele , the 
Main, the Lippe, and a great many others, give 
a great addition to it. An Author fays, that 
ſixty two Rivers enter this. It waters B2/e, 
Briſac, Philipsbourg, Spire , Wormes, Mayence, 
Cologne, and other Towns. It parts it ſelf into 
two Channels at 7holus, where is the famous 
Fort Schenk. The left Channel is call'd the 
Wahal, and joyts it ſelf with the Meuſe near its 
mouth. The Rhine diſgorges it ſelf in Zolland 
into the Ocean ; its courle is above two hundred 
and fifty leagues.

Bona on the Rhine is the ordinary place of 
Reſidence of the Archbiſhop : his Revenue trom 
the Archbiſhoprick ariſes to ſix or ſeven hun- 
dred thouſand Crowns. 
| The Chapter of the Cathedral Church is 


compos'd of twenty four Canons, who are all 
Princes, 
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Princes, or at leaſt Earls ; bare Gentlemen are 
not admitted there. 

The day that the Archbiſhop takes poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Archbiſhoprick, the Town, though 
it be Imperial , does him Homage in theſe 
rerms : 

We, free Citizens of Cologne, promiſe this day, 
for this day and the days to come, to N. ogr / $4 
biſhop of Cologne, to be faithful and friendly yo 
him as long as he ſhall preſerve us according in our 
Rights, Honour, and ancient Priviledges; we, our 
Wrves, our Children, and our Town of Cologne. 
Sohelp us God and his Saints. 

The Archbiſhop obliges himſelt reciprocally 
in theſe terms : 

We by the grace of God, Archbiſhop of the holy 
Church of Cologne, Eleftor and Archcancellor of 
the Empire in Italy, to the end that there may be 
an amicable Conſideration, an entire Confidence, 
and a fincere and inviolable Peace betwixt us and 
our dear Citizens and Town of Cologne, do de- 
clare by theſe preſent Letiers, that we have pro- 
mis 'd and aſſur d, and do promiſe and aſſure in good 
Faith, and without Fraud, that we confirm all the 
Rights and Franchiſes written or not written, old 
or new, within and without the Town of Cologne, 
which have been granted it by Popes, Emperours, 
Kings, or the Archbiſhops of Cologne ; which we 
will never countervene. In teſtimony of which, we 
have ſet the Seal of our Arms to theſe Preſents 
the, QC. 

The 
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The: Archbiſhop was oblig'd to come every 

ear to Cologne on Twelt-day, and the Town 
gave him four hundred Florins of Gold, with a 
hundred meaſures of Oats ; which he loſt if he 
came not. There has been a compoſition ſince 
for this Rent by a new agreement. When he 
comes there, he cannot ſtay there above three 
days-together, unleſs he has permiſſion from the 
Burgomaſters ; and the number of perſons which 
he brings there with him, is limited. He keeps 
in the Town a Magiſtrate who judges criminal 
Proceſles, aſſiſted with two Sheriffs. 

The People of the Country call this Town 
Collen. The Empreſs Agrippina Fulia, Wite of 
the Emperour Claudius, having been born there 
and peopled it with Romans, gave it its name ; 
ſince that time it is call'd Colonia Agrippina. 
Trajan was choſen Emperour there. It 1s faid 
amongſt the Germans, that he who has not ſeen 
Cologne, has not ſeen Germany : Qui non vidit 
Coloniam, non vidit Germaniam. This Proverb 
ſuppoſes it tobe very famous. Ammianus Mar- 
celinus calls it 7rbem ampli nominis, munitiſſi- 
wam, amplam & copioſam. The Rhine gives it 
the figure of a Bow or of a Creſcent, becanſe it 
bends it ſelf there by reaſon of ſome Banks 
which are carefully kept. The French took it 
under Childeric the Firſt, and it continued in 
their hands to the Emperour Otho the Firſt, 
who reſtor'd it again to the Empire amongſt 
the Free and Hans-Towns. It has for Devile, 

Colonia 
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Colonia jidelis Romane Exclefiz filia; and for 
Arms, three Crowns Or. It has a great number 
of Churches and other beautiful Edifices. : Good 
Walls and double Trenches environ it : Its ore 
dinary Guard is of three, hundred Waloors or 
Germans. | Þ- 

In the Metropolitan Church, which is con» 
ſecrated under the name of S. Peter -and the 
three Kings, called vulgarly the Dome, are ſhewn 
the three Heads or Sculls, being very black, of 
the three Kings or Magi, who adored the Son of 
God in the Manger ; and it is believ'd that they 
are there entire. 

The Church of St. Zrſula is famous by rea- 
{on of the eleven thouſand Virgins caſt by a Tem 
peſt on the coaſts of Germany. There are ſeen 
an infinite number of bones all round the walls 
of the Quire in high Cupboards. and: many 
Tombs in the body of the Church, and on an 
Altar many heads of ſilver, where is that of St. 
Urſula. The Colledge of Sorbonne a Member of 
the faculty of Divinity of Pars, has for Patro- 
neſles this holy Daughter of a King, and her 
Companions. Cardinal Baronius ſays in his 
Annotations on the Roman Martyrologze, that 
the true Hiſtory of theſe Virgins is loſt; thence 
ir comes that we find many uncertain things 
of it. Mr. Folt, Canon of the Church of Pars, 
has ſaid remarkable things of it in his Book en- 
tituled, 4 Yoyage made to Munſter in Weſtpha- 
lia, and many other neighbouring places, An.164 q 
an 
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and 1647. Printed by Francis Clauzier. 

Father Bouſſingau/t-im his Guide of the Low 
Countries, P.101:and 219. ſays, that the Church 
St. Mary of the Capitol bas two Bodies and two 
Quires, in the one of which the Canons fay 
their Office, and in the other the Canoneſles ; 
where the one being on one fide, and the others 
on the other, they ſing the Praiſes of God. 
There is a like thing practis'd at Nivele in Bra- 
bant, the Canons come on certain days of the 
year into the Church of the Canonefles to ſing 
with them. The Abbeſs, as Lady ſpiritual and 
temporal of the Town of Nzve//e, it being of 
her Juriſdiction, preſides in the Chapter ; the 
Canons and Canoneſſes joyntly confer the Be- 
nefices which are vacant by the death or by the 
marryage of the Canoneſſes. The Ladies wear 
inthe Church a Rocher with a black Mantle over 
it which trains on the ground, a ſtarcht Linnen» 
cloath on their arm inſtead of the Awmuſſe or 
the furr'd Ornament worn by Canons, and a 
Convre-chef on their head. 

St. Bruno Founder of the Charthuftans, was 
born at Co/ogne, and Mary de Medicis dyed there 
the third of Fuly 1643. In the ſame year dyed 
Lows the Thirteenth,and Cardinal Richelien. 

Cologne has had eighty Biſhops and Archbi- 


ſhops trom Matterns to Maximilian Henry of 


Bavaria : ſeventeen Biſhops preceded there the 
Metropolitans. St. Agilulfe was its firſt Arch- 
biſhop. Pope - Zachary declar'd this Church 
Metro- 
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Metropolitan, An. 744 The Suffragans are 
Munſter, Minden, and Oſnaburg. 


An Obſervation on the three E eclefialtical | Ele- 


ors. 


Ou muſt obſerve that the three Eccleſia- 
ſtical EleQors have no Paſlive Voice in 
the Aſſemblies of EleCtion, that is to ſay, they 
cannot nominate themſelves Emperours ; they 
may nominate and give their Suffrages for o- 
thers, but not for themſelves; it having not 
been judg'd proper that one and the ſame head 
ſhould wear the Miter and the Imperial Crown, 
and one and the fame hand carry the Croſs and 
the Sword ; and to the end that ſince they can- 
not arrive at the Crown, they may keep the 0- 
ther EleQtors within rhe bounds of their de- 
vor. 


Another Obſervation on the Lay Eleflors. 


He Secular EleCtors may nominate them- 

8 ſelves. Sigiſmond of Luxembourg, King 
of Bohemia, nominated himſelt after the death 
of Robert of Bavaria; and the other EleRors ac- 
knowledging his merit, gave him unenimouſly 
tleir Voices and Suffrages. 

The Eccleſiaſtical Ele&tors are eleted- by 
their Chapters, who may exerciſe the Archie- 
piſcopal FunCtions during the vacancy of the 
See, but not the EleCtoral. The 
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The Eleftoral Habit. 


He Eleforal Habit comes near that of 
the Preſidents of Soveraign Courts. 
That of the Eccleſiaſtical Ele&tors is of Scarlet 
Cloath, and that of the Lay EleCtors is of Crim- 
ſon Velvet. They are al] lin'd with Hermines, 
as likewiſe their Cap. There are ſome of them 
to be ſeen drawn at large with their ceremonial 
Habits, in one of the taireſt and richeſt Galle- 
ries of Duke Mazarin, formerly belonging to the 
Cardinal of this name. The Ming of Bohemia, 
inſtead of the Electoral Cap, wears a Royal 
Crown on his head. 

You muſt obſerve, that A». 1673. the Town 
of Cologne was choſen to treat there of a Peace 
betwixt the Kings of France and of Great Bri- 
tain and the Holayders, and the Aſſembly was 
held at the Convent of the Carmelites, a place 
very convenient. His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty 
ſent thither for his Plenipotentiaries the Duke 
of Chaulne, and the Sieurs Courtin and de Baril- 
lon, who arriv'd there the firſt; the King ſhew- 
ing that - he would not retard the work of 
Peace,. where ſo many Princes concern'd them- 
ſelves, though loaded with Victories. They 
were followed by three Embaſſadours of Swe- 
den, who had a deference of Honour from all 
the reſt, they being then in quality of Media- 
tors. Two Plenipotentiaries came — 
rom 
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from England, and they expetted for third the 
Earl of Sunderland chief of the Embaſſie. Du- 
ring his abſence Sir Foſeph Williamſon pertorm'd 
for him. Thoſe of Zo/and came to the num- 
ber of four, and afterward the Plenipotentiaries 
of Spain, who had no other quality but of Ex- 
voys. The Elettor of Cologne had one Embal- 
ladour,Prince William of Fuſtemberg; the Eleftor 
of Brandenburg (cnt thither the Baron of Zmin- 
zin, who had a Colleague. The Emperour de- 
puted the Baron 4 Iſola and others , and the Bi- 
ſhop of Munſter ſent two there. He was one 
of the Parties concern'd. This Illuſtrious Af 
ſembly had no ſucceſs, becauſe the ſeizing and 
carrying away by force the perſon of Prince 
William of Furſtemberg 'by the Impernliſts, 
though veited with the charaCQter of Plenipoten- 
tiary, ina place which ought to be a Sanctuary, 
oblig'd his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, conſidering 
the Laws of Nations violated, to recal his. 

Nimegen was ſince made chioice on for re- 
newing the Conferences of the general Peace. Þ 
The Duke de Vitry, the Steur Colbert Marqueſs 
of Croiſſ, and the Sieur de Meſmes Count of 4- 
vaux,were appointed Plenipotentiaries of France 
Anno 1675. Matſhal 4 Eſtrade ſucceeded the 
Duke de Vitry.

The Treaties of Peace and of Commerce, 
Navigation and Maritime affairs betwixt France 
and the States General of the Znited Provinces 
of the Low Countries, were concluded at Nime- 


gen the 1oth of Auguſt 1678. 


In the ſame year the Treaty of Peace betwixt 
France and Spain was ſign'd, and the year tol- 
lowing, 1679. that of France and of the Empes 
four, whereof we have ſpoken elſewhere. 
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The EleSior and King of Bohemia. 


{He King of Bohemia, one of the ſeven E- 
leors, tormerly the Emperours great 
Cup-bearer, is at preſent the Empe. 

rour himſelf. Cath. 

His Arms are,a Lio Argent arm'd and crown'd 
Or, witha double tail novied and paſs d in Saltier 
in a Field Gules. 

Prague is the capital City ; its Dukes, the 
Kings and Emperours have kept there a long 
time their Court : it is divided into three, the 
Small, the Ancient, and the New ; Praga ad 
Meldaviam fluvium, the Molde waters it. 

Its Inhabitants were govern'd by Dukes till 
Uratiſlaus was created the firſt King, who was 
tollowed by many others, till the Royal Line 
being extinet, the Fouſe of Auſtria put them- 
ſelves in poſleſiion of this Kingdom, which has 
been made hereditary in the Houſe of Auſtria 
by the Treaty of Peace of Munſter. 

The Ancients called Bohemia Bojemia or Bo- 
fohemia, that is to ſay in the German Tongue, 
the Houſe or Reſidency of the Boyes, a People 
of the Gauls whoretir'd thither. 

Some have ſaid that this EleCtor was the laſt 
before that he was King. His Chair at the E- 


lections is of Sattin purtied- with Gold, and that 
of 
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of his Colleagues of Crimſon Velvet onely- 
Some would ſeem to fay that he has onely a ca» 
ſting Voice and Suftrage, when the other Ele- 
Ctors do not accord for the Ele&tion of tite Em- 
perour : but 1t 1s certain that he is effective! 

an Elector as the others, and that his Royal qua- 
lity gives him the firſt Seat amongft the Lay 
Eleftors. 

Bohemia, with the Provinces of Moravia and 
Silefia, may be worth yearly twelve or thirteen 
Millions to its Prince. The Emperour Frede- 
ric ſurnamed Barberoſſa, made it a Kingdom : 
it is he who ſaid to Pope Alexander the Third, 
Non tibi, ſed Petro. 

The Bohemians in the Ceremonies of the 
Matls,fing theEpiſtle and Goſpel in their Tongue, 
and communicate under both kinds : it has 
been permitted them as a thing which does not 
alter the eſſence of Faith. | 

The Town of Egra, otherwiſe Fger, belongs 
to this Crown ; the Gazcttes often mention ir. 

There are pretious Stones found in the Moun- 
tains of Pixch; whence is come the Proverb, that 
men throw ſometimes a Stone at a Cow, which 1s 
worth more than the Cow. 

The Inhabitants of Bohemza are call'd Bohe- 
mians, with an Aſpiration, and the vagabond 
Egyptian Fortunetellers Boemians ; they aps 
pear'd in Europe An. 1417, They came from 
Flungary, and Valachia, Fronticrs ot Tarky. 

The Clocks of Behemia arc after the Italian 

S 2 tiihion : 
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faſhion : they tell the hours there from one- 
Sun-ſetting to the next, twenty four hourscon- 
ſecutively. _ 

Olmus 1s the capital Town of Moravia, and 
Breſlau of Sileſia. 

The Emperour Leopold declar'd Count Sta- 
remberg Chancellor of the Empire, and Coun- 
{ellor of his Privy-Council, the 24th of January 
1678. 
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The EleSor of Bavaria. 


Aximilian Marie, Count Palatine of the 
Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, Prince and 
Elector of the Empire, Great Stew- 

ard of r11c Imperial Houſe, came into the World 

An. 1662. 1s Cath. 

His Arms are, three Shields together, the firft 
Sable, a Lyon crowned Or, which belongs to the 
Palatinate ; the ſecond is fuſile in bend of 2.1 pieces 
Argent and Azure, which belongs to Bavaria ; 
the third Gules an Imperial Globe Or, which be- 
longs to the Eleforare. 

Saltzburg has formerly been the Capital of 
this Country,at preſent it's Munic, a very ſtrong 
place ; ſome call it in Latin Monachum, others 
Monachium. The Germans , Munchen, on the 
River /ſer. 

This Ele&tor refides at Munic ; his Palace is 
one of the {tatelieſt of Gerizany. The great 
Guſtavus Adolphus King of Sweden having ta- 
ken the Town and the Dukes Palace, which he 
did not demoliſh by reaſon of its beauty, po- 
ſeſs'd himſelf of rhe Dukes fine Library, where 
were rare Manuſcripts, vw hich he carried into 
Sweden. Uueen Chriſtian his Daughter gave li- 
erally of them to ſome learned pertons; a» 
mong(t others, to the Siewr Yoſius Canon of 
S 3 Findlor 
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Vindſor in England, to the Sieur des Cartes, and 
others. 

The Caſtle of Scheleſhezm rwo leagues from 
Mynic, is a Country-houſe of Pleaſure where 
his Electoral Highneſs goes ordinarily to take 
the diverſion of Hunting, | 

His Buccentaurus paſles, amongſt the curious, 
fora Wonder of this Age. It is on the Lake of 
Staremberg, whicl is a league over, and fix 
{cagues in length. Ir is held to be as beautiful 
and as large as that of Venice, whereof I ſpeak in 
its Place, 

This ElcQor raifes eighteen or twenty thou« 
{and inen, and {oraetimes more ; his Revenue 
:s coniiderable. 

His Dukedom, which 1s 17 upper Germany, is 
divided into upper and lower Bavaria. 

Munic, Irgelſtat, and Freifmgen, are in the 
upper. Fre//i:gex has the title of Biſhoprick, 
and zgoljiat ot Univerſity. Ratisbone in the 
German Tongue Regensburg, Paſſau, Landſhut, 
Straubiagen; and many others, are of the /ower

race of us Dukes. 

Tix Feforate, the upper Palatinate, and the 
County ot Chamb, were granted to the Houſe of 
Bavaria, and ts Succeiſors, as long as the Malc- 
line i} ould hold, according to the tenth Article 
of the Treaty of Munſter. 

In the lait War between France and Germany 
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the Eleftor Ferdinand Marie ſtood-Neuter. He 
dyed ſuddenly at Scheleſheim at forty three 
years of Age. Pope Innocent the Eleventh cele- 
brated Maſs for the Soul of this deceaſed per- 
ſon, and the Emperour caus'd the Funeral-Ob- 
ſequies to be folemniz'd at Vienna in the Church 
of the diſcalceated Auguſtins. 

The Emprre has divers times in the 
Houſe of Bavaria. Its Princes have married 
eight Daughters of Emperours, and: eleven 
Daughters of Kings ; and among the Daughters 
of thts Houſe, fix have married Emperours, 
three have been married to Kings, and two to 
Dolphins of France. Three Electors are of the 
fame Family ; that of the Palatinate of the Rhine, 
that of Bavaria, and that of Cologne, which has 
been for about an Age in this Houſe, 
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The EleGor of Saxony. 


Ohbn Georges the Third of the name, Duke of 
Saxony, Landtgrave of Thuringia, Marqueſs 
, of Miſnia, Great Marſhal or Great Gentle- 
man of the Horſe of the Empire, Prince and 
Elector. Luth. 

Quarterly, 1. upper Saxony , 2. Thuringia, 
3. Miſnia, 4. lower Saxony. Over al the Ele- 
Horate, which is barrely Or and Sable, upon that a 
Crown Verte placed Bendways. 
 Dreſde on the River Elbe, is at preſent the 
ordinary place of Reſidence of this EleQor. 
 HisRevenue both ordinary and extraordina» 
ry, may amount to about eight millions of Lis 
Vres. 

Magdebourg is the greateſt Town of all the 
Country. The EleQor of Brandenburg poſlel- 
ſes it by vertue of the Treaty of Munſter, accor- 
ding to which the Empire has nll that he 
hold in Sovcraignty the Archbiſhoprick of 
Magdebeurg, and the two Biſhopricks of 4/bes 
Ptad and Minden, to incemmhie him for Pome- 
rama ltericr,  poſieſs'd by the Swedes. Be- 
fides that his EleQtoraj Highneſs of Brandenburg 
keeps a great Gariſon at Magdebourg, he ſpares 
nothing in fortifyingit. 

The preſent Archbihop, who is Lo, g 
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alſo Biſhop of 47. He enjoys a great Reve- 

nue. This Prelate or Governour is of the Hoxſe 

of Saxony. He is married, and has Children 

well grown in years. Amongſt his Titles he 

takes that of Primate of Germany ; the EleCto- 

ie Archbiſhops conteſt this Primacy with 
1M. 

The FZouſe of Saxony is eſteem'd one of the 
moſt autient of Europe. Wittemberg was for- 
merly the Seat of the Duke. | This Town 1s 
known throughout the Earth for having firſt 
followed the Herefiarch Luther, Native of febe 
in the County of Marsfel, who having liv'd 
ſome time in the Order of the Fryers Hermites 
of S. Auſtin, left them An. 1517. The publi- 
cation of a Plenary Indulgence throughout all 
Chriſtendom in favour of a Croiſade againſt the 
Turks, ſerv'd him asa Stumbling-block, becauſe 
Cardinal Albert of Brandenbourg, Archbiſhop of 
Mayence, and Commiſlary of the holy See, per- 
mitted Father John Tetzellius a Dominican, to 
publiſh this great Indulgence. Martin Luther, 
who at that tice wasa Religious man and Pro- 
ſelſor in Divinity, took ſo great a pique at it, 
through a motive of Jealouſie, and fell into ſuch 
a fury, being aftiſted by John Stuaupire Vicare 
general of his Order, that he began to preach a» 
gainſt the Pope, and againſt his Indulgences, 
jnaintaining that they were diavolical Inventi- 
ons; that the Roman Church muſt be left, and a 
Sect made apart ; that there needs no Faſting ; 

| that 
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that Eccleſiaſticks, Religious men and women, 
ought to marry; and an infinite ſtore of the like 
Errours. The ſenſuality of his Doctrine,joyn'd 
with theRevenues of theChurch,being employ'd 
in Pomps, inVanities,& other worſe things,drew 
to him a great many Followers , and even per- 
ſons of power. FohnFrederick Ele&or of Saxony, 
and Sichingi a great German Captain,upheld Lu- 
ther. He chang'd the name of Ludder, which 
ſignifies a Mocker and Thief, into that of Lu- 
ther, which ſignifies Pure ; and dyed Av. 1646. 
fixty three years and ſome months old. He 
made his own Epitaph, in theſe words : Peſts 
eram vivus, moriens ero mors tua Papa. This 
Butterflye threaten'd an Elephant ; the Plague is 
ceaſt, and rhe Popes live withour interruption 
in glory. Mel/antthon ſpeaks of this Epitaph in 
his Funeral-Oration. 

7pper Saxony belongs to the Eleftor, the 
lower to the Houſe of Brunſwick tor the greateſt 
part of it, and to that- of Saxony Lavenburg on 
the Elbe, winch is the Head of the Tlluſtrious 
Flouſe of Anhalt, comprizing the Towns of Ham- 
bourg, Breme, and the County of Oldenburg. 

The Town of Branſwick in the middle of 
Saxony, is very muchenlarg'd ; it is at preſent 
vnder the government of the Duke of Wolfem- 
battel, Head of his Family. Theſe three Bro- 
thers, the Dake of Zell, of Hanover, and the Bj- 
fhop of Oſnaburg, are of the ſame Houſe. 


The 
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Rederick William Marqueſs of Branden- 
burg, Great Chamberlain of the Empire, 
and EleCtor, Duke of Pruſſia, Magdeburg, 

Jaliers, Cleves, Monts, Stetin, Pomerania, Caſſu- 
bia, Windalia or Wenden, of Croſſen, and of Fa- 
gendorff, Bourgrave of Nuremberg, Prince of Al- 
berſtad and of Minde, Earl of la Mark and Ra- 
venſpurg,Lord of Ruveſtein, and other places.

14th of June 1668. He has many Children 
by both. He is a Calvinilt.

Brandenburg is the capital City of the Mar- 
quiſate to which it gives the name ; it 1s ſeated 
on the River Havel. Ir is ſeen at a great di 
ſtance by reaſon of its zwo great Towers. This 
Town has the title of Biſhoprick : Luther re- 
ceiv'd there the Order of Prieſthood. 

Berlin, Spandau, and Poſdam, are the ordina- 
ry places of Reſidence ot his Electoral High- 
neſs. 

Berlin 1s the greateſt Town of the Marqui- 
fate here nam'd; the River Szevw waters it. 
Its Sail is the moſt fertile and pleaſant of the 
Marcha of Brandenburg. Berlin is as big as 
Montpellier or Beziers. They count there three 
Towns, to wit, Col otherwiſe Colcgne on Sue- 
245 Where is the Palace of the Elector, the an- 
cient Town of Berlin, and the new which is 
call'd Fridericverde. 

This EleCtor, next the Emperour, has more 
Land and Souldiery than any of the other Prin- 
ces of Germany. He hasordinarily twenty five 
cr thirty thouſand men on foot, and good Soul- 
diers. His Revenue ordjnary and extraordi- 
nary 1s eleven or twelve Millions, ſome ſay 
fourteen. 

His Court is Royal, and is the beſt of ric 
Empire, next that oi his Imperial Majeſty. 

He has three Provinces which go by the name 
of /a Marcha, to wit, the 0/4, the New, and the 
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Mean. Three Biſhopricks, Brandenburg, le Buz, 
and Havelsberg. 

Frederick Burgrave of Nuremburg bought, 
An. 1417. the March of Brandenburg of the Em- 
perour Sigiſmond, for four hundred thouſand 
Florins, after having firſt fold his Burgraviate 
for two hundred and forty thouſand Florins. 

The Eſtates of this Eleftor contain in length 
above two- hundred German leagues ; front 
Huſſen near Arnhen to Memel in Pruſſia, they are 
not large. This Prince goes on his Lands from 
_—_ Countries as far as Poland and Cur- 
land. 

The Oder, the Elbe, and the Havel, water 
theſe Eſtates. 

This Prince is deſcended from the Houſe of 
the Earls of Zollerex in Suabia in the Dioceſs of 
Conſtance, whereof the Head of the Family is 
Catholick. 

This Ele&or has done memorable things of 
hte years; amongſt others, he has ſettled in 
his Houſe the Ducal Soveraignty of Pruſſta. 

Moreover, he has made a Communication 
of the Baltick Sea with the Ocean, through the 
miniſtry of a French-man of Provence, called 
Pierre des Chaiſes, who undertook it , and 
brought it to effe&t by the means of Channels. 
and Rivers. He fortified Ber/i# when it was 
believ'd to be loſt. This Prince came with his 
Forces before Ferbelin in the month of Fuly of 


the year 1675. where he defeated the Swedes 
CON» 
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commanded by General Wrange/, and notwith- 
ſtanding the bloudy Fight on both ſides, his E-. 
leftoral Highneſs cut in pieces about three thou- 
fand Swedes, took a great number of Priſoners, 
and took from the Swediſh Army twenty two 
Standards and Enſigns, eight pieces of Canon, 
and the Baggage. 

This Ele&tor has got by conqueſt ſince of the 
King of Sweden, Wolgaſt, Wolin, and Demmin. 

The 29th of Auguſt, An. 1679. he took from 
his Majeſty of Sweden, Anclan ; and the 3oth 
he made there his Entrance with Madam the E- 
teforeſs, and the Eleftoral Prince. His High- 
neſs paſling in the Town, alighted betore the 
great Church, where he heard the Sermon, and 
aſliſted at the Te Dewn which was there ſung, 
Thence his Bighnels went to the Guzld-hal; 
where he receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity from the 
Mayor in the Council-chamber, and afterward 
of all the Burgeſſes before the Guild hall, and 
aſſur'd them that he would maintain them iri 
all the Eccleſtaſtical and Politick Rights and 
Prividedges which they had enjoy'd under the 
Reigns of his Predeceſiors the ancient Dukes of 
Pomerania. The whole was concluded by a 
magnificent Entertainment, where all the Bur- 
gelles that came were admitted. 

The 19th of December 1677. this Elector 
gave a publick Audience in his Camp betore 
Stetin to the Envoy of the Cham of Tartary 
Precopites. His EleQoral Highneſs fate in a 
Seat 
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Seat of Crimſon-Velvet trim'd with Gold, on a 
Scaffold rais'd two ſteps, cover'd with a rich 
Turky Carpet. This Envoy had three Letters, 
one from the Cham, one from the Sa/tan Ga/ga 
his eldeſt Son, for his Eleftoral Highneſs ; and 
one for the Eleftoreſs, conſiſting of Comple- 
ments and offerings of Service. 

The 26th of December of the ſame year, the 
Town of Stetin, Capital of Pomerania, ſurren- 
dred it felt to his Electoral Highneſs, after a vi- 
gorous reſiſtance of ſix months ſiege. 

The 24th of the fame month the Capitula- 
tion was concluded and fign'd on both ſides. 
The 26th in the morning, the Compoſition be- 
ing made, his Ele&oral Highneſs commanded 
two thouſand men to poſlets themſelves of the 
Gate of the Baſtion, &c. 

His Ele&toral Highneſs granted the Town ten 
years Exemption, and the liberty of Fiſhing, 
that the Inhabitants might employ the publick 
Revenues in the reparation of the Ruines of the 
Churches ; and his Highneſs took on himſelf 
the reparation of the Cathedral. 

The EleQtor gave to Baron Orflin,Camp-Mars- 
ſhal of his Army, the government of Pomera- 
na, as Count Wrangel enjoy'd it in his life-time ; 
and made Major-Gereral Suering Governour of 
Stetin,and Col. Barſtel Commander under him. 
The Siege of this place coſt his Electoral High- 
neſs four hundred thouſani Crowns in Powder, 


Bullets, and Shot, 2ccording as {ome relate. 
This 
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This Ele&or made his ſolemn Entry into the 
Town of Stetzx the ſixth of January 1678. on 
Twelf-day; and after having heard the Sermon, 
and receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity from the Ma: 
giſtrates and the People, the Medals which his 
Highneſs had caus'd to be made, were diſtribu: 
ted to the People, In the Evening he retir'd 
into his Camp, whence he parted the eighth to 
return to Berlix, -where they gave him an Aus 
guſt Reception. 

This Elefor was not fatisfied with giving 
Orders for repairing Szetin with all poſſible di- 
ligence, but moreover he would adde there new 
labours for rendring this place of Importance 
more ſtrong than it was before. 

The 22th of Ofob.1 678. the Town of Stral: 
zond ſurrendred it ſelf by compoſition to his 
Electoral Highneſs, who made there his publick 
Entrance the 3oth of the fame month. The 
Elector granted the Inhabitants an Exemption 
- for ten years from all the Impoſitiohs that they 
were wont to pay, to capacitate them to re- 
eſtabliſh themſelves, becauſe, of two thouſand 
houſes that there were in the Town before the 
Siege, there remained not fifty which were not 
confum'd with the fire. 

The 17th of November of the ſame year, 
Gripſwal incurr'd the fame fate; the EleQtor 
receiv'd the Oath of Fidelity of the Inhabitants 
the twentieth of the fame month. This Town 
has the title of Univezfity ; it's half a teague 
on the Sea. The 
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The Swedes entred Germany forty or fifty 
years ſince, aſſiſted with the Proteſtants againſt 
the tc wool . 

At the beginning of the year 1679. all the E- 
ſtates of the Eleftor of as reſoly'd to e» 
rect for this Princea Statxe of caſt Copper in the 
Town of Bez/iz,in memory of his great Victories. 

| This Prince has reſtor'd to the King of Swe- 
den the places that he had taken from him. 
Stetin is of the number, which is the onely 
place that his Eleftoral Highneſs inſiſted on kee- 
ping; becauſe it had coſt him ſo much, and that 
it was the Seat of the ancient Dukes of Pomera- 
xa his Predeceſlors. — 

There is ſeen at his Court a Fugitive, to 
whom the Father General of the Capuchins ſpake 


on a day, in theſe words, with Tears'1h his 


Eyes : Religion has given you Honey, and you re- 
turt it back Gall, _. 
An. 1680. Urſlan Aga Envoy of the Cham of 


the Crim-Tarters, preſented the Eletoreſs from 


the Cham's Wife a Shift of Egyptian-Cloath, and 
a fort of Buskins embroidered with Gold, ſuch 
aSare worn by the Sultans. 

The third of Fan. 168 1. Prince Loiiis of Brans 
denburg, fourth Son of the Eletor of this name, 
married the Princeſs Lowiſe, onely Daughter of 
the late Prince Bogeſlaus Radzevil, ſhe being 1.4 
years of age, a very rich Heireſs. This Princeſs 
poſſeſſes above 4o leagues of Land in.

When the Emperour 1s not in Germany, or 
that thgEmpire is vacant, the Eleftors Palatines 
and of Saxony, are Vicegerents or Regents : 
Bavaria conteſts it at preſent with one of them, 
The King of the Romans 1s perpetual Viccgerent 
of the Emperour. 

The Houſe Palatine has given Emperours to 
Germany, one King to Denmark, and two or 
three ta Sweden ; and of late years a very wor- 
thy Spouſe ,the Princeſs Elizabeth Charlotte, to 
Philip of France Duke of Orleans, onely Brother 
of the King of France and Navarre. This Mar- 
riage was concluded and the Articles ſign'd the 
ſixth of.

The Invention of Powder and Canon. 


Owder was invented by chance, A. 1354. 
" by Berthold Schuartz a German Cordeli- 
er. This great Naturaliſt making an Experi- 
ment of Rarefaction, ſhewing that there was no 
Vacuum 1 Nature, made uſe of a Pot well co- 
ver'd,wherein he had pue Sulphur and the pow- 
der of Saltpeter, and laid fire to it, whereof he 
ſaw the effet. Some hold him to be the In- 
venter both of Powder and Canon. Others 
lay that it was Bartholomew le Noir, a Monk 
of Cologne, a great Alchymiſt, who found out 
the Secret of making Cannon, according to Nau- 
clerus, in the fame year 1354. and according to 
Baronius, An. 1360. Bartholomew le Noir was 
at Venice to caſt Cannon, to the end that the 
Venetians thould make uſe of them to recover 
trom the Genoeſes Foſſa Claudia, about the year 
1378. according to Sabelicus, Blondus, and 0- 
thers. The uſe was receiv'd in France, Anno 
1425. at the time that an Engliſh Earl, call'd 
Thomas of Montigni, keſieg'd the Town of 
Mans. 
Petrarch falſely believ'd that the famous Ar- 
chimedes of the Town of Syracuſe was the Inx

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yenter of Cannon, becauſe he conveyed great 
Rocks by Mathematical Springs into the near 
Veſfels of the Enemies, and burnt them with 
Burning-glaſſes. 

The Chineſes boaſt that a Demon ſhew'd the 
Invention to their firſt King above a thouſand 
years before the Nativity of the Son of God. 
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arles the Second, of. the Houſe: of Au» 
[tria, King of Spain, was born the ſixth 
of November, An. 1661. 

He is Catholick, and even fo call'd. It's a 
Title given by Pope Alexander the Sixth to 
Ferdinand the Fifth, and in his perſon to his Suc- 
ceſſors, tor having deſtroy'd in Spain the Moors 
and Sarafns. 

He bears quarterly the Arms of Caſtille, which 
are Gules a Caſtle triple tower'd Or ; and thoſe - 
of Leon, which are Argent a Lion Gules, and 
gba - au—Hſcotcheon.the Arms of his priucipat 
Realms, which we ſhould call in France Provin- 
ces. The Kings Livery 1s of a yellow colour. 
The ordinary Deviſe of ſome Kings of Spain is 
this : Omnes contra me, ego contra omnes. 

Since Philip the Second, the Town of Madrid, 
ſcituated in new Caſtile, is the ordinary place of 
Reſidency of this Court.

At zl Retiro, otherwiſe call'd Buen Retiro, 
there is ſeen Philip the Fourth on a Horle of - 
caſt Copper. The King pales there the grea- 
teſt heats of the Summer, by reaſon of its Wa- 
ters and fine Grotto's of different kinds. The 
fine Walks are there as greenin the Summer as 
in the Spring-time. There 1s a ſtrange Figure 
there ſtanding in the midſt of a great Ciſtern, 
caſting forth water from all the partsof its bo- 
dy, which is made uſe of for watering in a mo- 
ment a Garden of the Palace full of all forts of 
Flowers.

N Madrid the Church of our Lady Almudena, 
I and that of Athoca, are very famous. Our 
Lady of Athoca, call'd according to the Language 
of the Country, Noſtra Senora. d' Athoca, is at 
Madrid, as the Church of our Lady at Part, for 
Piety and the concourſe of People. It's there 
where the 7e Demm is ſung. 

Saint Fames of Compoſtela in Galicia is a very 
tamous place of Pilgrimage ; the French Pil- 
grims that go thither paſs over the Trembling 
Bridge. It is thought that this Bridge 1s fo 
call'd by reaſon of the flowing of the Sea,which 
coming to preſs againſt it, makes it tremble. 
It's a roguiſh Bridge of wood, a little River 
paſſes under it. 

The Apoſtle S, Fames the Greater 1s the. Pa- 
tron of all Spain. His Relicks are under the 
great Altar of the Metropolitan Church of Com- 
poſtella ; his Figure repreſenting halt his body, 
is over it : his Pilgrims Staff is on the ſide of 
the Quire; and his Head at Towlouſe in the 
Church of S. Serniy. It's there where the Pil- 
grims begin their Pilgrimage. 

S. Fames has been ſeen to fight for the Spa- 
niards againſt the Sarafins, holding in his hand 
a wbite Standart with a red Croſs in it, in the

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time of King Ramires ; who being aſſiſted with 
his Apoſtle, charg'd 1o briskly the Enemies: that 
he cut 1n pieces 60000 on the place.

having knockt, they ask from within the Town 
the name of him that will enter : his Catholick 
Majeſty anſwers twice, The Xing of Spain ; and 
they do-not open the Gates to him till he fays 
it's the Earl of Barcelona King of Spain, who 
will come in. At -theſe words the Gates are 
incontinently open'd, and they give his Majeſty 
a Reception becoming him. oF + 

Portugal and Algarve have their King. Biſ- 
cay is a Lordſhip; Navarre belongs to France : 
a part of Biſcay is poſleſs'd by the French, and 
the other by the Spantars. 

Spain may have two hundred and ſixty 
French leagues in length, and two hundred in 
breadth, without comprizing what it has in /- 
taly, in Flanders, and in America, and along the 
coaſts of Barbary on the Mediterranean Sea.

| Madrid 
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Madrid is increaſt ſince that the Kings of 
Spain have kept there their Court ; it_ has no 
Suburbs. It has been faid that this Town was 
wall'd round with Fire, by reaſon of its ancient 
Walls built in many places with great Stones 
that ſtrike fire. Its Fountain is very famous, 
after that of Palermo in Sicily, and of Navora at 
Rome, which are eſteem'd the fineſt of Europe. 
The Fountain Arethuſa is celebrated. in Hilto» 
ry ; 1t has been the ground of many Roman 
Fables. 

Toledo is adorn'd with two fair Palaces, with 
that which Charles the Fifth caus'd to be built 
there, and with that of the Archbiſhop. The 
Metropolitan Church has a Clock reſembling 
that of Strasburg in Alſatia in its height and 
Archite&ure : the Doors of this Church are of 
caſt Copper ; the Streets of the Town are very 
narrow ; the Moors built the Walls. 

Sevil is the Capital of Andalufia; the Spa- 
nards fay thus: Que. no ha viſta Sevilla, no ha 
viſta la Maravilla: Fe that has not ſeen Sevil, 
has rot ſeen a Wonder. The Nuke of Medina + 
Cel; hasa fine Palace there. It is held that this 
Town call'd Fiſpal, or Hiſpalis, gave the name 
of Spain to all the Kingdom. 

Grenada is aye in compaſs than any Town 
of Spaiz:; the Moors built it. The Streets are 


narrow, and the Houles rang'd after ſuch a man- 
ner, that they reſemble the kernel of a Pome- 
granat. The Kingdom has a great number of 
Mountains. V

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Sarragoſſa is the Capital of the Kingdom of 
Arragon ;, it hasan Archbiſhoprick, Parhament, 


Palencia, call 'd the Beautiful and the Greaf, 

15 the Capital of the Kingdom whoſe name it 
bears; it is honoured with an Archbiſhoprick, 
Parliament, and Univerſity. - 

Com ;potella Capital of Galicia, is famons for 
the- Relicks of the Apoſtle St. Fames the Grea- 
?er, Brother of St. John the Evangeliſt. The 
Spaniards call C Compeſtela, San Jago di Compo- 
fella. 

Salamanca js recommendable for its largenefs 
and Univerſity, which is the moſt famous of 
all Spain. Tt has a great Houſe adorn'd with'a 
Court, where are the Schools and the "Halls 
where the As are made;- and where Perſons 
areadmitted to Degrees ; Metaphyfick is there 
in its Throne. ' The Preachers there are very. 
full of Geſtures - to expreſs - naturally - their 
Thoughts and Motions ; they make uſe of all 
the parts of their Body, of the Head, Hands, 
Feer, and Eyes: Though they faid nothing,'2 
man might gueſs very near what they would 
fay. Francis Relax, a Dominican, Doctor of 
the Faculty of Divinity of Salamanca, formerly 
Confeſſor of Charles the Second King of Sy4in, 
and at preſent Biſhop of Placenza, has for Saceeſs 
for in his place of Confeſſor, Father Bayone, Pro. 


feſſor of the Univerſity of Alcala. 
Cordona, capital City of the Dukedom where 
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of it bears the name, has a Mountain of Salt. 
Barcelona, call'd by the Spaniards Barcino, is 
an important place; the French polleſs'd it un« 
der the Reign of Lowis the Thirteenth: The 
Palace of the Duke of Cardona there is Augult ; 
there are ſeen there ſome Figures of the Earls of 
Barcelona. This Town, which is at preſent dou- 


- ble, has a Biſhop, a Parliament, an Univerſity, 


Inquiſition, and a Port where many Ships have 
often been caſt away in the Road. 

Cadiz is famous by reaſon of the advantage- 
ous ſcituation of its Port ; it's there where the 
Gallies arrive that come from Peru laden with 
Gold and Silver. This Town is very ſtrong 
and well peopled : in thoſe late Wars its Biſhop 
coming from /raly, was ſtopt at Montpellier, 
and ſent afterward from 7holoſe into his Dic*

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The Spaniards boaſt of having a Bridge on 
which above ten thouſand horn'd Beaſts may 
feed together. This proceeds trom the River 
Anas, Which hiding it ſelf for ſix leagues, paſ- 
ſes under a great Meadow-ground. According 
to a Map made in Spain, which the Sieurs Sam- 

fons, Geographers in Ordinary to the King, have 
ſhewn me, and which they find good, this Ris 
ver loſes it felt and riſes again. It is metapho- 
rically call'd Anas , becaule of its entrance and 
coming forth of the Earth as a Duck does in wa- 
ter. Its waters ſupply Bajados and other 
places. 

Some Rivers in France loſe themſelves in 
like manner, and appear again ; as the River 
Sumene at the foot of the Severes, the Rize near 
Maſdazille in the Country of Foix, the YVouzeille 
in Poiftou tour leagues from Poidtzers on the 
Weſt-ſide, the Bandiat near 4ngouleme, the Rile 
in Normandy near Beaumont le Roy, the River 
Drome near Bayeux. the Venelle which paſſes at 
Selongay in Burgundy, ſeven or eight leagues 
from Dijon on the Northſide.

Cardinal Porto Carero 1s Archbiſhop of. Tole- 
do, and Primate of Spain: He ſucceeds Dom 
Paſcal Cardinal of Aragon, Archbiſhop of Tole- 
do, who died at Madrid the 28th of September 
1677. After having given all he had to the Poor, 
he gave his Nephew onely a Pi&ture of Devo- 
tion. Cardinal de Porto Carero gave, An.1679. 
to Dom Franciſco Canon of the Church of Tole- 
do, the Archdcaconſhip of Toledo, which is worth 
torty thouſand Duckets of Rent. 

Toledo has eight Sufiragans, Sevil three, Sar- 
ragoſſa ix, Burgos three, Grenada two, Valencia 
three, Compoſella filteen, Taragon ſeven. 

Toledo has two hundred thouſand Piaſters 
yearly, Sevil eighty, Sarragoſſa fifty thouſand, 
Burgos thircy thouſand , Grenada thirty thou- 
ſand, Yalencza thirty thouland, Compoſte//a 
twenty four thouſand, 7aragon ſixteen thou- 
land, 

The Biſhoprick of Cig«enca brings fifty thou- 
ſand Piaſters, and Cadiz twelve thouſand. 

The Archbiſhopricks and Biſhopricks have a 
great Revenue in Spain. If the gumber of Arch- 
biſhopricks be there ſmall, it 1s very great in the 
Eſtates of Naples, which are poſleis'd by his 
Catholick Majeſty; it is true that theſe here 

*.4 . are 
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are very much limited in the extent of Coune 
try, and in their Rents, as 1n the reſt of 7zaly, 
excepting the Archoiſhoprick of Milan, Naples, 
and Meſſma. They count in the Kingdom of 
Naples twenty Archbiſhopricks, and a hundred 
twenty ſeven Biſhopricks. 

Pope Adrian the Fourth granted to the Kings 
of Spain, 1n the perſon of Charles the Fifth, of 
whom he had been Tutor, the Right of Nomt- 
nation to Biſhopricks and other Conſiſtorial Be. 
nefices ; they have the Nomination but of ſome 
in the Kingdom of Naples. The fame Pope 4- 
Adrian, a Spaniard, gave the Conqueſt of the 
New World to the Kings of Spain, wherein 0- 
ther Nations do not agree. Atabalipa, one of 
the Kings of Peru, call'd the Incas, being told 
that this Pope had given the King of Spain his 
Country, ſaid with a laughter, Who 1» that man 
who gives that which belongs to another > This 
Incas being taken Priſoner by the Spaniards, of- 
jered for his liberty a Chamber tull of Gold 
and pretious Stones ; which could not ſave his 
life. Before he died, he appeal'd to the Juſtice 
of the God of Chriſtians, ProteCtor of the affli- 
&ed and innocent. P7zarre has been blam'd 
every where for having causd him to be ſiran- 
led ; he tear'd that it he Jet him live, he would 
Le takenby torce trom him. | 

Philip the Second boaſted that he comprehen- 
aed the courle of the Sun within his Dominions, 
by reaſon of America, becauſe the Sun ſhines

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there always when it is ſet in Europe. AGran- 
dee of Spain having laid on a day to this Prince, 
that a year before the Emperour Charles the 
Fifth had left to him his Crowns, he replied, 
that it was a year ſince alfo that he repented of 
it. The faid Philip died of the Lowfie Diſeaſe, 
after having. loſt the Kingdom of Tunis and 
Holland. Pope Clement the Seventh ended his 
| life alſo by the ſame Diſeaſe, caus'd through a 
reat corruption. 

Philip the Fourth fell much from his vaſt Do- 
minion by the loſs of Portugal, with all its de- 
p2ndancies in the Eaſt and Weſt, and after the 
leizure of Jamaica by the Engliſh. 

Spain was extreaimly diſpeopled by the Ex- 
pulſion of the Moors and Jews; it was farther 
emptied to ſtock the 7ndies : and theſe Domi- 
nions being difperſt in many places, cannot 'ea- 
ſily be reliev'd. Its Mountains are barren, and 
is Women not very fertile. 

The Spaniards are grave in their walk and 
diſcourſe. This makes me think of a pleaſant 
paſſage related by a modern Author; he ſays, 
that a Buffoon with his ridiculous Geſtures and 
Expreſſions having on a day made the Queen 
laugh extreamly at Table, it was faid to: her, 
that a Queer of Spain ought to be ſerious. , This 
Princels who was in her Orient, newly come 
from Germany, an{wer'd, that they ſhould then 
take away that Fellow from betore her cves, it 

they would not have her laugh. 
| V +4 The 
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The Spaniſh Nation has the repute of mas» 
king Rodomontadoes ; the following isnct mean, 
made by an Officer , a Priſoner of War in 
France : Loiiis the Thirteenth having askt him 
wherefore the King of Spain went not to the 
Wars as the Kings ot France, he anſwered with 
an Exclamation, Ho, it is not neceſſary ; if the 
King my Maſter went to the Army, he would make 
the whole Earth to tremble. 

The Spaniards are fit for holding a long 
Siege, becauſe being ſober, they endure hunger 
and thirſt a long time. They fear much the 
Engliſh ; wheretore they have ſaid, La Guerra 
con toto il Mundo, y la pace con los Ingleſes : War 
againſt the whole World, and Peace with the 
Engliſh, becauſe they are better Souldiers than 
them on the Sea. All men are not fit for the 
SEA. 

There grows not much Cor» in Spain, becauſe 
the Lands are ill cultivated ; France and Sicily 
are its its Granaries, and of the Low Countries. 
Its Mines of Andaluſia, Eſtramadura , Grenada, 
Murcia, and of ſame other places, are very fa- 
mous. 

They embark at Malaga the Wine of Grenada 
which is brought to Paris, at Alicant that of 
Murcia, and at Cadiz that of Andaluſia. The 
white-Wine is there better than the Claret. 
Arragon and Caſtille produce not much Wine ; 
that of Portugal is almoſt of a Crimſon co- 
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Their Oyls of Olives, their Woolls, their 
Silks, their Horſes, and their Mines, are very 
conſiderable. 

The Caſtilian Language is the fineſt of all 
Spain. Charles the Fifth ſaid, that if he were 
to ſpeak to God, he would ſpeak inthe Spaniſh 
Tongue, by reaſon of its Gravity ; to Men, in 
French ; to Ladies, inTtalian ; to Horſes, in the 
German. Some Caſtilians have: dar'd to fay, 
either through a gayneſs of Spirit, or as a Ro» 
domontado,that God. ſpake Caſtilian to Moyſes on 
Mount Sinai. They ſpeak groſsly in Galz-
